DUTIES OF CLERKS AND BAILIFFS 
OF THE PROVINCIAL COURT

1. In this Regulation, 


(a) “bailiff’ means a bailiff of the Provincial 
Court (Civil Division); 


(b) “clerk” means a clerk of the Provincial Court 
(Civil Division). O. Reg. 796/84, s. 1. 


2.—(1) A clerk shall maintain, 


(a) a procedure book with an alphabetical index 
of entries; 


(b) a cash book; 
(c) a foreign procedure book; and 


(d) a consolidation order book with an 
alphabetical index of entries. 


(2) A clerk shall make an entry of all claims, 
defences, third party claims, motions, notices, orders, 
judgments, warrants and enforcement process and the 
returns made to them in the procedure book. 


(3) A clerk shall promptly remit all money received 
in payment of judgments to the persons entitled and 
shall not retain any such money for more than two 
months. O. Reg. 796/84, s. 2. 


3. A bailiff shall maintain a record of all claims, 
writs, warrants and other process which are directed 
to the bailiff for service or enforcement. O. Reg. 
796/84, s. 3. 


4.—(1) A clerk shall on or before the 31st day of 
January in every year make a return under oath to the 
Inspector of Legal Offices showing the aggregate 
amount of fees, charges and emoluments that the clerk 
became entitled to receive during the immediately pre- 
ceding calendar year. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies to a bailiff with necessary 
modifications. 


(3) A clerk or bailiff who owes an amount to the 
Crown in respect of a calendar year shall pay the 
amount on or before the 31st day of March in the next 
following calendar year.

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RULE1 INTERPRETATION 


Definitions 
1.01 In these rules, 
(a) “court” means the Provincial Court (Civil Division); 
(b) “disability”, where used in respect of a person or party, means that the person 
or party is, 
(i) a minor, 
(ii) mentally incompetent or incapable of managing his or her affairs, whether 
or not so declared by a court, or 
(iii) an absentee within the meaning of the Absentees Act; 
(c) ‘‘holiday’”’ means, 
(i) any Saturday or Sunday, 
(ii) New Year’s Day, 
(iii) Good Friday, 
(iv) Easter Monday, 
(v) Victoria Day, 
(vi) Canada Day, 
(vii) Civic Holiday, 
(viii) Labour Day, 
(ix) Thanksgiving Day, 
(x) Remembrance Day, 
(xi) Christmas Day, 
(xii) Boxing Day, and 
(xiii) any special holiday proclaimed by the Governor General or the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, 
and where New Year’s Day, Canada Day or Remembrance Day falls on a Sat- 
urday or Sunday, the following Monday is a holiday, and where Christmas 
Day falls on a Saturday or Sunday, the following Monday and Tuesday are 
holidays, and where Christmas Day falls on a Friday, the following Monday is 
a holiday; 
(d) ‘‘order’’ includes a judgment. 


General Principle 

1.02 (1) These rules shall be liberally construed to secure the just, most expeditious 
and least expensive determination of every proceeding on its merits in accordance with 
subsection 78(3) of the Courts of Justice Act, 1984. 
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Matters Not Provided For 


(2) Where matters are not provided for in these rules, the practice shall be deter- 
mined by analogy to them and the court may, at any stage in a proceeding, make any 
order that is just. 


Orders on Terms 


1.03 When making an order under these rules, the court may impose such terms and 
give such directions as are just. 


Forms 


1.04 (1) The forms prescribed by these rules shall be used where applicable and with 
such variations as the circumstances require. 


General Heading 


(2) Every document in a proceeding, except a notice of garnishment and certificate 
of service, shall have a general heading (Form 1A). 


RULE 2 NON-COMPLIANCE WITH THE RULES 


Effect of Non-Compliance 


2.01 A failure to comply with these rules is an irregularity and does not render a 
proceeding or a step in a proceeding a nullity, and the court may grant all necessary 
amendments or other relief, on such terms as are just, to secure the just determination 
of the real matters in dispute. 


Court May Dispense With Compliance 


2.02 Where necessary in the interest of justice, the court may waive compliance 
with any rule at any time. 


RULE3 TIME 


Computation 


3.01 Where these rules or an order of the court prescribe a period of time for the 
taking of a step in a proceeding, the time shall be counted by excluding the first day and 
including the last day of the period, and where the last day of the period of time falls on 
a Saturday or a holiday, the period shall be deemed to end on the day next following 
that is not a Saturday or a holiday. 


Powers of Court 


3.02 (1) The court may lengthen or shorten any time prescribed by these rules or an 
order, on such terms as are just. 


Consent 


(2) A time prescribed by these rules for serving or filing a document may be length- 
ened or shortened by the written consent of the parties. 
Court Office Hours 

3.03 Court offices shall be open for business between 9.30 a.m. and 4.30 p.m. every 


day except a holiday but, with the consent of the clerk, an office may be open at any 
time where urgency requires. 
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RULE4 PARTIES UNDER DISABILITY 


Plaintiffs Litigation Guardian 


4.01 (1) An action by a person under disability shall be commenced or continued by 
a litigation guardian, subject to subrule (2). 


Exception 
(2) A minor may sue for any sum not exceeding $500 as if he or she were of full age. 


(3) A litigation guardian shall, at the time of filing a claim or as soon as possible 
thereafter, file with the clerk a consent (Form 4A) in which the litigation guardian, 


(a) states the nature of the disability; 
(b) sets out his or her relationship, if any, to the person under disability; 


(c) states that he or she has no interest in the proceeding adverse to that of the 
person under disability; and 


(d) acknowledges that he or she is aware of his or her liability to pay personally 
any costs awarded against him or her or against the person under disability. 


Defendant’s Litigation Guardian 


4.02 (1) An action against a person under disability shall be defended by a litigation 
guardian. 


(2) A parent, a person who has the care or lawful custody of a person under disabili- 
ty, or the committee of a person under disability or of his or her estate may act as litiga- 
tion guardian under subrule (1) by filing with the defence a consent (Form 4B) in which 
the litigation guardian, 


(a) sets out the nature of the disability; 
(b) sets out his or her relationship, if any, to the person under disability; and 


(c) states that he or she has no interest in the proceeding adverse to that of the 
person under disability. 


(3) Where it appears to the court that a defendant is a person under disability and the 
defendant does not have a litigation guardian, the court may appoint as litigation 
guardian for the defendant any person who has no interest in the action adverse to that 
of the defendant. 


Duties of Litigation Guardian 


4.03 (1) A litigation guardian shall diligently attend to the interests of the person 
under disability and take all steps reasonably necessary for the protection of those inter- 
ests, including the commencement and conduct of a counterclaim or third party claim. 


Official Guardian and Public Trustee 


(2) The Official Guardian or the Public Trustee may act as litigation guardian with- 
out filing the consent required by subrule 4.01(2) or 4.02(2). 


Power of Court 
4.04 The court may at any time remove or replace a litigation guardian. 
Setting Aside Judgment, etc. 


4.05 Where an action has been brought against a person under disability and the 
action has not been defended by a litigation guardian, the court may set aside the noting 
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of default or any judgment against the person under disability on such terms as are just, 
and may set aside any enforcement proceeding which has been taken under a judgment. 


Settlement Requires Court’s Approval 


4.06 No settlement of a claim made by or against a person under disability is binding 
on the person without the approval of the court. 


Money to be Paid into Court 


4.07 (1) Any money payable to a person under disability under an order or a settle- 
ment shall be paid into court, unless the court orders otherwise, and shall thereafter be 
paid out or otherwise disposed of as ordered by the court. 


(2) Where money is payable to a person under disability under an order or settle- 
ment, the court may order that the money shall be payable directly to the person, and 
payment made under the order discharges the obligation to the extent of the amount 
paid. 


RULES PARTNERSHIPS AND SOLE PROPRIETORSHIPS 


Partnerships 


5.01 A proceeding by or against two or more persons as partners may be com- 
menced using the firm name of the partnership. 


Defence 


5.02 Where a proceeding is commenced against a partnership using the firm name, 
the partnership’s defence shall be delivered in the firm name and no person who admits 
he or she was a partner at any material time may defend the proceeding separately, 
except with leave of the court. 


Notice to Alleged Partner 


5.03 (1) In a proceeding against a partnership using the firm name, where a plaintiff 
or applicant seeks an order that will be enforceable personally against a person as a part- 
ner, the plaintiff may serve the person with the claim, together with a notice to alleged 
partner (Form 5A) stating that the person was a partner at a material time specified in 
the notice. 


(2) A person served as provided in subrule (1) shall be deemed to have been a part- 
ner at the material time, unless the person defends the proceeding separately denying 
that he or she was a partner at the material time. 


Disclosure of Partners 


5.04 (1) Where a proceeding is commenced by or against a partnership using the 
firm name, any other party may serve a notice requiring the partnership to disclose 
forthwith in writing the names and addresses of all partners constituting the partnership 
at a time specified in the notice and, where the present address of a partner is unknown, 
the partnership shall disclose the partner’s last known address. 


(2) Where a partnership fails to comply with a notice under subrule (1), its claim may 
be dismissed or the proceeding stayed or its defence may be struck out. 


Enforcement of Order 


5.05 (1) An order against a partnership using the firm name may be enforced against 
the property of the partnership. 
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(2) An order against a partnership using the firm name may also be enforced, where 
the order or a subsequent order so provides, against any person who was served as pro- 
vided in rule 5.03 and who, 


(a) under that rule, is deemed to have been a partner; 
(b) has admitted that he or she was a partner; or 
(c) has been adjudged to have been a partner, 

at the material time. 


(3) Where, after an order has been made against a partnership using the firm name, 
the party obtaining it claims to be entitled to enforce it against any person who was 
served as provided in rule 5.03, the party may make a motion to the court for leave to do 
so, and the court may grant leave if the liability has been determined in such manner as 
the court directs. 


Sole Proprietorships 


5.06 (1) Where a person carries on business in a business name other than his or her 
own name, a proceeding may be commenced by or against the person using the business 
name. 


(2) Rules 5.01 to 5.05 apply, with necessary modifications, to a proceeding by or 
against a sole proprietor using a business name, as though the sole proprietor were a 
partner and the business name were the firm name of a partnership. 


RULE6 FORUM AND JURISDICTION 


6.01 An action shall be entered and tried, 
(a) in the territorial division, 
(i) in which the cause of action arose, or 


(ii) in which the defendant or, if there are several defendants, in which any 
one of them resides or carries on business, or 


(b) at the court’s place of sitting that is nearest to the place where the defendant 
or, if there are several defendants, where any one of them resides or carries 
on business. 


6.02 A cause of action shall not be divided into two or more actions for the purpose 
of bringing it within the court’s jurisdiction. 


RULE7 COMMENCEMENT OF PROCEEDINGS 


Claim 


7.01 (1) An action shall be commenced by filing a claim (Form 7A) with the clerk, 
together with two copies of the claim for each defendant. 


Contents of Claim 


(2) A claim shall contain, in concise and non-technical language, the following 
information: 


1. The names of the parties to the proceeding and, where relevant, the capacity 
in which they sue or are sued. 
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2. The nature of the claim with reasonable certainty and detail including the 
date, place and nature of the occurrences on which the claim is based. 


3. The amount of the claim and the relief requested. 


4. The name, address and telephone number of the solicitor or agent represent- 
ing the plaintiff or, if the plaintiff is unrepresented, the plaintiff's address and 
telephone number. 


5. The address where the plaintiff believes the defendant may be served. 
Affidavit Establishing Proper Forum 


(3) Where none of the defendants reside or carry on business within the territorial 
division in which the action is entered, the plaintiff shall file an affidavit establishing that 
the action is properly brought in that territorial division. 


Where Claim Based on Document 


7.02 Where a claim is based in whole or in part on a document, a copy of the docu- 
ment shall be attached to each copy of the claim, unless the document is lost or for some 
other reason is unavailable, in which case the claim shall state the reason why it is not 
attached. 


Filing 
7.03 (1) On receiving the claim, the clerk shall immediately issue it by dating, sign- 
ing and sealing it and assigning it a court file number. 


(2) The original of the claim shall remain in the court file and the copies shall be 
delivered to the proper person for service on the defendant. 


RULE8 SERVICE 


How Claim to be Served 


8.01 (1) A claim shall be served personally as provided in rule 8.03 or, where per- 
sonal service is attempted but cannot be effected, by an alternative to personal service as 
provided in rule 8.04. 


Other Documents 


(2) No other document need be served personally or by an alternative to personal 
service, unless these rules or an order require personal service or an alternative to per- 
sonal service. 


(3) A document that is not required to be served personally or by an alternative to 
personal service, 


(a) shall be served on a party who is represented by a solicitor or agent by serving 
the solicitor or agent, and service may be effected by mailing a copy of the 
document to the solicitor or agent; and 


(b) may be served on a party who is not represented by a solicitor or agent, 


(i) by mailing a copy of the document to the party at the last address for ser- 
vice furnished by the party or, if no such address has been furnished, at 
the party’s last known address, or 


(ii) personally or by an alternative to personal service. 
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Who Makes Service 


8.02 (1) A claim shall be served by the bailiff unless the plaintiff is represented by a 
solicitor, in which case it may be served by the solicitor or someone acting on the solici- 
tor’s behalf. 


Time for Service 


(2) A claim shall be served within six months of the date it is issued but where a 
defendant has not been served within that period, the court may at any time extend the 
time for service. 


Personal Service 


8.03 Where a document is to be served personally, the service shall be made, 


Individual 
(a) on an individual, other than a person under disability, by leaving a copy of the 
document with the individual; 
Municipality 


(b) on a municipal corporation, by leaving a copy of the document with the chair- 
man, mayor, warden or reeve of the municipality, with the clerk or deputy 
clerk of the municipality or with a solicitor for the municipality; 


Corporation 


(c) on any other corporation, by leaving a copy of the document with an officer, 
director or agent of the corporation, or with a person at any place of business 
of the corporation who appears to be in control or management of the place of 
business; 


Board or Commission 


(d) ona board or commission, by leaving a copy of the document with a member 
or officer of the board or commission; 


Person Outside Ontario Carrying on Business in Ontario 
(e) on a person outside Ontario who carries on business in Ontario, by leaving a 
copy of the document with anyone carrying on business in Ontario for the per- 
son; 
Crown in Right of Canada 
(f) on Her Majesty the Queen in right of Canada, in accordance with subsection 
10(3) of the Crown Liability Act (Canada); 
Crown in Right of Ontario 


(g) on Her Majesty the Queen in right of Ontario, in accordance with section 14 
of the Proceedings Against the Crown Act; 


Absentee 


(h) on an absentee, by leaving a copy of the document with the absentee’s com- 
mittee, if one has been appointed or, if not, with the Public Trustee; 
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Minor 


(i) on a minor, by leaving a copy of the document with the minor and, where the 
minor resides with a parent or other person having the care or lawful custody 
of the minor, by leaving another copy of the document with the parent or 
other person; ) 


Mental Incompetent so Declared 


(j) on a person who has been declared mentally incompetent or incapable of 
managing his or her affairs, by leaving a copy of the document with the com- 
mittee of the person’s estate if there is one or, if not, with the committee of 
the person; 


Mental Incompetent not so Declared 


(k) on a person who is mentally incompetent or incapable of managing his or her 
affairs, not so declared, 


(i) by leaving with the Public Trustee a copy of the document bearing the 
name and address of the person, and 


(11) by leaving a copy of the document with the person, except where the Pub- 
lic Trustee is committee of the person’s estate and the person is, 


(A) a patient or out-patient of a psychiatric facility under the Mental 
Health Act, 


(B) a resident of a facility under the Developmental Services Act, or 


(C) a resident of a home for special care under the Homes for Special 
Care Act, 


and the attending physician is of the opinion that leaving a copy with the 
person would be likely to cause the person serious harm; 


Partnership 


(1} on a partnership, by leaving a copy of the document with any one or more of 
the partners or with a person at the principal place of business of the partner- 
ship who appears to be in control or management of the place of business; and 


Sole Proprietorship 


(m) ona sole proprietorship, by leaving a copy of the document with the sole pro- 
prietor or with a person at the principal place of business of the sole proprie- 
torship who appears to be in control or management of the place of business. 


Alternative to Personal Service 


8.04 (1) Where these rules or an order of the court permit service by an alternative 


to personal service, service shall be made in accordance with this rule. 
At Place of Residence 


(2) Where an attempt is made to effect personal service at a person’s place of resi- 


dence and for any reason personal service cannot be effected, the document may be 
served by, 


(a) leaving a copy in a sealed envelope addressed to the person with anyone who 
appears to be an adult member of the same household; and 


(b) on the same day or the following day mailing another copy of the document to 
the person at the place of residence, 
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and service in this manner is effective on the fifth day after the document is mailed. 
Corporation 


(3) Where the head office or principal place of business of a corporation or, in the 
case of an extra-provincial corporation, the attorney for service in Ontario cannot be 
found at the last address recorded with the Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Rela- 
tions, service may be made on the corporation by mailing a copy of the document to the 
corporation or to the attorney for service in Ontario, as the case may be, at that address. 


Substituted Service 


8.05 Where it is shown that it is impractical to effect prompt service of a claim per- 
sonally or by an alternative to personal service, the court may allow substituted service. 


Service Outside Ontario 
8.06 (1) Where the defendant is out of Ontario, 


(a) and the plaintiff is represented by a solicitor, service of the claim may be 
made by the solicitor or someone acting on the solicitor’s behalf; and 


(b) in all other cases, the clerk may arrange for service of the claim on the defen- 
dant. 


(2) The court may allow, as costs in an action, the costs reasonably incurred in effect- 
ing service of the claim outside Ontario. 


Service by Mail 


8.07 Where a document is to be served by mail under these rules, it shall be sent by 
prepaid first class mail and service of the document shall be deemed to have been 
effected on the fifth day following the date of mailing. 


Where Document Does Not Reach Person Served 


8.08 Even though a person has been served with a document in accordance with 
these rules, the person may show on a motion to set aside the consequences of default, 
for an extension of time or in support of a request for an adjournment, that the docu- 
ment, 


(a) did not come to his or her notice; or 


(b) came to his or her notice only at some time later than when it was served or is 
deemed to have been served. 


Proof of Service 
8.09 The service of a document, 


(a) by a bailiff or bailiff’s officer, may be proved by a certificate of service (Form 
8A) endorsed on a copy of the document served; and 


(b) by a person other than a bailiff or bailiffs officer, may be proved by the affi- 
davit of service (Form 8B) of the person effecting the service. 


RULE9 DEFENCE 


Defence 


9.01 (1) A defendant who wishes to dispute the claim made against him or her shall 
file with the clerk, within twenty days of service of the claim on him or her, a defence 
(Form 9A) with a copy for every other party. 
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(2) On receiving the defence, the clerk shall place the original in the court file and 
mail a copy to the plaintiff and to every other party except the defendant who filed the 
defence. 


Contents of Defence 


9.02 A defence shall contain, in concise and non-technical language, the following 
information: 


1. The reasons why the defendant disputes the plaintiff's claim. 


2. The name, address and telephone number of the solicitor or agent represent- 
ing the defendant, or, if the defendant is unrepresented, the defendant’s 
address and telephone number. 


Counterclaim 
9.03 (1) A defendant may make a counterclaim against the plaintiff, 
(a) in the defence; or 
(b) by filing a separate counterclaim with the defence. 


(2) Rule 10 (Default Proceedings) does not apply to a plaintiff who fails to defend 
against a counterclaim. 


Admission of Liability and Request to Arrange Terms of Payment 


9.04 (1) A defendant who admits liability for all or part of the plaintiffs claim but 
wishes to arrange terms of payment may in the defence admit liability and make a 
request to arrange terms of payment. 


(2) Where a defendant files a defence as described in subrule (1), a referee or other 
person designated by the court shall fix a time for a hearing. 


(3) On the hearing, the referee or other person may make an order (Form 9B) as to 
terms of payment by the defendant. 


(4) If the defendant does not appear at the hearing, the clerk may sign default judg- 
ment against the defendant for the part of the claim which has been admitted and shall 
mail a notice of default judgment (Form 10A) to the defendant immediately. 


Failure to Make Payments 


(S) Unless the referee or other person specifies otherwise in the order as to terms of 
payment, if the defendant fails to make payment in accordance with the order, the clerk 
may sign judgment for the unpaid balance on the filing of an affidavit by the plaintiff 
swearing to the default and stating the amount paid and the unpaid balance. 


RULE 10 DEFAULT PROCEEDINGS 


Noting Defendant in Default 


10.01 (1) Where a defendant fails to file a defence with the clerk within the pre- 
scribed time, the clerk may, when proof is filed that the claim was served within the ter- 
ritorial division, note the defendant in default. 


Service Outside Territorial Division 


(2) Where a defendant has been served outside the court’s territorial division, the 
clerk shall not note the defendant in default until it is proved to the judge, or by an affi- 
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davit submitted to the clerk, that the action was properly brought in that territorial divi- 
sion. 


When Default Judgment Available 


10.02 (1) Where a defendant has been noted in default, the clerk may enter judg- 
ment in respect of a claim against the defendant for a debt or liquidated demand in mon- 
ey, including interest if claimed in the claim. 


(2) Where the plaintiffs claim is of the type referred to in subrule (1) and a defence 
is filed in respect of part only of the claim, the clerk may enter default judgment in 
respect of the part of the claim for which no defence was filed. 


(3) Entry of judgment under this rule does not affect the plaintiff’s right to proceed 
on the remainder of the claim or against any other defendant for all or part of the claim. 


Notice of Default Judgment 


(4) Immediately on entering judgment under this rule, the clerk shall mail a notice of 
default judgment (Form 10A) to. the plaintiff and to the defendant at the address at 
which the claim was served. 


Trial when Defendant Noted in Default 


10.03 (1) Where a defendant has been noted in default, the plaintiff shall proceed to 
trial in respect of any claim other than one referred to in subrule 10.02(1), and the clerk 
shall, after noting the defendant in default, fix a trial date and send a notice of trial 
(Form 17A) to the plaintiff and any defendant who has filed a defence. 


(2) At the trial, the plaintiff shall not be required to prove liability against a defen- 
dant noted in default, but shall prove the amount of the claim. 


Consequences of Noting in Default 


10.04 (1) A defendant who has been noted in default shall not file a defence or take 
any other step in the proceeding except the bringing of a motion under subrule 10.05(1), 
without leave of the court or the plaintiffs consent. 


(2) Notwithstanding any other rule, any step in the proceeding may be taken without 
the consent of a defendant who has been noted in default, and he or she is not entitled to 
notice of any step in the proceeding and need not be served with any other document. 


Setting Aside Noting of Default 
or Default Judgment 


10.05 (1) On the motion of a party in default, the court may set aside the noting of 
default or any judgment against the party on such terms.as are just. 


(2) Where the written consent of the parties is filed, the clerk may set aside the not- 
ing of default or the entry of a default judgment. 


RULE 11 AMENDMENT 


Power of Court 


11.01 (1) On motion, at any stage of an action, the court shall grant leave to amend 
a claim or defence on such terms as are just, unless prejudice would result that could not 
be compensated for by costs or an adjournment. 
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Service of Claim on Added Party 


(2) A person added as a party shall be served with the claim as amended, except that 
where the person is added as a party at trial, the court may dispense with service of the 
claim. 


Striking Out or Amending Claim or Defence 


11.02 The court may strike out or amend a claim or defence or anything in a claim 
or defence on the ground that, 


(a) it discloses no reasonable cause of action or defence, as the case may be; 
(b) it is scandalous, frivolous or vexatious; 

(c) it may prejudice, embarrass or delay the fair trial of the action; or 

(d) it is otherwise an abuse of the court’s process, 


and may order the action to be stayed or dismissed or judgment to be entered accord- 
ingly or may impose such terms as are just. 


RULE 12 THIRD PARTY CLAIM 


12.01 (1) Where a defendant wishes to make a claim against a person other than the 
plaintiff, 
(a) arising out of the transaction or occurrence relied upon by the plaintiff; or 
(b) related to the plaintiff’s claim, 


he or she may file a third party claim (Form 12A), together with two copies for each 
defendant to the third party claim and a copy for each party to the action. 


Issuing Third Party Claim 
(2) On receiving the third party claim, the clerk shall immediately issue it by dating, 


signing and sealing it and assigning it the same court file number as the claim in the 
action and shall place the original of the third party claim in the court file. 


Service of Third Party Claim 
12.02 A copy of the third party claim shall be served on every defendant to it in the 


manner provided in Rule 8 (Service) for service of a claim, and the clerk shall mail a 
copy of the third party claim to every other party who has filed a claim or defence. 


Defence to Third Party Claim 


12.03 (1) A party against whom a third party claim is made and who wishes to dis- 
pute it shall file with the clerk, within twenty days of service of the third party claim, a 
defence (Form 9A), together with a copy for each of the other parties to the third party 
claim and a copy for each party to the action. 


(2) On receiving the defence to a third party claim, the clerk shall place the original 
in the court file and shall mail a copy to each of the other parties to the third party claim 
and to each party to the action. 


Third Party Claim to be Tried with Main Action 


12.04 (1) A third party claim shall be tried and disposed of at the trial of the action, 
unless the court orders otherwise. 
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Separate Trials or Separate Actions 


(2) Where it appears that a third party claim may unduly complicate or delay the trial 
of the action or cause undue prejudice to a party, the court may order separate trials or 
direct that the third party claim proceed as a separate action. 


(3) Where a defendant in the action alleges by a third party claim that the third party 
is liable to him or her for all or part of the plaintiffs claim in the action, the third party 
may at the trial contest the defendant’s liability to the plaintiff. 


Rules Apply to Third Party Claims 


12.05 These rules apply, with necessary modifications, to a third party claim as if it 
were a claim and to a defence to a third party claim as if it were a defence to a claim, but 
where a party against whom a third party claim is made has been noted in default in 
respect of the third party claim, judgment may only be obtained against the party at trial 
or on motion to the court. 


RULE 13. DISCOVERY 


13.01 (1) Except as this rule provides, no discovery is permitted. 


(2) The court may on motion, where it is satisfied that the special circumstances of 
the case make it necessary in the interests of justice, order discovery between the parties 
on such terms, including terms as to costs, as are just. 


(3) Where discovery is to take the form of the examination of a party, the court may 
give directions as to, 


(a) the scope of the examination; 


(b) whether it is to be by written questions and answers or by oral examination; 
and 


(c) if it is to be by oral examination, before whom it is to be conducted or record- 
ed. 


(4) Where discovery is to take the form of oral examination of a party, the party who 
made the motion under subrule (2) shall, unless the court orders otherwise, pay the costs 
of the examination, including the costs of the examiner and all transcription costs, and 
shall provide copies of the transcript of the examination to the party being examined and 
to the court as soon as the transcript is available. 


RULE 14. PRE-TRIAL CONFERENCES 


Request For Pre-Trial Conference 


14.01 (1) A party may request a pre-trial conference by filing a request for pre-trial 
conference (Form 14A) with the clerk. 


(2) The court may, before or at the trial, in response to a request for pre-trial confer- 
ence or on the court’s own initiative, direct that a pre-trial conference be held before a 
judge or another person designated by the court, and the clerk shall fix a time and place 
for the pre-trial conference and send to each party who has filed a claim or defence a 
notice of pre-trial conference (Form 14B). 
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Failure to Attend 


(3) The court may impose appropriate sanctions, by way of costs or otherwise, for 
the failure of a party who has received a notice of pre-trial conference to attend the pre- 
trial conference. 


Where Party Inadequately Prepared 


(4) Where a person attends a pre-trial conference but, in the opinion of the judge or 
designated person hearing the pre-trial conference, is so inadequately prepared as to 
frustrate the purposes of the pre-trial conference, the court may award costs against that 
person. 


(5) Costs awarded under subrule (3) or (4) shall not exceed $50 unless there are spe- 
cial circumstances. 


Fifteen Day Period 


(6) Where an action is not disposed of within fifteen days after the date fixed for a 
pre-trial conference, the clerk shall, unless the court orders otherwise, fix a date for trial 
and send to each party who has filed a claim or defence a notice of trial (Form 17A). 


Purposes of Pre-Trial Conference 
14.02 (1) The purposes of a pre-trial conference are, 
(a) to resolve or narrow the issues in an action; 
(b) to expedite the disposition of the action; 
(c) to facilitate settlement of the action; 
(d) to assist the parties in effective preparation for trial; and 


(e) to provide full disclosure between the parties of the relevant facts and evi- 
dence. 


(2) At a pre-trial conference, the parties or their representatives shall openly and 
frankly discuss the issues involved in the action but, except as otherwise provided or 
with the consent of the parties, the matters discussed at the pre-trial conference shall not 
be disclosed. 


Recommendations to Parties 


14.03 (1) The judge or person designated by a judge may at a pre-trial conference 
make recommendations to the parties on any matter relating to the conduct of the action 
in order to fulfil the purposes of a pre-trial conference, including recommendations as 
to, 


(a) the formulation and simplification of issues in the action; 
(b) the elimination of claims or defences which appear to be unsupported; and 
(c) the admission of facts or documents without further proof. 

Orders at Pre-Trial Conference 


(2) The judge at a pre-trial conference may make any order relating to the conduct of 
the action that the court could make, including an order, 


(a) for the joinder of parties; 
(b) amending a claim or defence under Rule 11; 
(c) for discovery under Rule 13; 


(d) referring a matter to a referee under Rule 22; and 
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(e) for costs under subrule 14.01(3) or (4). 


(3) Where a person has been designated by the court to hear a pre-trial conference, a 
judge, upon the recommendation of the designated person, may make any order that 
could be made under subrule (2). 


(4) The judge or the designated person before whom the pre-trial conference is held 
may prepare a memorandum of the matters agreed upon by the parties at the pre-trial 
conference and where such a memorandum is prepared it shall be filed with the clerk. 
Judge Not To Preside At Trial 


14.04 A judge who conducts a pre-trial conference in an action shall not preside at 
the trial of the action unless the parties consent in writing. 


RULE 15 OFFER TO SETTLE 


15.01 A party may serve on any other party an offer to settle a claim on the terms 
specified in the offer. 


Time For Making Offer 


15.02 An offer to settle may be made at any time, but where it is made less than 
seven days before the hearing commences, the costs consequences referred to in rule 
15.07 do not apply. 


Withdrawal 


15.03 (1) An offer to settle may be withdrawn at any time before it is accepted by 
serving written notice of withdrawal of the offer on the party to whom the offer was 
made. 


Expiry When Court Disposes of Claim 


(2) An offer may not be accepted after the court disposes of the claim in respect of 
which the offer is made. 


No Disclosure of Offer to Trial Judge 


15.04 Where an offer to settle is not accepted, no communication respecting the 
offer shall be made to the trial judge until all questions of liability and the relief to be 
granted, other than costs, have been determined. 


Acceptance 


15.05 (1) An offer to settle may be accepted by serving an acceptance of the offer on 
the party who made it at any time before it is withdrawn or the court disposes of the 
claim in respect of which it is made. 


Payment Into Court As Condition 


(2) An offer by a plaintiff to settle a claim in return for the payment of money by a 
defendant may include a term that the defendant pay the money into court and the 
defendant may accept the offer only by paying the money into court and notifying the 
plaintiff of the payment. 


(3) Where the defendant offers to pay money to the plaintiff in settlement of a claim, 
the plaintiff may accept the offer with the condition that the defendant pay the money 
into court and, where the offer is so accepted and the defendant fails to pay the money 
into court, the plaintiff may proceed as provided in rule 15.06. 
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Costs 


(4) Where an accepted offer to settle does not provide for the disposition of costs, 
the plaintiff is entitled, 


(a) where the offer was made by the defendant, to his or her disbursements as- 
sessed to the date the plaintiff was served with the offer; or 


(b) where the offer was made by the plaintiff, to his or her disbursements assessed 
to the date that the notice of acceptance was served. 


Failure to Comply With Accepted Offer 


15.06 Where a party to an accepted offer to settle fails to comply with the terms of 
the offer, the other party may, 


(a) make a motion to the court for judgment in the terms of the accepted offer, 
and the court may grant judgment accordingly; or 


(b) continue the proceeding as if there had been no offer to settle. 
Costs Consequences of Failure to Accept 
15.07 (1) Where an offer to settle, 
(a) is made by a plaintiff at least seven days before the trial; 
(b) is not withdrawn and does not expire before the trial; and 
(c) is not accepted by the defendant, 


and the plaintiff obtains a judgment as favourable as or more favourable than the terms 
of the offer to settle, the court may award the plaintiff an amount not exceeding twice 
the costs of the action. 


(2) Where an offer to settle, 
(a) is made by a defendant at least seven days before the trial; 
(b) is not withdrawn and does not expire before the trial; and 
(c) is not accepted by the plaintiff, 


and the plaintiff obtains a judgment as favourable as or less favourable than the terms of 
the offer to settle, the court may award the defendant an amount not exceeding twice 
the costs awardable to a successful party, from the date the offer was served. 


(3) Where an amount is awarded under subrule (1) or (2) to a party who is not repre- 
sented by another person, the court may also award the party an amount not exceeding 
$300 as compensation for inconvenience and expense. 


RULE 16 MOTIONS 


Notice of Motion 


16.01 (1) Unless the court orders otherwise, a motion other than a motion at trial 
shall be commenced by the filing of a notice of motion (Form 16A) and an affidavit 
(Form 16B). 


(2) A copy of the notice of motion and the affidavit shall be served at least seven 
days before the hearing date on every party who has filed a claim or defence. 
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Costs 


16.02 (1) No costs are recoverable in respect of a motion, except that where the 
court is satisfied that a motion should not have been brought or have been opposed, or 
that the motion was necessary because of the default of a party, the court may fix the 
costs of the motion and order them to be paid immediately. 


(2) The costs of a motion fixed by the court under subrule (1) shall not exceed $50 
unless there are special circumstances. 


RULE 17 NOTICE OF TRIAL 


17.01 Where a defence has been filed, the clerk shall, except where a pre-trial con- 
ference is to be held under Rule 14, fix a date for trial and send a notice of trial (Form 
17A) to each party who has filed a claim or defence. 


RULE 18 TRIAL 


Failure to Attend 


18.01 (1) Where an action is called for trial and all the parties fail to attend, the trial 
judge may strike the action off the trial list. 


(2) Where an action is called for trial and a party fails to attend, the trial judge may, 
(a) proceed with the trial in the party’s absence; 


(b) where the plaintiff attends and the defendant fails to do so, strike out the 
defence and dismiss the counterclaim, if any, and allow the plaintiff to prove 
the claim; 


(c) where the defendant attends and the plaintiff fails to do so, dismiss the action 
and allow the defendant to prove the counterclaim, if any; or 


(d) make such other order as is just. 
Setting Aside or Variation of Judgment 


(3) The court may set aside or vary, on such terms as are just, a judgment obtained 
against a party who failed to attend at the trial. 


Adjournment 


18.02 The court may postpone or adjourn a trial on such terms, including the pay- 
ment by one party to another of an amount as compensation for inconvenience and 
expense, as are just. 


Inspection 


18.03 The trial judge may, in the presence of the parties or their representatives, 
inspect any place or property concerning which a question arises in the action. 


New Trial 


18.04 (1) Within thirty days after the trial, a party may make a motion to the court 
for a new trial. 


(2) On the hearing of the motion, the court may, 


(a) grant a new trial; 
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(b) pronounce the judgment that ought to have been given at trial and order judg- 
ment to be entered accordingly; or 


(c) dismiss the motion. 


RULE 19 EVIDENCE AT TRIAL 


Affidavit 


19.01 At the trial of an undefended action, the plaintiff's case may be proved by 
affidavit unless the trial judge orders otherwise. 


Written Statements and Documents 


19.02 (1) A written statement or document described in subrule (2) that has been 
served on all parties at least fourteen days before the trial date shall be received in evi- 
dence, unless the trial judge orders otherwise. 


(2) Subrule (1) applies to the following written statements and documents: 


1. The signed written statement of any witness, including the written report of an 
expert, to the extent that the statement relates to facts and opinions to which 
the witness would be permitted to testify in person. 


2. Any other document, including but not limited to a hospital record or medical 
report made in the course of care and treatment, a financial record, a bill, 
documentary evidence of loss of income or property damage, and a repair 
estimate. 


Name and Address of Witness or Author 


(3) A party who serves on another party a written statement or document described 
in subrule (2) shall append to or include in the statement or document that is served the 
name and address for service of the witness or author. 


(4) A party who has been served with a written statement or document described in 
subrule (2) and who wishes to cross-examine the witness or author may summon the wit- 
ness or author as a witness under subrule 19.03(1). 


Where Witness or Author is Summoned 


(5) A party who serves a summons to witness on a witness or author referred to in 
subrule (3) shall, at the time the summons is served, notify all other parties of the sum- 
mons. 


Summons to Witness 


19.03 (1) A party who requires the attendance of a person in Ontario as a witness at 
a trial may serve the person with a summons to witness (Form 19A) requiring him or her 
to attend the trial at the time and place stated in the summons, and the summons may 
also require the person to produce at the trial the documents or other things in his or her 
possession, control or power relating to the matters in question in the action that are 
specified in the summons. 


(2) A summons to witness shall be served on the witness personally and not by an 
alternative to personal service and, at the same time, attendance money in accordance 
with the tariff shall be paid or tendered to the witness. 


(3) Service of a summons to witness and the payment or tender of attendance money 
may be proved by affidavit. 
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(4) A summons to witness continues to have effect until the attendance of the witness 
is no longer required. 


Failure to Attend or Remain in Attendance 


(5) Where a witness whose evidence is material to the conduct of an action fails to 
attend at the trial or to remain in attendance in accordance with the requirements of a 
summons to witness served on him or her, the trial judge may, by warrant (Form 19B) 
directed to all bailiffs and other peace officers in Ontario, cause the witness to be appre- 
hended anywhere within Ontario and promptly brought before the court. 


(6) On being apprehended, the witness may be detained in custody until his or her 
presence is no longer required, or released on such terms as are just, and the witness 
may be ordered to pay the costs arising out of the failure to attend or remain in atten- 
dance. 


Abuse of Power to Summon Witness 


(7) Where the court is satisfied that a party has abused the power to summon a wit- 
ness under this rule, the court may order that the party pay directly to the witness an 
amount as compensation for inconvenience and expense. 


RULE 20 COSTS 


Disbursements 


20.01 (1) A successful party is entitled to be paid his or her disbursements, as as- 
sessed by the clerk, by the unsuccessful party unless the court orders otherwise. 


(2) The clerk’s assessment of disbursements under subrule (1) is subject to review by 
the court. 


Preparation and Filing 


20.02 The court may allow a successful party an amount not exceeding $30 for 
preparation and filing of pleadings. 


Counsel Fee 


20.03 (1) Where a successful party is represented by a solicitor and the amount 
claimed exceeds $500, exclusive of interest and costs, the court may allow an amount not 
exceeding $300 as a counsel fee at trial. 


(2) Where a successful party is represented by a student-at-law and the amount 
claimed exceeds $500, exclusive of interest and costs, the court may allow an amount not 
exceeding $150 as a counsel fee at trial. 


Compensation for Inconvenience and Expense 
20.04 Where, 
(a) a successful party is not represented by another person; 
(b) the amount claimed exceeds $500, exclusive of interest and costs; and 


(c) the court is satisfied that the proceeding has been unduly complicated or pro- 
longed by an unsuccessful party, 


the court may order that unsuccessful party to pay the successful party an amount not 
exceeding $300 as compensation for inconvenience and expense. 
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RULE 21 ENFORCEMENT OF ORDERS 


Definitions 
21.01 Inrules 21.02 to 21.10, 


(a) “creditor” means a person who is entitled to enforce an order for the payment 
or recovery of money; 


(b) “debtor” means a person against whom an order for the payment or recovery 
of money may be enforced. 


Power of Court 
21.02 The court may, 


(a) stay proceedings to enforce an order of the court for such time and on such 
terms as are just; and 


(b) vary the times and proportions in which money payable under an order of the 
court shall be paid, if it is satisfied that the debtor’s circumstances have 
changed. 


General 


21.03 In addition to any other method of enforcement provided by law, an order for 
the payment or recovery of money may be enforced by, 


(a) a writ of seizure and sale of personal property (Form 21C) under rule 21.06; 
(b) a writ of seizure and sale of land (Form 21D) under rule 21.07; and 
(c) garnishment under rule 21.08, 

and a further order as to payment may be made under subrule 21.10(7). 

Certificate of Judgment 


21.04 (1) Where there is default under an order for the payment or recovery of mon- 
ey, the clerk shall, at the creditor’s request supported by a written statement of the 
amount still owing, issue a certificate of judgment (Form 21A) to the clerk of the territo- 
rial division specified by the creditor. 


(2) The certificate of judgment shall state, 
(a) the date of the order and the amount awarded; 
(b) the rate of postjudgment interest payable; and 
(c) the amount owing, including postjudgment interest. 
Delivery of Personal Property 


21.05 (1) An order for the delivery of personal property may be enforced by a writ 
of delivery (Form 21B) issued by the clerk to a bailiff on the request of the person in 
whose favour the order was made, supported by an affidavit of that person or his or her 
agent stating that the property has not been delivered. 


Seizure of Other Personal Property 


(2) If the property referred to in a writ of delivery cannot be found or taken by the 
bailiff, the person in whose favour the order was made may make a motion to the court 
for an order directing the bailiff to seize any other personal property of the person 
against whom the order was made. 


(3) The bailiff shall keep personal property seized under subrule (2) pending any fur- 
ther order of the court as to its disposition. 
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Writ of Seizure and Sale of Personal Property 


21.06 (1) Where there is default under an order for the payment or recovery of mon- 
ey, the clerk shall, at the creditor’s request supported by a written statement of the 
amount still owing, issue to a bailiff a writ of seizure and sale of personal property (Form 
21C) and the bailiff shall enforce the writ for the amount owing, postjudgment interest 
and the bailiffs fees and expenses. 


Duration and Renewal 


(2) A writ of seizure and sale of personal property remains in force for six months 
from the date of its issue and for a further six months from each renewal. 


(3) A writ of seizure and sale of personal property may be renewed before its expira- 
tion by filing with the clerk a request to renew the writ. 


(4) A writ of seizure and sale of personal property shall show the creditor’s name, 
address and telephone number and the name, address and telephone number of his or 
her agent or solicitor, if any. 


Inventory of Property Seized 


(5) The bailiff shall, on request, deliver an inventory of personal property seized 
under a writ of seizure and sale of personal property to the debtor or the debtor’s agent 
within a reasonable time after the request is made. 


Sale of Personal Property 


(6) Personal property seized under a writ of seizure and sale of personal property 
shall not be sold by the bailiff unless notice of the time and place of sale has been, 


(a) mailed to the creditor at the address shown on the writ or the creditor’s agent 
or solicitor and to the debtor at his or her last known address, at least fourteen 
days before the sale; and 


(b) advertised in a manner that is likely to bring it to the public’s attention. 
Writ of Seizure and Sale of Land 


21.07 (1) Where an order for the payment or recovery of money is unsatisfied, the 
clerk shall, at the creditor’s request supported by a written statement of the amount still 
owing, issue to the sheriff of the county or district specified by the creditor a writ of sei- 
zure and sale of land (Form 21D). 


(2) A writ of seizure and sale of land issued under subrule (1) has the same force and 
effect and may be renewed and shall be withdrawn in the same manner as a writ of sei- 
zure and sale issued under Rule 60 of the Rules of Civil Procedure. 


Garnishment 


21.08 (1) A creditor may enforce an order for the payment or recovery of money by 
garnishment of debts payable to the debtor by other persons. 


Obtaining Notice of Garnishment 


(2) A creditor who seeks to enforce an order by garnishment shall file with the clerk 
in the territorial division in which the debtor resides or carries on business, 


(a) an affidavit stating, 
(i) the date of the order and the amount awarded, 
(ii) the territorial division in which the order was made, 


(iii) the rate of postjudgment interest payable, 
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(iv) the date and amount of any payment received since the order was grant- 
ed, 
(v) the amount owing, including postjudgment interest, 


(vi) the name and address of each person to whom a notice of garnishment is 
to be directed, 


(vii) that the creditor believes that those persons are or will become indebted 
to the debtor, and the grounds for the belief, and 


(viii) such particulars of the debts as are known to the creditor; and 


(b) a certificate of judgment (Form 21A), if the order was made in another terri- 
torial division. 


(3) On the filing of the material required by subrule (2), the clerk shall issue notices 
of garnishment (Form 21E) naming as garnishees the persons named in the affidavit. 


Service of Notice of Garnishment 
(4) A notice of garnishment shall be served, 


(a) on the debtor, by mail or by personal service or an alternative to personal ser- 
vice under rule 8.04; and 


(b) on the garnishee, by registered mail or by personal service or an alternative to 
personal service under rule 8.04. 


Garnishee Liable From Time of Service 


(5) The garnishee is liable to pay to the clerk any debt of the garnishee to the debtor, 
up to the amount shown in the notice of garnishment, within ten days after service of the 
notice on the garnishee or ten days after the debt becomes payable, whichever is later. 


(6) For the purpose of subrule (5), a debt of the garnishee to the debtor includes a 
debt payable at the time the notice of garnishment is served and a debt, 


(a) payable within six months after the notice is served; or 


(b) payable on the fulfilment of a term or condition within six months after the 
notice is served. 


Payment by Garnishee to Clerk 


(7) A garnishee who admits owing a debt to the debtor shall pay it to the clerk in the 
manner prescribed by the notice of garnishment, subject to section 7 of the Wages Act. 


Equal Distribution Among Creditors 


(8) Where the clerk has issued notices of garnishment in respect of a debtor at the 
request of more than one creditor and the clerk receives payment under any of the 
notices of garnishment, the clerk shall distribute the payment equally among the credi- 
tors who have filed a request for garnishment and are not paid in full. 


Disputing Garnishment 


(9) A garnishee who wishes for any reason to dispute the garnishment or who pays to 
the clerk of the court less than the amount set out in the notice of garnishment as owing 
by the garnishee to the debtor shall within ten days after service of the notice of garnish- 
ment send to the court a statement setting out the particulars. 


Garnishment Hearing 


(10) At the request of a creditor, debtor, garnishee or any other interested person, 
the court may, 
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(a) where it is alleged that the garnishee’s debt to the debtor has been assigned or 
encumbered, order the assignee or encumbrancer to appear and state the 
nature and particulars of his or her claim; 


(b) determine the rights and liabilities of the garnishee, the debtor and any as- 
signee or encumbrancer; 


(c) vary or suspend periodic payments under a notice of garnishment; or 
(d) determine any other matter in relation to a notice of garnishment. 
Enforcement Against Garnishee 


(11) Where the garnishee does not pay to the clerk the amount set out in the notice 
of garnishment and does not send a garnishee’s statement, the creditor is entitled to an 
order against the garnishee for payment of the amount set out in the notice, unless the 
court orders otherwise. 


Payment to Person other than Clerk 


(12) Where, after service of a notice of garnishment, the garnishee pays a debt 
attached by the notice to a person other than the clerk, the garnishee remains liable to 
pay the debt in accordance with the notice. 


Payment to Clerk Discharges Garnishee 


(13) Payment of a debt by a garnishee in accordance with a notice of garnishment is a 
valid discharge of the debt as between the garnishee and the debtor, to the extent of the 
payment. 


(14) Unless a hearing has been requested under subrule (10), the clerk shall, when 
proof is filed that the notice of garnishment was served on the debtor, distribute to a 
creditor payments received under a notice of garnishment as they are received. 


Consolidation Order 


21.09 (1) A debtor against whom there are two or more unsatisfied orders for the 
payment of money may make a motion to the court for a consolidation order. 


(2) The debtor shall file with the motion an affidavit stating, 


(a) the names and addresses of the creditors who have obtained an order for the 
payment of money against him or her; 


(b) the amount owed to each creditor; 

(c) the amount of the debtor’s income from all sources, identifying them; and 

(d) the debtor’s current financial obligations and any other relevant facts. 
Notice of Motion 


(3) Notice of the motion and a copy of the affidavit shall be served at least seven days 
before the hearing date on each of the creditors mentioned in the affidavit, 


(a) by mail; or 
(b) by personal service or an alternative to personal service under rule 8.04. 
Contents of Consolidation Order 


(4) At the hearing of the motion, the court may make a consolidation order setting 
out, 


(a) a list of unsatisfied orders for the payment of money against the debtor, indi- 
cating in each case the date, court and amount and the amount unpaid; 
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(b) the amounts to be paid into court by the debtor pursuant to the consolidation 
order; and 
(c) the times of the payments. 


(5) The total of the amounts to be paid into court by the debtor under a consolida- 
tion order shall not exceed the portion of the debtor’s income that is subject to seizure 
or garnishment under section 7 of the Wages Act. 


Creditor May Make Submissions 


(6) At the hearing of the motion, a creditor may make submissions as to the amount 
and times of payment. 


Further Orders Obtained After Consolidation Order 


(7) Where an order for the payment of money is obtained against the debtor after the 
date of the consolidation order for a debt incurred before the date of the consolidation 
order, the creditor may file with the clerk a certified copy of the order, and the creditor 
shall be added to the consolidation order and shall thereafter share in the distribution 
under it. 


(8) A consolidation order terminates immediately if an order for the payment of 
money is obtained against the debtor after the date of the consolidation order for a debt 
incurred after the date of the consolidation order. 


Enforcement Limited While Consolidation Order in Force 


(9) No enforcement proceeding other than the issue of a writ of seizure and sale of 
land may be taken or continued by a creditor named in a consolidation order against the 
debtor while the consolidation order is in force. 


Termination on Default 


(10) A consolidation order terminates immediately if the debtor is in default for 
twenty-one days under it. 


Effect of Termination 


(11) Where a consolidation order terminates under subrule (8) or (10), the clerk shall 
notify by mail the creditors named in the consolidation order and no further consolida- 
tion order shall be made in respect of the debtor for one year from the date of termina- 
tion. 


Equal Distribution Among Creditors 


(12) All payments into a consolidation account belong to the creditors named in the 
consolidation order who shall share equally in the distribution of the money. 


(13) The clerk shall distribute the money paid into the consolidation account at least 
once every six months. 


Examination of Debtor 


21.10 (1) Where there is default under an order for the payment or recovery of mon- 
ey, the clerk of the territorial division where the debtor resides or carries on business 
shall, at the creditor’s request, issue a notice of examination (Form 21F) directed to the 
debtor. 


(2) The creditor’s request shall be accompanied by, 
(a) an affidavit setting out, 


(i) the date of the order and the amount awarded, 
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(ii) the territorial division in which the order was made, 
(iii) the rate of postjudgment interest payable, 


(iv) the date and amount of any payment received since the order was made, 
and 


(v) the amount owing, including postjudgment interest; and 


(b) acertificate of judgment (Form 21A), if the order was made in another terri- 
torial jurisdiction. 


Service of Notice of Examination 


(3) The notice of examination shall be served on the debtor personally or by an alter- 
native to personal service under rule 8.04 at least fourteen days before the date set for 
the examination. 


(4) The debtor and any witnesses whose evidence the court considers necessary may 
be examined in relation to, 


(a) the reason for nonpayment; 
(b) the debtor’s income and property; 
(c) the debts owed to and by the debtor; 


(d) the disposal the debtor has made of any property either before or after the 
making of the order; 


(e) the debtor’s present, past and future means to satisfy the order; 


(f) whether the debtor intends to obey the order or has any reason for not doing 
so; and 


(g) any other matter pertinent to the enforcement of the order. 
Who May Be Examined 


(5) An officer or director of a corporate debtor, or, in the case of a debtor that is a 
partnership or sole proprietorship, a partner or sole proprietor against whom the order 
may be enforced, may be examined on behalf of the debtor in relation to the matters set 
out in subrule (4). 


Examinations Private 


(6) The examination shall be held in the absence of the public unless the court orders 
otherwise. 


Order As To Payment 


(7) After the examination or with the debtor’s written consent, the court may make 
an order as to payment. 


Warrant of Committal 
(8) Where a debtor on whom a notice of examination has been served, 


(a) fails to attend as required by the notice of examination and the court is satis- 
fied that the failure to attend is wilful; or 


(b) attends and refuses to answer questions, 


the court may order the debtor to be committed for a specified period not exceeding 
forty days to a correctional institution in the county or district in which he or she resides 
or carries on business. 
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(9) Where an order has been made under subrule (8), the clerk shall issue a warrant 
of committal (Form 21G) directed to the bailiff and the bailiff may under the warrant 
take the debtor and deliver him or her to the superintendent of the correctional institu- 
tion referred to in the warrant of committal. 


(10) The bailiff shall not enforce a warrant of committal if the court orders the debtor 
to attend before the court to explain why the warrant should not be enforced. 


(11) Notice of a hearing under subrule (10) shall be served on the debtor, 
(a) by mail; or 
(b) by personal service or an alternative to personal service under rule 8.04, 
as the court directs. 
(12) At the hearing, the court may, 
(a) order that the warrant of committal be enforced; 
(b) order the debtor to attend at an examination under this rule; or 
(c) make an order as to payment. 


(13) A warrant of committal remains in force for six months from the date of its issue 
and may be renewed by order of the court. 


(14) The debtor shall be discharged from custody, 
(a) on the court’s order; or 
(b) when the time prescribed in the warrant of committal expires, 
whichever is earlier.

22.01 (1) A referee shall perform such duties and functions of an advisory nature as 
the court directs for the purpose of assisting the court and, without limiting the general- 
ity of the foregoing, where the court so directs, a referee shall conduct pre-trial confer- 
ences in an effort to settle matters in dispute between the parties.

(1g) The amount payable by the Plan for an insured service rendered by a physician outside Ontario to an 
insured person on or after the 1st day of April, 1984 and before the 1st day of January, 1985 is the lesser of, 


(a) the amount actually billed by the physician; or 


(b) the amount set out opposite the service in Schedule 15 as it existed on the 18th day of December, 1984 or 
47.7 cents multiplied by the applicable individual unit value for such service set out opposite the service 
in Schedule 16, as the case may be. 


(1h) The amount payable by the Plan for an insured service rendered by a physician outside Ontario to an 
insured person on or after the Ist day of January, 1985 is the lesser of, 


(a) the amount actually billed by the physician; or 


(b) the amount set out opposite the service in Schedule 15 or 47.7 cents multiplied by the applicable 
individual unit value for such service set out opposite the service in Schedule 16, as the case may 
be. ‘©.’ Reg. 799/84, s. I. 


2. Subsection 67 (2g) of the said Regulation, as remade by section 4 of Ontario Regulation 548/84, is revoked 
and the following substituted therefor: 


(2g) The amount payable by the Plan for an insured service rendered by a physician in Ontario to an insured 
person on or after the Ist day of April, 1984 and before the 1st day of January, 1985 is the amount set out opposite 
the service in Schedule 15 as it existed on the 18th day of December, 1984 or 47.7 cents multiplied by the 
individual applicable unit value for such service set out opposite the service in Schedule 16, as the case may be. 


(2h) The amount payable by the Plan for an insured service rendered by a physician in Ontario to an insured 
person on or after the 1st day of January, 1985 is the amount set out opposite the service in Schedule 15 or 47.7 
cents multiplied by the individual applicable unit value for such service set out opposite the service in Schedule 
16, as the case may be. O. Reg. 799/84, s. 2.

Schedule 15 


SCHEDULE OF BENEFITS 
PREAMBLE 
A. General 


1. The rates listed in this Schedule of Benefits are the maximum payments which can be made by the 
Ontano Health Insurance Plan. 


2. Insured medical services are limited to the services which are medically necessary, which are listed in this 
Schedule of Benefits and which are not specifically excluded by legislation or regulation 


3. Additions. deletions or other modifications of the Schedule of Benefits require recommendation by the 
Ontano Health Insurance Plan. Such recommendauons are made in consultation with the Ontario Medical 
Association. 

4. This Schedule is a public document and frank discussion with patients regarding the listed rates is 
recommended. 


5. Claims for services which are not listed in the Schedule or which are listed as N.A.B. (not a benefit) or 
which are excluded as benefits by legislation or regulation should not be submitted to the Plan. Such services 
may becharged directly to patients or others requesting them. 


6. The principles governing proper professional] charges are incorporated in the Regulations (Medicine) of 
the Health Disciplines Act. 


7. Each physician who participates in the care of a patient is entitled to compensation commensurate with 
the services he renders. 


8. Whenever possible, the physician should acquaint the patient or person financially responsible with his 
obligations to those concerned with his care. This is particularly important where supportive or concurrent care 
is rendered or when a consultation and/or procedure are being arranged. 


9. Each physician participating in the care of a patient should render to the patient, or to the financially 
responsible partv. an itemized statement of charges for professional services. 


10. Each physician participating in the care of a patient should, on request, send a receipt to the patient for 
all pavments made by him. 


11. If fees are collected by an organized group. the name of the physician rendering the service should be 
clearly shown on the bill or claim card. 


12. Clams mav be submitted for services which a patient receives from the team of staff man. resident, 
intern and clerk in a teaching unit. provided that the conditions as set out hereunder apply. 

On October 10, 1972. the Minister of Health confirmed that the joint recommendations of the College and 
the O.M.A. governing the charging of fees for services provided by interns and residents in clinical teaching 
units are acceptable to the Ministry of Health. In his letter the Minister madeit very clear that he is looking to the 
College and the Medical Schools to ensure that the ethical rules governing these billing procedures are followed 
meticulously in all cases. 

It has been carefully explained that the responsible staff man must be present in the clinical teaching unit at 
the time the services are rendered and must be identified to the patient at the earliest possible moment. No fees 
are to oc charged for services given by the intern or resident prior to this identification taking place. The 
following rules are now in effect: — 

When patient care 1s rendered in a clinical teaching unit or other setting for clinical teaching by a health 
care team. the physician responsible shall be personally identified to the patient. His relationship to the team 
shall be defined by the clinical teaching unit Director and his role must be known to the patient and other 
members of the team. He shall assume full responsibility for the appropriateness and the quality of the services 
rendered. 

Specific regulations must varv with the service and form of care being delivered: — 

(a) In order to claim for physical procedures being carried out by an intern or resident, the responsible 

staff man must bein the clinical teaching unit and immediately available to intervene. 

(b) In psychotherapy where the presence of the staff man would distort the psychotherapy milieu, it is 
appropriate for the staff man to claim for psychotherapy when a record of the interview is carefully 
reviewed with the resident and the procedure thus supervised. However, the time charged by the staff 
man may not exceed the total time spent by him in both such interview and in direct supervision. 

(c) In other departments or services. the staff man should only claim for visits on the days when actual 
supervision of that patient's care takes place through the presence of that staff man in the clinical 
teaching unit on that day. This, of course. involves a physical visit to the patient and/or a chart review 
with detailed discussion with the other member(s) of the health team. 

(d) In those situations where on a regular basis a staff member might supervise concurrently multiple 
procedures or services through the use of other members of the team, the total claims made by the staff 
man shall not exceed the amount that the si2ff man might make in the absence of the other members of 
the team. 

Any claim rendered should bein the name of the responsible staff man. 


13. Charges for missed appointments are not benefits of OHIP. 


146 Independent consideration will be given under Code R991 to out-of-Province claims for surgical and 
other complex medical procedures that are generally accepted but are not available in Ontario and where 
the insured person departs from Ontario for the express purpose of having the service rendered. Where 
an Ontario physician has made the referral and prior approval from the plan has been obtained, payment 
is to be made at the usual and customary fee that prevails in the area. 
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PREAMBLE 


B. Terms and Definitions: 


1. Consultations: 

(a) Consultation refers to the situation where a physician, in light of his professional knowledge of the 
patient, requests the opinion of another physician competent to give advice in this field, because of the 
complexity, obscurity or seriousness of the case or because another opinion is requested by the patient 
or an authorized person acting on his behalf. The consultant is obliged to perform a general or specific 
assessment, review the laboratory or other data and submit his findings, opinions and recommenda- 
tions in writing to the referring physician. 

(b) If aconsultant is requested by a physician on duty in the emergency department to see a patient in 
consultation, the former may charge a consultation fee for this service. If the consultant is requested to 
perform this same service by a resident or intern, the former may charge a general or specific 
assessment according to his specialty. 

(c) Consultations required by hospital by-law and/or statute are not insured service except where contrary 
indications are noted in this Schedule. 

(d) For laboratory and procedural charges connected with consultations, see listings of Diagnostic and 
Therapeutic Procedures and Laboratory Medicine. 

(e) Aconsultation is not to beclaimed as such when: 

(i) The patient presents himself to a consultant’s office without pnor knowledge of the pnmary 
physician. The sending of a report to the primary physician under these circumstances does not 
justify a consultation. 

(ii) The pnmary physician is not asked for professional advice but is simply asked by the patient for 
the name of a specialist in a particular field and the patient seeks out the specialist himself. 

(f) A repeat consultation requires all of the criteria of a full consultation and implies interval care by the 
primary physician. The situation in which the consultant requests the patient to return for a later 
examination is not a repeat consultation. 

(g) Alimited consultation may involve all the components of a full consultation but is less demanding, and 
in terms of time, normally requires substantially less of the physician’s time than the full consultation. 

(h) A diagnostic radiology consultation applies when radiographs made elsewhere are referred to a 
radiologist for his wntten opinion or when a radiologist is required to make a special visit at Night 
(5:00 p.m. to 7:00 a.m.) or Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays to consult on the advisability of 
performing a diagnostic radiological procedure which eventually is not done. A consultation does not 
apply when the radiographs referred to above are used for comparison purposes with radiographs 
made in the consultant’s facilities. 

(i) A diagnostic pathology consultation applies when tissue, slides, and/or specimens are referred to a 
second pathologist not in the same institution for a wntten opinion. It includes secretarial or other 
assistance but does not apply when the above are used for companison with tissue, slides, materials or 
tests done in the consultant’s facilities. When a diagnostic pathology consultation fee is claimed, L821 
may not also be claimed. 

(j) A pathology consultation or repeat consultation applies when a pathologist is requested to examine a 
patient and provide a wnitten opinion. 

(k) A diagnostic nuclear medicine consultation applies when nuclear medicine studies are referred to a 
nuclear medicine specialist for a written opinion, or when the nuclear medicine physician is required 
to make a special visit at Night (5:00 p.m. to 7:00 a.m.) or Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays to consult 
on the advisability of performing a nuclear medicine procedure which eventually is not done. A 
consultation does not apply when procedures done elsewhere are used for comparison purposes with 
nuclear medicine studies made in the consultant’s facilities. 

(1) A nuclear medicine consultation or repeat consultation applies when a nuclear medicine specialist is 
requested to examine a patient and provide a wnitten opinion, all of which takes a greater amount of 
time and effort than a nuclear medicine study would normally require. It may be done in conjunction 
with a nuclear medicine study but if so, the lesser professional fee (P,) rather than the greater fee (P,) 
should be claimed in addition to the technical fee(T). 

(m) Some nuclear medicine specialists have other specialist qualifications which allow them to claim 
another consultation (e.g. internal medicine). A nuclear medicine consultation or repeat consultation 
may be claimed in lieu of another consultation (e.g. internal medicine) but would not be combined 
with such a consultation by the same consultant. 

(n) A prenatal consultation by a paediatrician applies when a physician considers a foetus of greater than 
20 weeks gestation to be at risk or in jeopardy by reason of continuation of pregnancy in the presence 
of maternal and/or foetal distress, and requests the opinion of a paediatrician competent to give 
advice in this field. The paediatrician shall perform a general or specific assessment, review laboratory 
and other data and submit his findings and recommendations in writing to the referring physician. 
Such a consultation does not preclude the paediatrician from a post-natal consultation on the infant. 

(o) A special surgical consultation may apply when a surgeon provides all the components of a regular 
consultation but is required to spend considerably more time than usual in consultation because of the 
very complex, obscure or serious nature of the problem. The surgeon should claim for special 
consultations on an I.C. basis. ‘ 
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Note: OHIP benefits for consultations normally are limited to one consultation per year, per patient, 
by any one physician. However, if the same patient is referred to the same consultant a second time 
within the year with a clearly defined unrelated diagnosis, one additional consultation may be claimed 
per year. 


General Assessment: shall compnise a full history, an enquiry into, and an examination of all parts or 
systems (and may include a detailed examination of one or more parts or systems), an appropriate record, 
and advice to the patient.* 


OHIP benefits for general assessments normally are limited to one per year per patient by any one 
physician. However, if the same patient presents again within the year to the same physician with a clearly 
defined new diagnosis, one additional general assessment may be claimed per year. In the case of a patient 
who proceeds normally to hospital, the admitting physician may claim one additional general assessment 
per year provided 90 days have elapsed since the last general assessment rendered (anywhere) to that 
patient by the admitting physician. If the patient doesn’t qualify for a general assessment by the admitting 
physician, he may claim a general re-assessment. 


General Re-Assessment: shall comprise the same services as a general assessment except that the history 
need not include all the detail already obtained in the onginal general assessment.* 


OHIP benefits for general re-assessments, except for hospital admission re-assessments, are limited to 
two per year, per patient, by any one physician. 


Specific Assessment: shall comprise a full history of the presenting complaint, enquiry concerning, and 
detailed examination of the affected part, region or system, as needed to make a diagnosis, and/or exclude 
disease and/or assess function, an appropriate record, and advice to the patient.* (This may vary among 
sections.) 

Physicians qualified in two specialties (EENT for example) may only claim for one visit, e.g.: a 
consultation (if referred) or a specific assessment (if non-referred), if both systems are examined during the 
same visit. However, two consultations or two specific assessments, etc. may be claimed if both systems are 
examined, each on a separate visit. 

OHIP benefits for specific assessments normally are limited to one per year, per patient, by any one 
physician. However, if the same patient presents again within the year to the same physician with a clearly 
defined new diagnosis, one additional specific assessment may be claimed per year. 


Specific Re-Assessment: shall compnise a full relevant history and a comprehensive physical examination 
of one or more systems but not requiring an evaluation of the patient as a whole.* This service is the 
admission assessment when the patient has been seen prior to admission in the same illness. It is included in 
the surgical fee except for those procedures marked I.0.P. 


Partial Assessment: shall comprise a history of the presenting complaint, the necessary physical examina- 
tion, an appropnate record and advice to the patient. It also applies to subsequent visits for assessing the 
response to treatment and/or advice provided in a previous service. 


Intermediate Assessment: is a primary care service for physicians providing general practice or paediatric 
services and is a more extensive assessment than a minor assessment. It shall compnise a history of the 
presenting complaint(s), enquiry concerning and examination of the affected part(s), region(s) or system(s) 
or emotional disorder as needed to make a diagnosis, exclude disease and/or assess function, an appropni- 
ate record, and advice to the patient. * 


Multiple Systems Assessment: shall comprise a detailed history and examination of more than one system, 
part or region, an appropriate record and advice to the patient. 


Minor Assessment: is a brief assessment compnising the necessary history, examination of the affected part 
or region, an appropniate record and advice to the patient. 


Mini Assessment: applies when a physician examines and/or treats a patient for a completely unrelated 
problem in addition to the examination/ treatment of a W.C.B. related problem (for which the W.C.B. will 
only pay a minor assessment) during the same office visit. The fee for the mini assessment is $4. /a@A008). 


Re-Assessments (by physician on duty in the Emergency Department): one re-assessment may be charged 
when, at least two hours after the original assessment is completed (including appropriate investigation and 
necessary treatment), a subsequent assessment indicates that further provision of care and/or investigation 
is required and performed. Re-assessments are not to be claimed for discharge assessments nor when the 
patient is admitted by the physician on duty in the Emergency Department, nor when this assessment leads 
directly to referral for consultation. 
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Well Baby Care: the periodic visits of a well baby dunng the first two years of life involving complete 
examination with necessary weight and measurements and instructions to the parent(s) regarding health 
care. 


Annual Health or Annual Physical Examinations (Including Primary and Secondary School Examinations): 
shall comprise all the elements of a general assessment as it pertains to an individual after the second 
birthday who presents and reveals no apparent physical or mental illness. 


OHIP benefits for any one physician are limited to one Annual Health Examination per patient per year 
after the second birthdate. To qualify, an Annual Health Examination normally must be requested by the 
patient rather than a third party. Regulation 452 of Revised Regulations of Ontano, 1980 under the Health 
Insurance Act, examinations for the purpose of “legal requirements or proceedings” are excluded from 
coverage. However, it is recognized that an Annual Health Examination will satisfy some or all of the 
requirements for examinations required by statute but excluded by the above mentioned Regulation. In 
such instances and where a prior claim for an Annual Health Examination has not been submitted to the 
Plan in the previous twelve months for that patient, it would be appropnate to submit a claim to OHIP for 
this service. The OHIP benefit in these cases covers the Annual Health Examination only and not any 
charges peculiar to the legal requirements, such as charges for the completion of forms. 


Long-Term Institutional Care includes the listings for consultations, assessments and other visits to 
patients in chronic care hospitals, convalescent hospitals, nursing homes and other institutions in which 
such patients are covered by extended care legislation. 

Admission Assessments to Long Term Care Institutions: 

Type 1 — applies when the admitting physician has not performed a consultation, general assessment or 
general re-assessment prior to admission and when he carnes out a general assessment (on admission) and 
provides a report for the medical record. 

Type 2 — applies when the admitting physician has performed and claimed for a consultation. general 
assessment or general re-assessment prior to admission, makes an initial visit and records an admission 
note describing the condition of the patient following admission. 

Type 3 — applies when the admitting physician readmits a patient after a 7 day stay in another institution; the 
admitting physician shall carry out a general re-assessment and provide a report for the medical record. 


Subsequent Visits to Long Term Care Institutions: include the supervisory care as well as the active 
treatment of acute intercurrent illness when the physician is already in the long term care institution. The 
supervisory care component includes discussion with the patient and/or family and/or examination of the 
patient and also includes as required, discussion with the nurse, chart review and annotation of the chart. 
When acute intercurrent illness requires a special visit, the appropnate fees under General Listings and 
Premiums apply. For acute illnesses requiring visits after the monthly maximums have been claimed, extra 
visits should be made on an I.C. basis (W121 — $8.90) 


Pre-dental General Assessment: is the history and examination of a patient required pnor to dental surgery 
under anaesthesia in hospital. A diagnosis is not required by OHIP for this service. 


Newborn Care: is the routine care of a well baby up to ten days of age and should include a complete 
physical examination of the baby and necessary instructions to the mother. The service shall involve at least 
two visits and normally may not be claimed for the same patient by more than one physician. 

When a well baby is transferred to another hospital (because of the mother’s state of health, for 
example) claims for newborn care by a physician at each hospital may be appropnate. 


Low Birth Weight Baby Care: is the care of a baby weighing less than 2.5 kilograms at birth. 


Psychotherapy: is any form of treatment for mental illness, behavioural maladaptations, and/or other 
problems that are assumed to be of an emotional nature, in which a physician deliberately establishes a 
professional relationship with a patient for the purposes of removing, modifying, or retarding existing 
symptoms, or attenuating or reversing disturbed patterns of behaviour, and of promoting positive 
personality growth and development. Accordingly, therefore, a psychotherapeutic procedure may be 
claimed if a half hour or major part thereof has been spent by a physician in such treatment of the patient. 
The minimum time period for psychotherapy (to be charged as such) is twenty minutes. In order to claim 
for a major portion of a second or subsequent time interval of psychotherapy for the same patient during 
the same visit, the preceding time interval must be a full 30 minutes of psychotherapy. When psychotherapy 
extends beyond thirty minutes, the major part (16 minutes) of the next half hour must be spent with the 
patient to qualify for an additional half hour fee. Similarly, after one hour of psychotherapy, the major part 
(16 minutes) of the next half hour, must be spent to qualify for an additional half hour, and so on. 


Counselling: as distinct from psychotherapy, counselling is that form of activity in which the physician 
engages in an educational dialogue with the patient(s), on an individual or group basis wherein the goal of 
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the physician and patient(s) is to become aware of the patients’ problems or situation and of modalities for 
prevention and/or treatment. Counselling is not to be claimed for the advice that is a normal part of any 
consultation or assessment, for ongoing treatment or as a substitute for patient assessment fees. Counselling 
must be rendered personally by the attending physician. 


Genetic Counselling: includes interviewing the appropnate family members, the collection and assessment 
of adequate clinical and genetic data to make a diagnosis, construct a pedigree, and assess the risks to 
persons seeking advice. It includes imparting this information and the various alternatives to the appropri- 
ate family members for dealing with the problem in such a way that they can make informed decisions 
about the genetic problem. 


Documentation: when a physician examines or treats a patient, an appropriate record of such service 
should be made. 


Visit for Procedure: when the sole reason for an office visit is the performance of a certain procedure, the 
listed benefit for the procedure will apply. (See Diagnostic and Therapeutic Procedures Preamble for 
exceptions.) When procedures are carried out in the office, emergency or outpatient department on an 
elective basis, special visit fees should not be claimed in addition to the procedural fee. When procedure(s) 
are carried out by a physician’s employee(s) under the direct supervision of the physician, the usual claims 
may be made for procedure(s) which are generally and historically accepted as those which may be carried 
out by the nurse or other medical assistant in the employ of the physician. “Procedures” in this context do 
not include such services as assessments, consultations, pyschotherapy, counselling, etc. Direct supervision 
requires that during the procedure the physician be physically present in the office or clinic at which the 
service is rendered.** While this does not preclude the physician from being otherwise occupied he should 
be in personal attendance on enough occasions to ensure that procedures are being performed competently 
and he must at all times be available immediately to approve, modify or otherwise intervene in a procedure 
as required in the best interests of the patient. 

For physiotherapy procedures performed under direct physician’s supervision as detailed above, see 
Code G467 on Page 52. 


Health Examination: this may vary in extent according to the purpose for which required (e.g. pre-employ- 
ment, insurance, free from infection, etc.). This is not a benefit of OHIP and the fee should be according to 
the type of assessment necessary for this purpose and billed to the patient or party requesting the service. 


Age: (unless otherwise specified) 
Newborn—up to 10 days of age. 
Infant—up to 2 years. 

Child—up to and including 15 years. 
Adolescent—up to and including 17 years. 
Adult— 18 years or over. 


Most Responsible Physician: is the attending physician who is pnmanily responsible for the day to day care 
of the patient in hospital. In cases of unusual severity where the consultant assumes the role of the most 
responsible physician, the consultant may claim on a per visit basis and the family physician may claim 
supportive care. Where the family physician remains the most responsible physician and requests only a 
consultation, the family physician may claim on a per visit basis and the consultant may claim a 
consultation only. 


Transferral and Referral: 

(a) Areferral takes place when one physician requests for his patient the services of another. The services 
of the latter may consist of: 

(i) an opinion (i.e. aconsultation). 
(11) diagnostic tests or procedures (e.g. skin test, biopsy, etc.). 
Note: In such cases the referring physician continues to treat the case himself. 
(ii) treatment (surgical or medical). 
The referring physician’s OHIP registration number must be included on the claim submission. 

(b) A transferral, as distinguished from a referral, takes place where the responsibility for the care of the 
patient is completely transferred permanently or temporarily, from one physician to another (e.g. 
where the first physician is leaving temporarily on holidays and unable to continue to treat the case). 
Physicians who are substituting for other physicians should consider that patients of the latter have 
been temporarily transferred (not referred) to their care. The physician to whom the patient is 
transferred should be regarded as substituting for the other physician. Where the care of the patient 


*For laboratory and other investigation performed in conjunction with a consultation or visit, see 
Diagnostic and Therapeutic Procedures and Laboratory Medicine. 

**Some procedures may not require the physical presence of a physician for adequate supervision. 
Exceptions to this requirement of direct supervision may be made upon recommendation of the 
Ontario Medical Association and the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. 
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involves a benefit containing several components such as surgery, the physicians may consider the 
surgical benefit a team benefit and decide among themselves how each is to be compensated; 
traditionally physicians in these circumstances have reciprocated by exchanges of coverage for each 
other. When physicians routinely or frequently substitute for each other in providing hospital visits to 
registered bed patients in active treatment hospitals e.g. weekend coverage or daily rounds by various 
members of a group, the most responsible physician may claim for all the visits. 


Concurrent Care: applies when the family physician remains the most responsible physician but because of 
the seriousness or complexity of the condition, requests continued directive care by a consultant. The 
family physician may claim on a per visit basis and the consultant may also claim on a per visit basis not to 
exceed four such claims during the first week of concurrent care and not to exceed two such claims each 
week thereafter while the patient’s condition remains serious—this arrangement being agreeable to both 
physicians. 


Multidisciplinary Care: applies when the complexity of the medical condition requires the services of 
several physicians in different disciplines. In such cases, each physician should render a separate account 
on a per visit basis. This does not refer to a situation where a single benefit for a team of physicians is listed 
in the schedule. 


Supportive Care: is the care rendered in hospital by the referring physician, who is not actively treating the 
case (e.g. writing orders), to a patient under the care of another physician, at the desire of the patient or 
family, for purposes of liaison or reassurance. The physician should be remunerated for this care on a per 
visit basis not to exceed four such claims during the first week of supportive care (determined by the date of 
the first supportive care visit) and not to exceed two such claims each week thereafter. If medical 
complications develop or are present in the post-operative period which require active management by the 
referring physician, hospital medical care fees should be applied not supportive post-operative fees. 


Terminal Care (In Hospital): applies to one designated physician responsible for the care of a terminally ill 
patient. Terminal care will be deemed to start when there is no aggressive treatment of the underlying 
disease process and care is directed to maintaining the comfort of the patient until death occurs. Terminal 
care should be claimed for retroactively after death on the basis of visits actually rendered for a period not 
to exceed four weeks prior to death. Terminal care visit fees as described above do not apply when 
unexpected death occurs after prolonged hospitalization for another diagnosis unrelated to the cause of 
death. 


Independent Consideration—“I.C.”: Independent consideration may be given in exceptional circumstances 
and where a set fee is not listed in the Fee Schedule. Claims rendered under this heading should contain an 
explanation of the fee claimed. It is helpful if claims for I.C. include an operative or consultation report and 
a comparison of the scope and difficulty of the procedure with other procedures in the Schedule. 


Specialist: A specialist shall be defined (for purposes of application in the case of any given service within 
this Schedule) as one who holds a certificate from The Royal College of Physicians and Surgeons of Canada 
in the specialty which normally is considered to encompass the service in question. 

A specialist rendering services outside of his specialty should use the codes and tariffs listed in the 
General Practice section of the Schedule. 


Differential Benefits: 

(a) Where only one procedural fee is listed, it shall apply to any physician rendering the service, regardless 
of specialty. 

(b) Specialists providing primary care in general practice may claim the appropmate visit fees (as defined 
in the Preamble) listed under the heading Family Practice and Practice in General. Certain other non 
specialist services such as counselling and interviews are under the same heading for the use of any 
physician providing such services. 

(c) Specialists in pediatrics who practice allergy may claim specialist fees for their allergy services 
regardless of the age of their patients. 


Referring Physician’s Services: 
(a) For the services rendered prior to the operation, the referring physician should claim on a fee-for-ser- 
vice basis, for example: 
(1) Visits as rendered. 
(i1) In addition to (i) above, in acute cases if detained, he may claim detention fees if appropriate. See 
para. 44) p. xv. 
(b) (1) Forservices rendered as an assistant during the operation, the referring physician should claim an 
assistant’s fee.

(ii) In cases in which the referring physician is required to be present in the interest of the patient but 
does not actually assist at the surgical procedure, he should claim on a hospital visit basis for this 
service. 

For the services rendered after the operation, the referring physician may claim on the basis of 

supportive care fees as outlined in the schedule. 


Assistants’ Services:

The assistants’ fees are determined by adding the listed basic units and time units and multiplying the 
total number of units by $°7.72For all cases commencing after 5:00 p.m. and before midnight or on 
Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays, increase the total assistant’s fee by 30%. (E400B). For all cases 
commencing after midnight and before 7:00 a.m. any night of the week, increase the total assistant’s 
fee by 50% (E401B). 

When a physician is required to make a special visit to the hospital to assist at surgery, he may chargea 
special visit premium of $15 446(C998B) for a case commencing after 5:00 p.m. and before midnight or 
on Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays, or $ 39,90 (C999B) for a case commencing after midnight and 
before 7:00 a.m. any night of the week. These premiums are in addition to the E400 and E401 
premiums but apply only to the first patient treated on each special visit. 

The time units are computed by allowing one unit ($9.92}for each 15 minutes or part thereof of time 
(up to two hours) spent by the assistant. When assisting for more than two hours per case, time units 
for periods in excess of two hours are computed by allowing two units for each 15 minutes or part 
thereof. Time for purposes of these calculations includes scrub time and time spent in the operating 
room. If billings are being made in coded form (see explanatory comments at front of Fee Schedule), 
the suffix B should be added to the fee code for the procedure. The basic units should be listed 
separately from the time units on the claim card. 

When multiple or bilateral surgical procedures are done during the same anesthetic, the assistant’s 
benefit shall be based on the basic units for the major procedure plus time. When bilateral procedures 
or surgical revisions are carried out at separate times with separate anesthetics, the assistant shall be 
entitled to receive a full assistant’s benefit for each procedure. 

In surgical procedures requiring more than one assistant, the second assistant shall compute his fee on 
the same basis as the first assistant. Each claim for second assistant should be accompanied by a 
statement from the operating surgeon confirming the necessity for his/her services. 

When a surgeon requires an assistant at a procedure for which no assistant’s fee is listed, the assistant 
may calculate his fee by taking the number of basic units used by the anesthetist, adding his time units 
and multiplying the total number of units by $7.72 

When assistants at surgery bill for procedures for wmich no assistants’ fees have actually been listed in 
the schedule, the assistants should support their claims with a statement of explanation from the 
surgeon, confirming the medical necessity for their attendance. 

Note: Code M400B to be used by OHIP for services performed by an assistant where no assistant units 
are listed. All such services must be assessed for appropriateness by the OHIP Medical Consultant. 
Where the attendance of a physician 1s requested by the patient’s other medical attendants for the sole 
purpose of monitoring or special supportive care, and when the physician is in constant attendance, 
the fee shall be 3 units plus time (E003B). 

When an anaesthetic has begun and the operation is cancelled pnior to commencement of surgery, the 
assistant who has scrubbed but is not required to do more, should claim 3 basic units plus time units. 
(EO06B). If the operation is cancelled after surgery has commenced, the procedural basic units plus 
time units will apply. If the procedure is cancelled prior to the induction of anesthesia and the 
assistant is scrubbed, a subsequent hospital visit only may be claimed. 


Angzesthetists’ Services:

The tariff is for all types of anesthesia. The fee is for professional services, including pre-anzsthetic 
evaluation and post-anesthetic follow-up and all immediate supportive measures, and does not 
include the cost of materials used. 

If an anesthetist is requested by another physician to see a patient in consultation (see para. 1(a)) 
because of the complexity, obscurity or seriousness of the case prior to the administration of an 
anzesthetic, he may claim a consultation fee as well as the anesthetic fee. If this consultation is provided 
less than 36 hours prior to the administration of an anesthetic, this consultation should be claimed at 
$52.(Ounder fee code E015. The routine pre-anzsthetic evaluation of the patient required by the Public 
Hospitals Act does not qualify as a consultation, regardless of where and when this evaluation is 
performed. Anzsthetic consultations do not apply when hospital, departmental by-laws, statutes or 
policies require automatic consultations on any patient requiring anesthesia. 

If an anesthetist examines a patient prior to surgery and the surgery is cancelled prior to the induction 
of anesthesia, he or she may claim a subsequent hospital visit fee for this service. When an anesthetic 


*For laboratory and other investigation performed in conjunction with a consultation or visit, see 
Diagnostic and Therapeutic Procedures and Laboratory Medicine. 
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has begun and the operation is cancelled due to a complication prior to the commencement of surgery, 
the anesthetist should claim 4 basic units plus time (E006C). If the operation is cancelled after surgery 
has commenced, the procedural basic fee plus time units will apply. 

(d) The anesthetist’s fees are determined by adding the basic and time units together and multiplying the 
sum by $8.88 for certified anesthetists and $844 for non-certified anesthetists. For cases commenc- 
ing after 5:00 p.m. and before midnight or on Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays, increase the total 
anesthetic fee by 30% (E400C). For cases commencing after midnight and before 7:00 a.m., any night 
of the week, increase the total anesthetic fee by 50% (E401C). 

(e) When an anesthetist is required to make a special visit to the hospital to administer an anesthetic, he 
may claim a special visit premium of $45.45 (C998C) for a case commencing after 5:00 p.m. and before 
midnight or on Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays or $30.90 (C999C) for a case commencing after 
midnight and before 7:00 a.m. any night of the week. These premiums are in addition to the E400 and 
E401 premiums but only apply to the first patient treated on each special visit. 

(f) Basic units are listed for most procedures and include the value of all anesthetic services except the 
actual time spent administering the anesthesia, any modifying factors, or unusual detention with the 
patient (see paragraph n). 

(g) Except during maintenance of continuous conduction anesthesia time units are computed by 
allowing one unit for each 15 minutes or part thereof of anesthesia time (up to two hours); following 
the first two hours of anesthesia, time units for periods in excess of two hours shall be computed on the 
basis of two units for each 15 minutes or part thereof. Anesthesia time begins when the anesthetist is 
first in attendance with the patient for the purposes of creating the anesthetic state and ends when he 
is no longer in personal attendance (when the patient may be safely placed under customary 
post-operative supervision). 

(h) Ifclaims are being made in coded form (see explanatory comments at front of Fee Schedule), the suffix 
C should be added to the fee code for the procedure. 

(i) Inspecial cases when the anzsthetic services of more than one anesthetist are deemed necessary in the 
interest of the patient, the second anesthetist shall charge 4 basic units (E001) plus time units for the 
time spent assisting the first anesthetist. 

(j) When multiple or bilateral surgical procedures are done during the same anesthetic, the anesthetic 
benefit shall be based upon the basic units for the major procedure plus time. When bilateral 
procedures or surgical revisions are carried out at separate times with separate anesthetics, the 
anesthetist shall be entitled to receive a full anesthetic fee for each procedure. 

(k) In procedures where no value is listed, or with I.C., the basic portion of the calculated value will be the 
same as listed for acomparable procedure considering region and modifying conditions or techniques. 

(1) When a pump with or without an oxygenator and with or without hypothermia is employed in 
conjunction with an anesthetic, the anesthetic “Basic Units” will be 28 units; this replaces the listed 
basic units for the procedure. To compensate for variations in anesthetic practice, special respiratory 
intensive care or detention for the purpose of intensive treatment of other types should be claimed for 
separately under the appropriate headings. 

(m) Controlled hypotension may be billed for (10 units) when it is carried out in association with 
anesthesia using any technique to deliberately lower and maintain the mean blood pressure by at least 
25%. Incidental hypotension from the use of any anesthetic agent does not constitute controlled. 
hypotension. The additional 10 units may be claimed under E004C. 

(n) When unusual detention with the patient before or after anesthesia is essential for the safety and 
welfare of such patient, the necessary time will be valued on the same basis as indicated for the 
anzsthetic time. 

(0) For detention not associated with anesthesia detention rates and cnteria (see paragraph 42 on page 
xii). 

(p) When the attendance of the anesthetist is requested by the patient’s other medical attendants for the 
purpose of monitoring or special supportive care, and when the anesthetist is in constant attendance, 
the benefit shall be 3 units plus time. The code is E003C. 

(q) Introduction of a catheter for continuous conduction analgesia and anesthesia in obstetrics has a basic 
value of 6 units. Maintenance and/or supervision may be claimed at one unit for each half hour of 
maintenance to a maximum of 5 units. No fee is chargeable for the first hour following introduction of 
the catheter and first dose. Time units for delivery may be claimed at one unit per quarter hour. 

(r) When a physician administers an anesthetic and/or other medication prior to or during a proce- 
dure(s) and also performs a procedure(s) on the same patient, he should claim for the procedure(s) 
only. However, when a physician administers a pudendal, femoral, intercostal, sciatic, ilioinguinal, 
iuiohypogastric, ulnar, median or radial block in addition to performing a procedure, he may claim 
$ 11.60(G224) in addition to the procedure. 

(s) When hypothermia is used by the anesthetist in procedures not specifically identified as requiring 
hypothermia, the basic value is 25 units. This basic value replaces the basic value listed in the Schedule 
for the procedure. When the basic value claimed is 25 units, the anesthetic service may be claimed 
under code E002C. 
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(t) When a patient is known to have malignant hyperthermia or there is a strong suspicion of susceptibility, 
and the anzesthetic requires full malignant hyperthermia set up and management, add 2 units to the 
anzsthetic claim (E012). 

(u) Angsthetic management for the emergency relief of acute upper airway (above the carina) obstruction 
(excluding choanal atresia) — basic 10 units (E013). 

(v) When one anesthetist starts a procedure and is replaced by another part way through a surgical 
procedure or delivery, the first anesthetist should charge the appropriate basic fee plus time units and 
the second anesthetist should charge for time units only. The second anesthetist should use code 
EOOSC for such time units except in the case of continuous conduction anesthesia; for which P015 
(plus E100C) applies (see para. 37(q)). E002C, E003C, E004C, E005C qualify for the premiums E400C 
or E401C only if the case originally started within the time stated under para. 37(d) above. 

Each anesthetist should state on his/her claim card which part of the anesthetic is being claimed 
and the time begun and completed. 

(w) General anesthesia for the purposes of this Fee Schedule includes all forms of anesthesia except local 
infiltration. 

(x) Maintenance/Supervision of epidural catheter for relief of pain (G247) see p. 49. For visits rendered 
after 5 p.m. andbeforemidnight or on Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays add 30% (E402). For visits 
after midnight but before 7 a.m. add 50% (E403). 

General Listings: include the basic listings for consultations, assessments and other visits wherever they are 

rendered, except for non-emergency services to hospital or long-term care institution in-patients and for 

care rendered by a physician on duty in the emergency department. These latter services are listed 
separately in the Schedule. 

Non-Emergency Hospital in-Patient Services: include the fee listings for consultations and other visits 

rendered to registered bed patients on a non-emergency basis. 

(a) When a patient has not been seen previously by the physician in charge, the first visit after admission 
may be claimed as a consultation or general or specific assessment. When the patient has been 
previously attended before admission, the first visit after admission may be claimed as a general 
re-assessment or specific re-assessment (depending on the specialty) if the patient has been seen before 
in the same illness. However when a patient is admitted to hospital by one physician and is subse- 
quently transferred to another physician, only one general or specific assessment or re-assessment 
may be claimed per patient admission. 

(b) Subsequent routine visits should be claimed as subsequent visits (minor assessments). Payments for 
hospital visits are usually limited to one per patient per day prior to the weekly and monthly 
limitations that apply after the patient has been hospitalized for 5 weeks, (6 weeks for pediatricians). 
However, it is not the intent of the Fee Schedule that visit fees be claimed for every day a patient is in 
hospital unless a physician actually visits the patient each day. For acute illnesses or exacerbation of 
original illness requiring hospital visits after 5 weeks of hospitalization, claims for extra visits should 
be made on an independent consideraticn basis. 

(c) When a patient in hospital is referred by one physician to another, the second physician should not be 
limited by the “Subsequent Hospital Visit” formula for the number of hospital visits already rendered 
by the first physician. In other words, the second physician is entitled to claim for his visits up to 5 
weeks just as if the patient was being attended to in hospital for the first time. If the patient is 
transferred to the care of another physician, the “Subsequent Hospital Visit” formula would apply just 
as it would if only one physician was involved in the care. 

(d) When a physician is already in the hospital and is asked to assess one of his own in-patients on anon 
emergency or emergency basis, the subsequent hospital visit listings apply. However if he is asked to 
assess another physician’s patient on an emergency basis, the General Listings apply. 

Emergency Department — Physician on Duty Services: include the fee listings for minor and multiple 

systems assessments and re-assessments and the specific premiums applicable to the services rendered by 

the physician on duty. Any physician on duty in the emergency department should claim these fees 
regardless of his specialty. 

The listings under the heading “Emergency Department — Physician on Duty” are meant to apply to 
those circumstances wherein either emergency or other physicians have elected or are required to be 
physically and continuously present in the Emergency Department or environs for an arranged designated 


Penodsofsume. When an emergency physician 1s required to make a 


special visit to the Emergency Department prior to or after his regular arranged designated period of time 
on duty, he may charge the appropriate fee under the General Listings plus the applicable special visit 
premium for the first patient assessed; all subsequent patients assessed during this visit to the hospital 
should be billed under the Emergency Department — Physician on Duty listings. 

When a physician is on duty in the Emergency Department, sees a patient and admits the patient to 
hospital, this physician may claim a minor or multiple systems assessment depending on the service 
initially provided. Either the patient’s attending physician or the emergency department physician (but not 
both) may render and claim the hospital admission assessment. If the emergency department physician 
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(instead of the attending physician) provides the admission general assessment, he may claim a general 
re-assessment (C004) as well as the initial assessment provided both services are actually rendered 
separately. 


SPECIAL VISIT TO EMERGENCY OR O.P.D. 
Consultation 


1. Consultation, patient not admitted: 
The benefit for the consultation (or repeat consultation) plus the appropriate special 
visit surcharge (K99-) may be claimed. 

2. Consultation, patient admitted: 

(a) The benefit for the consultation (or repeat consultation) plus the appropriate 
special visit surcharge (K99-) followed by hospital visits (if rendered) may be 
claimed. However, if the consultant also is the ‘“‘most responsible physician’, he 
may not also claim a hospital in-patient consultation, repeat consultation, general 
or specific assessment, general or specific reassessment since the initial consultation 
rendered in the emergency department serves as the admission assessment. 


(b) If the consultant is not also the most responsible physician, the latter may claim 
the appropriate admission assessment. 


1. Assessment, patient not admitted — 
The benefit for the assessment (or re-assessment) plus the appropriate special visit 
surcharge (K99-) may be claimed. 


2. General/specific assessment plus patient admission — 
The benefit for the general or specific assessment plus the appropriate special visit 
surcharge (K99-) followed by hospital visits may be claimed. However, the admitting 
physician may not also claim a hospital in-patient general/specific assessment or 
reassessment since the initial general/specific assessment rendered in the emergency 
department serves as the admission. 


3. Minor/intermediate assessment plus patient admission — 
The benefit for the minor or intermediate assessment plus the appropriate special visit 
surcharge (K99-) may be claimed. In addition, the admitting physician may claim for 
a hospital in-patient general or specific reassessment if rendered. 


Procedure: 
Except for procedures for which the listed benefits specifically include the associated consulta- 
tion or other assessment, claims may be made for both the procedure and the assessment. 


Note: 
If a physician has an office in the hospital and is called to assess a patient in the Emergency 
Department or O.P.D., the special visit premiums do not apply.

Premiums: 
42. Special Visit Fees Applicable in Addition to Fees For Services Listed Under Consultations and Visits, 

Critical Care and Injections or Infusions (pages 1-14, 44, 47). 

(a) A special visit is one initiated by a patient or his representative which requires a physician to travel 
from one location to another to see a patient(s). The appropriate special visit applies when a physician 
makes a special visit to his office (outside normal office hours) even if his office is in his home, when he 
makes a special visit to the Emergency Department, O.P.D., hospital, long-term care institution, the 
patient’s home or other location (hotel, roadside, ski slope etc.). 

(b) A special visit may also involve an emergency call with sacrifice of office hours. The benefits for this 
type of special visit apply in a situation where the demands of the patient and/or the physician’s 
interpretation of the patient’s condition 1s such that the physician responds immediately and makes a 
special visit at the sacrifice of regular office hours. 
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A special visit at night or on a Saturday, Sunday or holiday may be claimed when non-elective or 
emergent calls are made by the physician between 5:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. or are received and made on 
Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays. Holidays are defined for the purpose of this Schedule as New 
Year’s Day, Good Friday, Easter Monday, Victoria Day, Canada Day, Civic Holiday, Labour Day, 
Thanksgiving, Remembrance Day, Christmas Day and Boxing Day. If any of these holidays fall on a 
Saturday or Sunday, the Friday before or Monday following will be recognized as the holiday. 

Only one special visit (daytime; emergency call with sacrifice of office hours; or nights, Saturdays, 
Sundays and Holidays) may be claimed for the same patient, same visit. Special visits only apply to 
non-elective or emergent calls and do not apply to non referred or transferred obstetrics. Special visits 
do not apply to visits on regular rounds nor do they apply to admission assessments of patients who 
have been admitted to hospital on an elective basis, regardless of the time performed. 

An elective home visit is a visit to a patient’s home deemed medically necessary by the physician, 
initiated by the physician or the patient and carried out at any time convenient to the physician. 
Physicians providing such services should charge in addition to the appropriate fee under the heading 
General Listings, the premiums under paragraph 42(i) only, even if the elective visits are rendered at 
Night, on Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays. 

If an institution has arranged to have quarters in the same orina proximal building in order that a 
physician will be available to make visits to the institution, particularly at night, these are not 
considered to be “‘special visits” to the institution. 

If a physician is called to pronounce a patient dead, a minor assessment may be claimed along 

with the appropriate surcharge for the special visit. 
When additional patients are assessed during special visits, the ‘‘additional patient” premiums are not 
normally applicable unless the additional patient himself qualifies for a special visit. However, extra 
patients seen during a home visit while the physician is there rendering a special visit to another 
patient also qualify for the “‘additional patient” premiums if an assessment is rendered. Patients who 
drop in to the office while the physician is there for reasons other than rendering a special visit do not 
qualify for any of the special visit premiums. Extra in-patients seen during a special visit to a hospital 
or other institution do not qualify for the “additional patient” premiums unless the physician has been 
asked specifically to see these extra patients as well. Patients seen during “office hours” held at night or 
on Saturdays, Sundays or holidays do no qualify for any of the special visit premiums. 


The maximum number of special visit premiums per special visit (to any location.) is ten. 


When noconsultation or visits may be claimed e.g. for post-op hospital visits by operating surgeon, the 
minimum premiums for special visits apply for additional patients seen during a special visit. 
Minimum premiums also apply to additional patients seen requiring Cntical Care (excluding Respira- 
tory Care and Neonatal Intensive Care), Injections or Infusions. 

K992, C992, K993, C993 are also applicable to assistant and/or anesthetist at non-elective surgery. 
Daytime Special Visits (Monday to Friday) to Emergency Department or O.P.D.: for other locations 
see below.

Non Elective Surgical Procedures, Obstetrics or Clinical Procedures Associated With Diagnostic Radiologi- 
cal Examination or Detention While in Attendance With Patient(s) in Ambulance: — when such procedures 
including fractures or dislocations or major invasive procedures contained in the list of Diagnostic and 
Therapeutic Procedures or elective procedures which because of intervening emergency procedure(s) 
commence after 5:00 p.m. and before midnight or on Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays, increase the 
procedural fee(s) by 20% (E409). When the foregoing procedures commence after midnight and before 7:00 
a.m. any night during the week, increase the procedural fee(s) by 50% (E410). 

These premiums are not chargeable in addition to the obstetrical fee(s) if labour is induced by medical 
and/or surgical means by the same physician unless the reason for the induction is fetal distress, diabetes, 
severe pre-eclampsia — hypertension or abruption.

These premiums are not chargeable (during or after a “shift’”) by emergency or other physicians who have 
elected or are required to be physically and continuously present in the Emergency Department or environs 
for an arranged designated period of time. 


E409 or E410 may not be claimed for procedures which mainly involve the interpretation of test results and 
are not applicable to assessments or consultations. Neither are they applicable to procedures listed in the 
Diagnostic Radiology, Nuclear Medicine or Diagnostic Ultrasound sections of the Schedule. 


Non Elective Diagnostic Radiology, Laboratory Medicine, Nuclear Medicine or Diagnostic Ultrasound 
Examinations: — when a physician providing the foregoing services makes a special visit to see a patient in 
consultation, perform a procedure or conclude that a procedure is not medically indicated, between 5:00 
p.m. to midnight or on Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays, a $2$S¢@ premium (C109) should be claimed in 
addition to the appropnate consultation fee or procedural fee or by itself if the decision is made not to 
perform the procedure. For such services rendered between midnight and 7:00 a.m., the premium is $38.26 
(C110). 

Anssthetists’ Services: — for all cases commencing after 5:00 p.m. and before midnight or on Saturdays, 
Sundays and Holidays, increase the total anesthetic fee by 30%. (E400C) For all cases commencing after 
midnight and before 7:00 a.m., any night during the week, increase the total anesthetic fee by 50% (E401C). 
For cases requiring a special visit to the hospital, an additional premium of $/5$.4S(C998C) during the 30% 
premium period and $3090(C999C) during the 50% premium period may be charged to the first patient 
treated on each special visit. 

Assistants’ Services: — for all cases commencing after 5:00 p.m. and before midnight or on Saturdays, 
Sundays and Holidays, increase the total assistant’s fee by 30% (E400B).

A Locum Tenens 

(a) Mustreplace the employing physician, who must be absent from the practice. 

(b) Must replace the employing physician for a continuous period up to a maximum of 12 weeks, with an 
extension on request for a further 6 weeks. 

(c) Must be the same specialty as the employing physician. 

(d) Must be licensed by the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario in a category of licence that 
allows him or her to practice independently without supervision. 

Prior notification must be given OHIP of the name and OHIP physician number and/or licence 
number of the locum tenens and the exact dates of employment, together with an authorization from the 
locum tenens to make payment for his or her services to the employer. 

If these conditions are met, the locum tenens may sign the employing physician’s claim cards. 

If any of the above conditions are not met, the physician involved must submit claims to OHIP on his 
or her own claim cards. 
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1. Surgery to alleviate significant physical symptoms that are refractory to medical treatment that has been 
actively undertaken for at least a six month period, or to restore or improve function to any area altered by 
disease, trauma or congenital deformity normally is a benefit under the Ontario Health Insurance Plan. 
Surgery solely to alter or restore appearance is not a benefit of OHIP except under the circumstances as 
listed in the following policy. 

2. Emotional, psychological or psychiatric grounds are not considered sufficient reason for OHIP coverage of 
surgery for alteration of appearance except under exceptional circumstances. 

3. On request of the attending physician, exceptions may be made on an independent consideration basis if 
the proposed surgery is to alter a significant defect in appearance caused by disease, trauma or congenital 
deformity, and if the surgery is 

— recommended by a Mental Health Facility (as designated by The Mental Hospitals Act) or 
equivalent, or 

— performed on a patient who 1s less than 18 years of age and the defect is in the area of the body 
which normally and usually would not be clothed, or 

— recommended by a Correctional Institution (tattoo removal only), or 

— essential in order to obtain employment as documented by the attending physician and either by 
a Canada Manpower Employment Centre or by an employer with regard to a specific job, (tattoo 
removal only). 

4. Inestablishing this policy, it has been recognized that 

— peer acceptance in our society often 1s influenced disproportionately by the facies, 
— children are especially susceptible to emotional trauma caused by physical appearances. 

5. Surgery to revise or remove features of physical appearance which are familial in nature is not a benefit of 
OHIP. 

6. Within the context of this policy, the word “disease” does not include the normal sequelae of aging. Surgery 
to alter changes in appearances caused by aging is not a benefit of OHIP. 

7. Within the context of this policy, the word “trauma” includes trauma due to treatment such as surgery, 
radiation, etc. 

8. The phrase “reasonable period of convalescence” should be considered as two years. Independent 
consideration will be given to the questionable cases. 

9. Authorization from OHIP is not required for all surgery to alter appearance. It is required only for those 
categories of procedures for which some cases may not bea benefit under OHIP policy. 

10. Suitable documentation may be requested by OHIP in some cases before authorization can be considered. 

11. The treatment of acute medical or surgical complications resulting from surgery for alteration of appear- 
ance and/or function is a benefit of the Plan whether or not the original surgery was covered by OHIP. No 
authorization is required. 

12. Revision of surgery for alteration of appearance, because of undesirable results, is a benefit of the Plan if 
the onginal surgery was a benefit and if the revision either is part of a pre-planned staged process or occurs 
within a reasonable period of convalescence. OHIP authorization is required only if the original surgical 
procedure, if it had been carned out at the time of the proposed revision, would have required such 


authorization. 
Surface Pathology 
1. Trauma Scars 


(a) Neck or Face 
— Includes ears and non-hair bearing areas of the scalp. 
— Repair of all such scars is a benefit of OHIP, except for scars resulting from previous surgery to 
alter appearance that was not onginally a benefit of OHIP. 
— Repair procedures will depend upon the lesion but may include excision, revision, dermabrasion, 
etc. Rhytidectomy procedures for cosmetic reasons, however, are not a benefit of OHIP. 
— OHIP authonzation for repair of such scars is not required but manual assessment of the claims 
’ will be necessary to ensure that the most appropriate procedure codes are used. 
(b) Scarsin other Anatomical Areas 
— Repair of scars which interfere with function or which are significantly symptomatic (pain, 
ulceration, etc.) is a benefit of OHIP. 
— Scars with no significant symptoms or functional interference 
(i) Repair is a benefit if such a repair is part of a pre-planned post-traumatic (including 
post-surgical) staged process. OHIP notification must be included as part of the planning 
process. 
(u) Other post-traumatic scar revision is not a benefit of OHIP. 
—  OHIP authorzation is required for all scar repair procedures in areas other than the face or neck. 
Scar revision codes should be used (RO26-R029). 
2. Keloids 
(a) Head or Neck 
— The repair of all such keloids is a benefit of OHIP. 
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— Repair procedures may include excision, injection, dermabrasion or planing. 
— NoOHIP authorization is required. 
(b) Excision of keloids in other areas 
— Nota benefit of OHIP unless significantly symptomatic (pain, ulceration, etc.) or there is 
functional impairment. 
—  OHIP authonzation is required. 
3. Tattoos 
(a) Faceor Neck 
— Excision or destruction of all such tattoos is a benefit of OHIP. 
— Authorization is not required for adjudication of repair procedures will be identical to that for 
scars in these areas. 
(b) Other Anatomical Areas 
— Excision or destruction of concentration camp or P.O.W. tattoos is a benefit of OHIP. Otherwise, 
not a benefit of OHIP except as described in Para D-3 (Page x x). 
4. Benign lesions such as naevi, keratoses, spider naevi, papillomata, neurofibromata 
(a) Faceor Neck 
— Excision or destruction of these lesions is a benefit of OHIP. 
— Authorization is not required. 
(b) Other anatomical Areas 
— Normally not a benefit of OHIP if removed for alteration of appearance only, rather than for 
medical necessity or because of clinical suspicion or evidence of malignancy. 
— Removal of very large lesions in patients less than 18 years of age is a benefit of OHIP. 
— Authorization is not required but a statement of the reason for removal must accompany the claim. 
5. Hair Loss 
(a) Head or Neck 
(1) Patients less than 18 years of age 

—  Repairisa benefit for non-henditary etiologies. 

— Authorization is not required. However, if it is possible that a planned staged procedure will 
extend beyond the age limit, pre-authorization should be obtained, since it will be necessary 
after the 1 8th birthday. 

(ui) Post-traumatic 

— Repair to the area of traumatic hair loss is a benefit of OHIP only if carried out within a 
reasonable period of convalescence. (See Para 7, page x x). 

— OHIP authorization is required. 

— Usual repair procedures may include skin shifts of flaps, skin grafts, or hair plugs. 

(iii) Other Etiology 
— Notabenefit of OHIP. 
(b) Other Anatomical Areas 
— Notabenefit of OHIP. 
6. Epilation of Hair 
(a) Face 
— This procedure is a benefit of OHIP only for those patients with documented endocrine abnor- 
mality or drug-induced hirsutism. 
(b) OHIP authorization is required. 
(c) Other Anatomical Areas — Nota benefit of OHIP. 
7. Redundant Skin 
(a) Excision of redundant skin for elimination of wrinkles, etc. is not a benefit of OHIP. 
(b) Blepharoplasty is not a benefit of OHIP unless there is documented evidence of medical necessity 
from the appropriate physician such as visual field defect caused by the redundant eyelid skin. 
OHIP authorization 1s required. (Include documentation of visual fields). 


Sub-Surface Pathology 
1. Congenital deformities 
(a) Head or Neck 
—  Repairisa benefit of OHIP except for: 
— surgery to revise or remove features which are familial in nature or do not interfere with function 
— surgery tocorrect “outstanding ears” in patients who are eighteen years of age or over. 
—  OHIP authonzation is required. 
(b) Other Anatomical Areas 
— Normally nota benefit of OHIP if surgery is for alteration of appearance only. 
2. Post-Traumatic Deformities 
— Reconstructive procedures are a benefit at the acute stage; within two years, or if part of a 
pre-planned staged process of repair. 
— Repair of procedures may include bone revision, tissue shifts and grafts, prosthesis implantation, 
etc: 
— OHIP authonzation is required for repairs beyond the acute stage. 
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3. Deformities resulting from local disease (such as loss or distortion of bone, muscle, connective tissue, adipose 
tissue, etc.) 

(a) Head or Neck 

Reconstructive procedure for significant abnormalities are a benefit at the acute stage; during a 
chronic disease process; within a reasonable period of convalescence (see Para 7, Page x x) orif 
part of a planned staged process of repair initiated during one of these periods. 

— Repair procedures normally could include tissue grafts, flaps or shifts, bone revision, prosthesis 
insertion, etc. 

— Face lifts, modified face lifts, brow lifts, etc., are not a benefit of the Plan if skin only is involved in 
the procedure. However, a repair such as ptosis repair or face lift with underlying slings is a 
benefit of OHIP if the procedure is to correct significant deformity following stroke, cancer, 
VIIIth nerve palsy, etc. 

OHIP authorization is required for repair of deformities resulting from local disease. 

(b) Other Anatomical Areas 

— Notabenefit of OHIP if the correction is for appearance only. 
4. Breast Surgery 

(a) Augmentation Mammoplasty 
— This procedure is a benefit of OHIP unilaterally or bilaterally for a female patient with‘breast 

aplasia. 

— It may be an OHIP benefit unilaterally for a female patient with a severely hypoplastic breast. 
Additional documentation may be required. 

—  Thecorrect code for the repair procedure is R112. 

—  OHIP authorization is required. 

(b) Post-Mastectomy Reconstruction 
— Unilateral or bilateral breast reconstruction is a benefit of OHIP when the procedure is subse- 

quent to total or partial mastectomy (including wedge resection) or prophylactic mastectomy as 
listed in the Schedule of Benefits. 

— Authorization is not required. 

(c) Reduction Mammoplasty 
— Reduction Mammoplasty may be approved where there 1s significant associated symptomatolo- 

gy. Ptosis and/or size are not sufficient grounds for OHIP coverage of reduction mammoplasty. 

— Unilateral Reduction Mammoplasty may be a benefit of the Plan if there is gross disproportion 
present or in association with approved unilateral augmentation mammoplasty, or post mastec- 
tomy reconstruction of the contralateral breast. Additional documentation may be required. 

—  OHIP authonization is required. 

(d) Mastectomy 
— This procedure is a benefit of the Plan. 

— Authorization is not required. 

(e) Accessory Breasts or accessory nipples 
— Excision of such accessory tissue is a benefit of the Plan. 

— The appropriate code should be used from the Schedule listings under Skin and Subcutaneous 
tissue. 

— Authorization is not required. 

5, ates f°}! 
This is a benefit of OHIP when the rhinoplasty component is necessary to obtain an adequate 
airway or following trauma within 2 years or part of a pre-planned staged plastic repair. (See Para 
7, Page x x). 

— In cases where a septoplasty is necessary to improve function and a rhinoplasty is done to 
improve the cosmetic effect, OHIP will pay the part of the operation that was medically necessary 
(e.g. if a septorhinoplasty is performed and a septoplasty was necessary to improve the airway, 
OHIP will pay M012 and the surgeon is entitled to claim the difference from the patient.) 

—  OHIP authorization is required. A description of the external deformity should be provided. 

6. Excision of excess fatty tissue and/or skin is not a benefit of the Plan except for panniculectomy where there 
is significant symptomatology. 

—  OHIPauthonzation is required. 

7. Sex-Reassignment Surgery 

(1) Sex-reassignment surgical procedures are a benefit of OHIP only if they are performed on patients 
who have completed the Gender Identity Clinic program operated by the Clarke Institute of Psychiat- 
ry in Toronto. Moreover, claims are accepted for payment only for those patients for whom the Clinic 
has recommended that surgery take place. This surgery need not take place in Toronto or even in 
Ontario. Surgery recommended by the Clinic which takes place outside the Province of Ontario may 
be approved for payment at rates in accordance with the current OHIP Schedule of Benefits. 

(2) Within the foregoing guidelines, reconstruction of genitalia and mastectomy are benefits of the Plan. 
However, since the hormonal treatments associated with sex-reassignment themselves give nse to 
breast enlargement, augmentation mammoplasty or breast reconstruction in a male to female 
conversion is not a benefit of OHIP, in keeping with the previously outlined policy regarding breast 
surgery in females.

Hospital out-patient technical fees will be paid at 88.7?% of the technical fee listed in this Schedule of 
Benefits. 

Private offices and hospital outpatient departments will bill Column T plus P. 

Radiologists should use Column P as a guideline for negotiating remuneration with hospitals. 

Benefits for clinical procedures related to x-ray examinations are listed in the following section, or under 
Diagnostic and Therapeutic or Surgical Procedures. “Clinical Procedures”, in this context, are those by which 
contrast media are introduced, except oral or rectal administration for study of the alimentary tract, and 
intravenous injections, which are an integral part of the study, performed by the physician collecting the benefit 
for the procedure. 

If less than minimum number of views are performed, reduce listed fees by 25%. 

If the examinations which are requested by the referring physician yield abnormal findings or if they would 
yield information which in the opinion of the radiologist would be insufficient, governed by the needs of the patient 
and the requirements of the referring physician, the radiologist may add further views and charge for them (if 
listed). 


Fee Schedule Interpretations 

1. When a radiologist is asked to x-ray one extremity only, no additional charge should be made for 
comparison x-rays initiated by the radiologist. 

2. Nephrotomography is covered by the listings for intravenous pyelogram and planigram. 

3. A stereo pair is to be counted as two views. 

4. Noextra claim should be charged for rapid sequence I.V.P. 

5. No additional claim is warranted for the use of the image intensifier in diagnostic radiology. 

6. Fluoroscopy claims should not be submitted for any examination performed by the radiologist where 
fluoroscopy is generally regarded as an integral part of the examination, e.g. examinations of the G.I. tract, 
urinary tract, special procedures. 

7. “Colon-air contrast” may be claimed when performed according to generally accepted criteria. The colon 
should be scrupulously prepared. Five to eight full size views of the abdomen should be obtained after 
fluoroscopically controlled introduction of air and barium. 

8. “Oesophagus, stomach and duodenum, double contrast” presupposes the introduction of gas, the use of 
antifoam agent and a suitable barium mixture. 

9. Abdomen and chest studies should not be routinely done and claimed in gastrointestinal examinations. 

10. Three or more views of the chest should not be done routinely and claimed when a chest examination is 
requested. 

11. Chest studies should not be routinely done and claimed in mammography cases. 

12. Nasal bones or accessory nasal sinuses should not be routinely claimed in skull examination requests. 

13. Abdomen and/or pelvis should not be routinely claimed in lumbar spine examination requests. 

14. A survey film of the abdomen is a single view. The ordering of additional films should be left to the 
discretion of the radiologist who should have the power to determine what examination is adequate for a specific 
patient. Obviously, if progress of a long tube is being followed, a survey film is sufficient. If, however, an 
intestinal obstruction is being followed a single film is usually inadequate. 

15. Conventional films of the spine should not be routinely done and claimed for before myelography. The 
necessity of having plain film studies of the spine prior to interpreting the myelographic studies is obvious. It is 
not essential, however, that these be done at the institution where the myelogram was done. If they had been 
done at an outside office, then it is a matter for the radiologist and the referring physician to have the films 
available. If they cannot be made available to the radiologist, it is an acceptable practice for him to do the 
required examination of these areas and to claim for them so that they may be available for interpretation along 
with the myelographic study. 

16. Pharynx and oesophagus (cine or videotape) — X106 should not be claimed routinely with X108 and X109 
but only when specifically indicated. 

17. Lumbar or lumbosacral spine (X028) does not include the entire sacrum. An examination of the sacrum 
may be carried out and claimed for only when specifically indicated. 

18. X006 and X007 are not both to be routinely claimed on the same patient but only when specifically indicated. 

19. A maximum of two computed tomography examinations per patient per day may be claimed. 

20. All benefits listed apply to unilateral examinations unless otherwise specified. 

21. Claims for X-ray services, when referred by an Osteopath, Chiropodist or Chiropractor to a private X-ray 
facility are not benefits of OHIP. 

22. Claims for X-ray services, when referred by an Osteopath or Chiropractor to a hospital outpatient 
department are benefits.

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1. Obstetrical care is divided into its components. A prenatal major assessment when performed may be 
claimed; it shall comprise a full history, an inquiry into, and an examination of all parts or systems (and may 
include a detailed examination of one or more parts or systems), an appropriate record, and advice to the 
patient. All other prenatal visits shall comprise the necessary history and inquiry, examination, appropniate 
record, pregnancy related counselling and advice to the patient. Normal (uncomplicated) prenatal care includes 
a prenatal general assessment visit, then monthly visits to 32 weeks, followed by visits every 2nd week to 36 
weeks, then weekly visits until delivery. However, complicated pregnancies may require additional visits. 
Labour — delivery and postpartum care are listed separately. 

2. If an uncomplicated obstetrical patient is transferred from one physician to another physician for 
obstetrical care, the appropriate assessment benefit may be charged by the second physician, followed by 
prenatal visits. This statement does not apply to physicians substituting for each other or when the second 
physician sees the patient for the first time in labour. If the obstetrical patient is referred to a consultant for 
obstetrical care because of the complexity, obscunty or seriousness of the case, the consultant may claim a 
consultation in addition to the prenatal visits. 

3. Illnesses resulting from or associated with pregnancy or false labour requiring added home or hospital 
visits, shall be claimed on a per visit basis. 

4, When a pregnant patient visits her physician for a condition unrelated to her pregnancy and apart from 
her routine scheduled prenatal visits, the physician may charge the appropriate visit benefit. 

5. The listings under the heading Referred Services may be claimed by the consultant physician in 
addition to the appropriate consultation or visit benefit. They may not be claimed by physicians providing 
obstetrical care to their own patients. 

6. If a consultant is requested by another physician to perform a surgical induction of labour, or 
emergency removal of a Shirodkar suture (except at delivery) assuming someone else has inserted the suture, the 
consultant should claim consultation benefit for this (these) service(s). 

7. Medical induction or stimulation of labour may be claimed once per pregnancy by any one physician 
and only when carried out for a recognized obstetrical complication(s) and does not qualify for detention 
benefits. 

8. The listings for “Attendance at labour and attendance at delivery” and for “Attendance at delivery” 
may not be claimed by any physician when a patient is transferred to a second physician for normal obstetrical 
care. 

9. Ordinary immediate care of the newborm is included in the labour-delivery fee and when the service is 
rendered by the anesthetist, it is included in the anesthetic benefit. Active resuscitation of the newborn 
provided by any physician may be claimed under codes G521, G522 (Life Threatening Emergency Situation). 

10. When a physician provides newborn care and also performs a circwncision on the same newborn or 
infant, both services may be claimed. 

11. When an obstetrician routinely transfers all newborns to another physician, the latter should not claim 
consultation benefit for these “transferrals”’. If the baby is well, the physician should charge the newborn care in 
hospital benefit plus for attendance at maternal delivery if this service is given. If the baby is sick, the physician 
may claim a general assessment and for attendance at maternal delivery (if this service is given) plus daily visits . 
for as long as his services are required. If an obstetrician normally cares for newborns himself or transfers the 
care of newborns to a family physician but refers a newborn to a pediatrician because of the complexity, 
obscurity or seriousness of the case, the latter may claim for this service according to the following guidelines: 

a) If attendance at maternal delivery is provided, code H267 may be claimed and if a general assessment of 
the baby is carried out, code C263 may be claimed as well. However, a postnatal consultation of the baby, code 
C265 may not be claimed in addition to code H267. 

b) If a pediatncan has not attended delivery, a postnatal consultation may be claimed (if this service is 
rendered) even though a prenatal consultation may already have been claimed. 

12. When a physician provides prenatal visits, attends labour, assists or administers the anesthetic at 
Cesarean section and visits the patient post-operatively, he is entitled to claim for prenatal visits, attendance at 
labour, assistant’s or anzsthetist’s benefits for Cesarean section, and postoperative supportive care while the 
patient isin hospital. 

13. Physicians may claim for assisted breech delivery (P020) when the service includes spontaneous 
delivery to the umbilicus, with extraction of the shoulders, arms and aftercoming head. 

14. The Preamble applicable to Surgical Procedures (pages 55-57) also applies to obstetrics where 
appropniate. 

15. The premiums applicable to Obstetrics are as follows: When deliveries and other obstetrical proce- 
dures done in continuity with the delivery occur after 5:00 p.m. and before midnight or on Saturdays, Sundays 
and Holidays, increase the procedural fee(s) by 20% (E409). When time of delivery occurs after midnight and 
before 7:00 a.m. any night during the week, increase the procedural fee(s) by 50% (E410). These premiums are 
not chargeable in addition to the obstetrical procedural fee(s) if labour is induced by medical and/or surgical 
means by the same physician unless the reason for the induction is fetal distress, diabetes, severe pre-eclampsia- 
hypertension or abruption. However a forewater A.R.M. or oxytocin augmentation of labour carried out on a 
patient in desultory labour does not constitute induction.

PHYSICIAN SERVICES ON PAGE ix. 
FOR DEFINITION OF THE ROLES OF THE ANAESTHETIST, SEE ANAESTHETIST 
SERVICES ON PAGES x and xi. 

(1) The surgical benefit (except for those procedures marked I.0.P., Complete Care and Fractures and 
Dislocations requiring no reduction) includes hospital visits rendered by the surgeon two days prior to 
surgery, the operative procedure, the post-operative care usually associated with the procedure(s) 
rendered by the surgeon while the patient is in hospital, and one office visit for follow-up examination, 
if necessary. If the surgeon is required to perform a procedure(s) not usually associated with the 
original surgical procedure, he may claim for these on a fee for service basis. If special visits to hospital 
are required at any time post-operatively, the surgeon may claim the special visit premiums even if the 
basic hospital visit fees are not chargeable (under these circumstances the hospital visits should be 
claimedon an N/C (no charge) basis The surgical benefit as noted above does not include tne 
major pre-operative visit i.e. the consultation or assessment fee chargeable when the decision to 
operate is made and the operation is scheduled, regardless of the time interval between the major 
pre-operative visit and surgery. The hospital or day-care admission assessment (consultation, repeat 
consultation, general or specific assessment or re-assessment) is not a benefit to the surgeon unless it 
happens to be the major pre-operative visit as defined above. Hospital visits (minor assessments) may 
be claimed for visits rendered more than two days prior to surgery. Other visits (excluding admission 
assessments) prior to admission may be claimed for in addition to the surgical fee. For patients 
remaining in hospital because of complications, hospital visit fees may be claimed in addition to the 
surgical or procedural fee after eight weeks of hospitalization in the case of fractures and dislocations 
and after two weeks for other procedures. Because the number of hospital visits is limited to three per 
week after the fifth week of hospitalization and six per month after the thirteenth week of hospitaliza- 
tion, the starting point for calculating the number of hospital visits is based on the date of admission if 
the operating surgeon has admitted the patient or the date of referral if the patient has been referred to 
the operating surgeon while in hospital. The surgical benefit includes the generally accepted surgical 
components of the procedure. The listed benefit of a procedure normally also includes any necessary 
repair of iatrogenic damage occurring during the course of the surgery. 


(2) When a physician makes a special trip to perform a non-elective surgical procedure during the daytime 
(Monday to Friday), he should claim the appropriate special visit, a consultation if the case is referred 
(except for fractures or dislccations requiring no reduction) or the appropriate assessment if the case is 
not referred plus the procedural benefit(s). When the special visit is to deal with fractures or 
dislocations requiring no reduction, the minor or partial assessment fee is the appropriate benefit to be 
added to the special visit and fracture or dislocation fees. If the non-elective procedure is carried out at 
night (after 5:00 p.m. and before 7:00 a.m.), or Saturdays, Sundays and Holidays, the physician may 
claim the special visit applicable to the consultation or assessment, and the surgical premium (E409 or 
E410 — see paragraph 46 of the Preamble). 


(3) When more than one procedure is carned out by a surgeon under the same anesthesia or within 14 
days during the same hospitalization for the same condition, the full benefit applies to the major 
procedure and 85% of the listed benefit(s) applies to the other procedure(s) performed unless 
otherwise stated in the Preamble(s) or Schedule. The above statement applies to staged or bilateral 
procedures but does not apply when a normal appendix or simple ovarian or para-ovarian cyst is 
removed incidentally during an operation, for which noclaim should be made. 


(4) When a subsequent operation becomes necessary for the same condition because of a complication or 
for anew condition, the full benefit should apply for each procedure. 


(5) When a subsequent non-elective procedure is done for a new condition by the same surgeon, the full 
benefit will apply to each procedure. When a subsequent elective procedure is done for a different 
condition within 14 days during the same hospitalization by the same surgeon, the benefit for the lesser 
procedure shall be reduced by 15%. 


(6) When different operative procedures are done by two different surgeons under the same anesthesia 
for different conditions, the benefit will be 100% of the listed benefit for each condition. Under these 
circumstances, the basic assistants’ benefit should not be charged by either operating surgeon; 
however time units may be claimed. 


(7) As a general rule, when elective bilateral procedures are performed by two surgeons at the same time, 
one surgeon should charge for the surgical procedures and the other surgeon should claim the 
assistant’s benefit. 

(8) Where two surgeons are working together in surgery in which neither a team fee or other method of 
billing is set out in the benefit schedule, the surgeon should identify himself as the operating surgeon 
and claim accordingly; the surgeon who is assisting him should identify himself as such and claim the 
assistant’s benefit. Where the second or assistant surgeon is brought into the case on a consultation 
basis, he may, when indicated, claim a consultation as well but should be prepared to justify it on an 
I.C. basis. If the nature or complexity of a procedure requires more than one operating surgeon each 
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providing a separate service in his own specialized field e.g. one surgeon carries out the ablative part 
and another surgeon the reconstructive part of the procedure, then each surgeon should claim the 
listed benefit for his services. This statement applies when the additional procedure(s) are not the 
usual components of the main procedure. If one surgeon in addition to performing a specialized 
portion of a procedure, acts as an assistant during the remainder of the procedure, he may also claim 
time units for assisting. 


(9) Unless otherwise stated, the listed benefits are for unilateral procedures only. 


(10) When a procedure is performed, a procedural benefit, if listed, should be claimed. Substitution of 
consultation and/or visit benefits for procedural benefits (except as in paragraph 1! 1), is not in keeping 
with the intent of the benefit schedule. 


(11) When a surgical benefit (non I.0.P., Complete Care, Fracture or Dislocation) is less than the 
consultation benefit and the case is referred, the physician may claim the consultation benefit instead 
of the surgical benefit. However, to avoid the consultation being counted as such under the OHIP 
limitation rules on the number of consultations allowed per year, the physician should claim the 
consultation fee under the surgical procedure nomenclature or code. Since the consultation is 
replacing a procedural benefit which includes the pre- and post-operative and surgical care, no 
additional claims beyond the consultation should be made. 


(12) If a physician performs a minor surgical procedure and during the same visit assesses and treats the 
patient for another completely unrelated and significant problem involving another body system, the 
physician should claim for the procedure as well as the appropriate assessment. 


(13) Where a procedure is specified as “Independent Operative Procedure (1.0.P.)’”, the procedural benefit 
should be claimed in full along with the appropnate consultation or visit when both services are 
actually rendered. However, when an I.0.P. procedure is done in conjunction with a non-I.0O.P. 
procedure, there should be no claim for the consultation, pre- and post-operative care related to the 
1.0.P. procedure. The listed I.0.P. benefit should be claimed in these circumstances along with the 
non-I.O.P benefits plus the related major pre-operative visit (see paragraph (1) of Surgical Preamble). 
When multiple or bilateral I.0.P. procedures are performed at the same time by the same physician, 
the listed procedural benefits should be claimed in full but the pre- and post-operative benefits should 
be claimed as if only one procedure had been performed. When a patient is examined in a physician’s 
office and this leads to an elective Independent Operative Procedure (I.0.P.) being performed for the 
same problem or diagnosis by the same physician in the Emergency or Outpatient Department on a 
non-admission basis, the physician should claim a consultation or visit for the examination in the 

' office and the benefit for the I.O.P. carned out in the Emergency or Outpatient Department. An 
additional assessment benefit at the time of the elective I.0.P. should only be claimed when an 
additional assessment is performed. 


(14) When procedures are specifically listed under Surgical Procedures, surgeons should use these listings 
rather than applying one of the plastic surgery fees listed under Operations on Skin and Subcutaneous 
Tissue. 

(15) For excision of tumours not specifically listed in this Schedule, physicians should claim on an 
Independent Consideration (1.C.) basis (R993). For other unusual but generally accepted surgical 
procedures (excluding non-major variations of listed procedures) which are not specifically listed in 
the Schedule, physicians should also charge on an I.C. basis (R990). 

(16) Cosmetic or Aesthetic Surgery: means a service to enhance appearance without being medically 
necessary such as (a) surgery for correction of facial wrinkles; (b) surgery for eyelid wrinkles 
(symmetrical and without a functional problem); (c) rhinoplasty for appearances only; and (d) 
augmentation mammoplasty for symmetrical deficiency without physiological abnormality. 

These services are not benefits of OHIP. (See Preamble, Appendix A). 

(17) Reconstructive Surgery: is surgery to improve appearance and/or function to any area altered by 
disease, trauma or congenital deformity. Although surgery solely to restore appearance may be 
included in this definition under certain limited conditions, emotional, psychological or psychiatric 
grounds normally are not considered sufficient additional reason for OHIP coverage of such surgery 
Appendix D of the Preamble to this Schedule describes the conditions under which surgery for 
alteration of appearance, only, may bea benefit of the Plan. 

Physicians should submit requests to their District OHIP office for authorization of any proposed 
surgery which may fall outside of OHIP coverage. (see appendix D). 

(18) Procedural benefits (non I.O.P.) include the removal of sutures when both services are rendered by the 
same physician unless the removal of sutures is done on the second or subsequent office visit for follow 
up examination. When a physician is entitled to claim for removal of sutures i.e. as outlined in the 
previous sentence or is a physician other than the operating surgeon or following an I.O.P. procedure, 
an office visit may be claimed. 

(19) Additional claims for biopsies performed when a surgeon is operating in the abdominal or thoracic 
cavity should be given independent consideration. 
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(20) When a listed procedure is performed and no anaesthetic is required, the procedure should be claimed 
under the “local anaesthetic” listing. 

(21) When a physician administers an anaesthetic and/or other medication prior to or during a procedure(s) 
and also performs a procedure(s) on the same patient, he should claim for the procedure(s) only. 
However, when a physician administers a pudendal, femoral, intercostal, sciatic, ilioinguinal. ili- 
ohypogastric, ulnar, median or radial block in addition to performing a procedure, he may claim $41.40 
(G224) in addition to the procedure. 

(22) If claims are being submitted in coded form, the surgeon should add the suffix A to the listed 
procedural code, the surgical assistant should add the suffix B to the listed procedural code and the 
anesthetist should add the suffix C to the listed procedural code.

Preamble: 

(1) Corrective splints must be “corrective” to qualify for a benefit as such. The corrective splint listings are not 
applicable to simple immobilization such as with a Jones bandage or metal finger splint following soft 
tissue injury. 

(2) The removal of a wire or pin or other device when used for traction or external fixation (except for rigid 
external fixators) in the treatment of a fracture or other orthopedic procedure is to be included in the 
procedural fee. Removal of devices used for internal fixation more than 30 days after insertion may be 
charged for in addition to the procedural benefit. 

(3) The benefit for total hip replacement also includes denervation of the hip joint and adductor tenotomy. 

(4) The benefit for obtaining a bone graft is not to be claimed in cases of pseudarthrosis repair, fusions or for 
listings in which bone grafting is included. 

(5) For the supervision of limb fitting and 6 months post-operative care following amputation, claim visit 
fees. Amputation with immediate fitting to include supervision of final limb fitting — add 40% (E586). 

(6) Arthroscopic surgery shall constitute an anthrotomy for the purposes of this schedule and procedures shall 
command the same benefits. 


Fractures and Dislocations: 

(a) The fracture or dislocation benefits for services requiring no reduction include the major pre-operative 
visit. For fractures or dislocations requiring open or closed reduction, the major pre-operative visit 1.e. 
consultation or appropriate assessment may be claimed in addition to the listed benefits for open or 
closed reductions. 

(b) OPEN REDUCTION shall mean the treatment of a fracture or dislocation by either closed intramedul- 
lary fixation or by an operative procedure to expose the fracture. The benefits include fixation by internal 
or external devices. 

(c) CLOSED REDUCTION shall mean the reduction of a fracture or dislocation by non-operative 
methods (including traction). 

(d) NO REDUCTION shall mean the treatment of a fracture or dislocation by any other method and 
includes the use of the initial external support. 

(e) The stated benefit covers full or after treatment up to 8 weeks except if additional reductions are 
necessary or if patient is transferred to another surgeon or if the patient is parapalegic. 

(f) In multiple fractures or dislocations, the benefit for the major fracture or dislocation shall be 100% and 
the benefit for the other fractures or dislocations 85%. When no procedural benefit is applicable, but 
when that fracture or dislocation necessitates hospitalization or concurrent care over that demanded by 
the major injury, a visit benefit may be claimed in addition to other procedural benefits. 

(g) For repeat reductions (closed or open) for the same fracture or dislocation, the full benefit should be 
claimed for the final reduction and after care—previous reductions by the same surgeon should be 
claimed at 85%. 

(h) Emergency splinting of fractures in the emergency department should be on the basis of the appropnate 
visit benefit, plus application of cast if appropiate. 

(i) Transferred cases — 

(1) When patients are transferred to a chronic or convalescent facility, additional visit benefits on a 

~ chronic care basis shall be allowed to other than the operating surgeon (and also to the surgeon after 8 
weeks). 

(2) When patients are transferred to another physician for after care of fractures and dislocations treated 
by closed or no reduction, the physician rendering the initial care should claim 75% of the listed fee 
and the surgeon rendering subsequent care visit fees except where otherwise specified. In cases 

‘involving open reduction. the percentage should be 80% for the surgeon providing the initial care. 

(3) In cases where the original physician attempts to reduce a fracture or disclocation under veneral anaes 
thesia. iS unsuccessful and refers the patient to another physician for definitive care, the original physic 
ian should claim 7 3“c ot the jisted fee : 

Vj) Paraplegia associated with fructures and dislocations may be claimed by charging visit fees after the first 
2 weeks of post-operative care 1n addition to the appropriate procedural fees. 

(k) Pseudarthrosis may be allowed as the appropmate benefit after the fracture is 4 months old. 

(1) For fractures and dislocations not requiring reduction, visit fees apply unless a specific fee 1s listed. If the 
listed fee is less than the consultation, the consultation should be claimed under the fracture/ dislocation 
code number.

OPERATIONS ON THE FEMALE GENITAL SYSTEM 


Preamble: 

(1) In composite operations such as anterior and posterior repair and 
D&C or anterior and posterior repair and cauterization of cervix 
and biopsy, the fee shall, unless otherwise mentioned below, be 
that of the major procedures. 

(2) If a D&C is carried out routinely prior to tubal occlusion, no fee (for 
a D&C) should be claimed. If a D&C is carried out for abnormal 
bleeding or pregnancy termination in conjunction with tubal occlu- 
sion, 85% of S752, S754, S756 or S785 may be claimed in addition to 
S741. If a D&C is carried out prior to hysterectomy, no fee should be 
claimed for the D&C. 

(3) If culdoscopy is performed as part of a sterilization procedure, no 


extra fee should be claimed for the culdoscopy. ‘Sa

Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of 
the House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 
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Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of 
the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before 
the same is reported to the House, the same fee as 
would by payable in the case of an incorporation 
or increase of capital under The Business Corpora- 
tions Act, less the sum of $150.00 already paid to 
the Clerk of the House.

SECTION 1 General Requirements and Administration 


Subsection 1.1. Application 


1.1.1. No person shall construct, repair, renew or alter or cause or permit any person to con- 
struct, repair, renew or alter any plumbing system except in accordance with this Code. 


1.1.2. Notwithstanding Article 1.1.1., Regulation 736 of Revised Regulations of Ontario, 
1980 continues in force in respect of any plumbing system, 


(a) for which a permit has been issued before this Regulation comes into force; or 


(b) for which the working drawings, plans and specifications are substantially completed 
before this Regulation comes into force, and for which an application for a permit un- 
der the said Regulation is made within three months after that date, 


on condition that the plumbing system is commenced within six months after the permit is is- 
sued. 


Subsection 1.2. Scope 
1.2.1.(1) This Code specifies the minimum requirements for, 


(a) sanitary drainage systems for water-borne wastes in and from buildings to the point of 
connection with the public sewer or other point of disposal, and the venting system 
therefor; 


(b) water distributing systems; 
(c) water service pipes; and 
(d) storm water disposal systems as set out in Section 7 of this Regulation. 


(2) Plumbing appliances including washing machines that are not plumbing fixtures but that 
depend on a plumbing system in order to be used shall, for the purpose of designing a plumbing 
system be considered as equal to plumbing fixtures. 
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(3) This Code does not apply to industrial process systems or industrial waste systems unless 
the industrial system is interconnected with the plumbing system or storm drainage system, in 
which case the interconnection shall be so designed and installed that the plumbing system and 
storm drainage system are protected against contamination or malfunction that may be caused 
by the industrial system. 


(4) This Code does not apply to toilets, including incinerator type toilets, dry earth toilets, 
compost toilets and recirculating toilets, having no water supply and no waste pipe connected 
to a sanitary sewer or other point of disposal. 


(5) This Code does not apply to plumbing systems in travel trailers or camping equipment. 


(6) No water service, building sewer or building storm sewer serving row housing shall be 
installed under the row housing unless the piping is located in a tunnel, pipe corridor, common 
basement or parking garage, so that the piping is accessible for servicing and maintenance 
throughout its length without encroachment on any private living space. 


Subsection 1.3. Definitions and Abbreviations 


1.3.1. Definitions of words and phrases used in this Code that are not included in the list of 
definitions in this section shall have the meanings which are commonly assigned to them in the 
context in which they are used in this Code, taking into account the specialized use of terms by 
the various trades and professions to which the terminology applies. 


DEFINITIONS AND ABBREVIATIONS 
1.3.2. The words and terms in italics in this Code shall have the following meanings: 


1. Accessible—means approachable by persons or tools without undue hindrance or 
impediment, such that all obstacles may be removed and replaced without the cutting or 
breaking of materials. 


2. Air break—means the unobstructed vertical distance between the lowest point of an indirect 
drainage system and the flood level rim of the fixture into which it discharges. 


3. Air gap—means, when referring to a supply system, the unobstructed vertical distance 
through the free atmosphere between the lowest opening from any pipe or faucet 
supplying water to a tank or fixture and the flood level rim of the tank or fixture. 


4. Appliance—means a receptacle or equipment that receives or collects water, liquids or 
sewage and discharges water, liquid or sewage either directly or indirectly to a plumbing 
system. 


5. Area drain—means a drain that is installed to collect surface water from an open area. 
6. Backflow—means a reversal of the normal direction of flow, and includes the flow of, 
(a) water from any place; or 
(b) any solid, liquid or gaseous substance or any combination thereof, 


into a distributing pipe for potable water so as to cause the water in the pzpe to 
become non-potable. 


7. Back flow preventer—means a device used in a water supply pipe that, 


(a) incorporates two or more check valves to prohibit the reverse flow of the water, 
irrespective of pressure differential, where the maximum working pressure is 
not exceeded; and 


(b) contains integral safeguards to make it failsafe in the event of a malfunction of 
a check valve. 


8. Backvent—means a pipe that is installed to vent a trap or waste pipe and that is connected to 
the venting system at a point above the fixture served by the trap and “back vented” has 
a corresponding meaning. 


9. Backwater value—means a check valve that is designed for use in a gravity drainage system. 


10. Bell trap—means a trap that has the vertical pipe conveying water from the trap covered by 
an inverted bowl so that the water flowing through the trap is required to pass under the 
submerged rim of the bowl and over the end of the pipe. 
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11. Bottle trap—means a trap that retains water in a closed chamber and that seals the water 
by submerging the inlet pipe or the outlet pipe in the liquids or by a partition submerged 
in the liquids. 


12. Branch vent—means a vent pipe that connects one or more individual vent pipes to a vent 
stack or a Stack vent. 


13. Building Control valve—means the valve in a supply system that controls the flow of 
potable water from the service pipe to the distributing pipe. 


14. Building drain—means the horizontal piping of gravity drainage piping in or adjacent to a 
building or other structure that receives the discharge from drainage piping and conveys 
it to the building sewer and includes offsets. 


15. Building sewer—means that part of drainage piping outside a building or other structure 
that, 


(a) connects a building drain to the main sewer or, where the place of disposal of 
the sewage is on the property, to the place of disposal on the property; and 


(b) commences at a point three feet from the outer face of the wall of the building 
or other structure and terminates at the property line or place of disposal on the 
property. 


16. Building storm drain—means the horizontal piping of storm drainage piping in or adjacent 
to a building or other structure that receives the discharge from storm drainage piping 
and conveys it to the building storm sewer and includes offsets. 


17. Building storm sewer—means that part of storm drainage piping outside a building or other 
structure that, 


(a) connects the building storm drain to the main storm sewer or, where the place 
of disposal is on the property, to the place of disposal on the property; and 


(b) commences at a point three feet from the outer face of the wall of the building 
or other structure and terminates at the property line or place of disposal on the 


property. 


18. Building trap—means a running hand hole trap that is installed in a building drain to 
prevent circulation of air between the building drain and the building sewer. 


19. Circuit vent—means a vent that functions for two or more traps and extends to a vent stack 
from a point on a horizontal branch in front of the last connected fixture and “circuit 
vented” has a corresponding meaning. 


20. Class 2 Water Closet—means a water closet that does not have a full circumference flush 
rim integral with the bowl or that does not meter the volume of flush water used per 
flush by means of a flushometer or a float controlled tank. 


21. Cleanout—means a fitting access in a drainage or venting system that is installed to provide 
access for cleaning and inspection and that is provided with a readily replaceable air 
tight cover. 


22. Cocktail mixing unit—means a combination food holding tray and sink that forms part of 
the bar facilities where alcoholic beverages are dispensed. 


23. Continuous waste and vent—means a vent pipe that is a vertical extension of a vertical 
waste pipe and includes the vertical waste pipe. 


24. Critical level—means the mark on a back siphonage preventer that indicates the greatest 
depth to which the device can be submerged in standing water and continue to serve its 
intended purpose. 


25. Dead end—means a pipe that terminates in a closed fitting. 


26. Developed length—means, when referring to a pipe, its length along the centre line of the 
pipe and fittings. 


27. Dimension ratio—means the ratio of the average outside diameter of a pipe to the minimum 
wall thickness in the same units. 
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Distributing pipe—means a pipe that conveys water from a service pipe to a fixture or to an 
outlet and includes the control valves and fittings connected to it but does not include a 
meter or building control valve or other device owned and controlled by the supplier of 
the water. 


Double trapping—means a mode of construction of drainage piping by which the discharge 
from a fixture passes through two traps between which there is no vent or air break for 
the relief of air from the system. 


Drainage piping—means all piping that conveys sanitary sewage to a place of disposal, 
including the building drain, building sewer, soil pipe, soil stack, waste stack and waste 
pipe but not a main sewer, private sewer or piping in a sewage treatment plant. 


Drainage System—unless designated as a storm drainage system or an industrial waste 
system, means a system that drains sanitary sewage and includes all piping defined as 
drainage piping and where a wet vent is used also includes the wet vent. 


Drum trap—means a trap that has the inlet and outlet ends in the sides of the cylindrical 
body of the trap. 


Dry vent—means a vent pipe that is not a wet vent. 


Dual vent—means a vent pipe that connects at a junction of waste pipes serving two 
fixtures and that serves as a common vent pipe for both fixtures. 


Dwelling unit—means a room or suite of rooms that is used or intended to be used as a 
domicile by one or more persons and that usually contains cooking, eating, living, 
sleeping and sanitary facilities. 


Effective opening—means the cross-sectional area of a faucet, fitting or pipe at the point of 
discharge. 


Factory built housing—means housing that is partly or totally built in a factory and then 
transported in sections or as a complete unit to a site where it is erected or stationed and 
provided with the necessary services to make it a habitable unit and that, when 
occupied, does not have wheels, tires, axles, brakes or road lamps. 


Faucet—means a water tap. 


First—means, when used with reference to the connection of a fixture to a horizontal 
branch, nearest to the waste stack, soil stack or building drain. 


Fixture—means a receptacle or equipment that receives water, liquids or sanitary sewage 
and discharges water, liquids or sanitary sewage directly into drainage piping. 


Fixture drain—means the pipe that connects the trap and fixture outlet pipe serving a 
fixture to another part of a drainage system. 


Fixture outlet pipe—means a pipe that connects the waste opening of a fixture to the trap 
serving the fixture. 


Fixture unit—means a value assigned in various multiples to plumbing fixtures and 
appliances that serves as a common denominator in the summation of hydraulic loads 
and the calculation of appropriate pipe sizes to conduct the loads. 


Flashing—means a weather stop that surrounds a pipe at a place where the pipe protrudes 
through a roof or an outside wall of a building. 


Flood level—means the level at which water begins to overflow the top or rim of a fixture. 


Floor drain—means a drain that receives water from a floor of a building so that water 
passing down through a strainer or grate enters a connected drainage pipe and includes 
any ancillary part that is located between the strainer and the connected pipe or a 
nipple. 


Flush valve—means a valve that flushes a sanitary unit. 


Flushometer—means a self closing flush valve with a built-in hydraulically operated 
metering mechanism. 
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49. Force main—means a sanitary drainage pipe through which sanitary sewage is conveyed by 
mechanical or pneumatic propulsion. 


50. Foundation drain—means a drain that is installed below the surface of the ground to 
collect and convey water from the foundation of a building or other structure. 


51. Fresh air inlet—means a vent pipe that is installed on a building drain in conjunction with 
a building trap and terminates in open air. 


52. Gang trapped—means that the fixture outlet piping from a group of two or more fixtures or 
other drainage openings is so arranged that all the fixtures or other drainage openings 
drain to acommon trap, but does not include a trap that is a building trap or the trap of 
a fixture that receives waste from one or more indirect waste pipes. 


53. Grade—when used with reference to a pipe, means its slope with respect to the true 
horizontal, and “graded” has a corresponding meaning. 


54. Header—means a pipe that is installed to provide an interconnection between two or more 
pipes all of which perform a similar or identical function. 


55. Horizontal—means departing from the true horizontal plane by less than 45°. 


56. Horizontal branch—means that part of a waste pipe that is horizontal and installed to 
convey the discharge from more than one fixture. 


57. Hub drain—means a drain opening for liquid wastes that does not serve as a floor drain, 
that has the same pipe size, material and venting requirements as a floor drain and that 
has a flood level rim at such a level that wastes are discharged directly into the drain 
opening. 


58. Indirect waste—means waste that is not discharged directly into a drainage system. 


59. Indirect waste pipe—means a waste pipe that does not connect directly with drainage 
piping. 


60. In front of—means, when used with reference to the point of connection of a fixture to a 
horizontal branch, in the direction of discharge. : 


61. Inspector—means a person who is appointed or authorized by law to carry out the 
inspections prescribed by this Code. 


62. Interceptor—means a receptacle that prevents oil, grease, sand or other unwanted 
materials from passing into drainage piping. 


63. Last—means, when used with reference to the point of connection of a fixture to a 
horizontal branch, farthest from the waste stack, soil stack or building drain to which 
the horizontal branch is connected. 


64. Loop vent—means a branch vent that functions for two or more traps and loops back or 
extends to a stack vent from a point in front of the Jast connection of a fixture to a 
horizontal branch and “loop vented” has a corresponding meaning. 


65. Main sewer—means a public sewer and its branches, and where there is a private sewer, 
includes the private sewer. 


66. Mobile home—means a structure that is permanently equipped with the necessary axles, 
wheels, tires, brakes and road lamps or reflectors to permit it to be moved about on a 
highway and that is used or is intended to be used as a year-round shelter or dwelling 
place. 


67. Modified stack venting—means a stack venting arrangement where the stack vent above 
the connection of the highest stack vented fixture is reduced in diameter. 


68. Multiple unit dwelling—means a building that is so constructed, altered or used as to 
provide accommodation for more than one family to dwell separately and includes flats, 
duplex and multiple housing, row housing, condominium housing and residence 
apartment buildings but does not include apartment hotels. 


69. Offset—means a combination of elbows or bends that moves a section of a pipe out of its 
line and into a parallel line with another section of pipe. 
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70. Open air—means the atmosphere outside a building. 


71. Outlet-—means, when used with reference to distributing pipe, an opening that is designed 
for the discharge of water from the potable water system. 


72. Pipe or piping—includes tube and tubing and fittings when these are not dealt with 
separately. 


73. Plumber—means a plumber as defined in Regulation 52 of Revised Regulations of Ontario, 
1980 made under the Apprenticeship and Tradesmen’s Qualification Act. 


74. Plumbing—includes, 


(a) a system of connected piping, fittings, valves and appurtenances that receives 
water from a private source of supply or from a public water main and conveys 
the water into and within a building or to a place of use on a property and 
where the source is on the property, that commences at the source of supply or 
at the property line including all tanks, pumps, heaters, coils, strainers and 
treatment devices designed to make physical, chemical or bacteriological 
changes in the water being conveyed; 


(b) fixtures and fixture trim; 

(c) drainage piping, including all traps, fittings and appurtenances; 
(d) storm drainage piping; and 

(e) a venting system, including all fittings and appurtenances; 


but does not include, 


(f) asystem of piping, 
(i) for space heating in which water is used as a medium to transfer heat, 


(ii) in which liquids or vapours are circulated for the purpose of cooling or 
refrigeration, 


(iii) through which air is passed for the purpose of controlling the 
temperature, humidity or motion of air passing through the system, 


(iv) that consists of piping that conveys water primarily for the purpose of fire 
control, 


(v) that conveys water for the purpose of providing water or nutrients to the 
soil, 


(vi) that conveys water for the purpose of landscaping or for the care of 
animals, birds or fish, 


(vii) that transmits force by means of water or by means of a liquid other than 
water in which water is used for cooling, 


(viii) that conveys liquids for the purpose of melting ice or snow, 
(ix) that uses water in the conveyance of flammable gas or fuel; 
(x) that is a private sewer; or 


(xi) that is a private water supply pipe and that is part of the building site ser- 
vices and that serves as a source of supply on the property to more than 
one service pipe; or 


(g) a well, a well pump installed for the purpose of conveying water from a well, a 
pressure tank and pump if the tank and pump are combined as a unit, the 
piping between any well pump and the well, the piping between a well pump 
and a pressure tank that is installed separate from the pump and the connection 
of the piping to such pressure tank, and when there is no well pump, any piping 
connected to the well for a distance of three feet from the outside of the well. 


75. Potable water—means water that is fit for human consumption. 
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76. Potable water system—means the plumbing that conveys potable water. 
77. Private sewer—means a sewer, other than a building sewer or a building storm sewer that, 


(a) is not owned or operated by a municipality, the Minister of the Environment or 
other public agency; 


(b) receives drainage from more than one building drain either directly or through 
one or more building sewers; and 


(c) for the purpose of plumbing serves as a place of disposal on the property, 
but does not include, 


(d) a sewer that carries only the sanitary waste or stormwater from two semi- 
detached dwelling units; 


(e) a sewer that carries only the sanitary waste or stormwater from one main 
building that is of industrial, commercial or institutional occupancy and one 
ancillary building; or 


(f) a sewer that carries only the sanitary waste or stormwater from a row housing 
complex having five or fewer single family residences. 


78. Public washroom—means any room that contains one or more sanitary units and to which, 
(a) employees of a business or institution; 
(b) patrons of, or visitors to, a place of business; 


(c) students, patients, inmates or visitors of an institution; 


(d) the travelling or transient public; or 
(e) the tenants of an apartment building or owners of a condominium, 
would expect to have access without any special permission. 


79. Rain water leader—means a pipe inside a building or other structure that conveys storm 
water from the roof of the building or other structure to a building storm drain or other 
place of disposal. 


80. Relief vent—means a vent pipe that discharges into a vent stack and that is connected to a 
horizontal branch between the first fixture connection and the soil stack or waste stack. 


81. Replacement water heater— means a water heater that, 
(a) replaces an existing water heater that is being taken out of service; 
(b) is installed in essentially the same location as the water heater it replaces; and 
(c) uses the same fuel or other heating medium as the water heater it replaces. 
82. Rim—means the unobstructed open edge of a fixture. 


83. Riser—means a supply pipe that extends through at least one full storey to convey potable 
water. 


84. Sanitary sewage—means sewage that consists in whole or in part of the discharge from a 
sanitary unit. 


85. Sanitary unit—means a water closet, urinal, bidet or bed pan washer. 


86. Service pipe—means the pipe and fittings that convey potable water from the streetline or 
source of supply on a property to a building control valve. 


87. Service water heater—means a device that heats water for plumbing fixtures and 
appliances. 


88. Sewage tank—means a storage tank for sewage that is totally enclosed except for the 
connected piping. 


89. Soil stack—means a stack that conveys the discharge of one or more sanitary units with or 
without the discharge from any other fixture. 
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. Stack—means, when used as a noun, a vertical soil, waste or vent pipe that serves more 
than one fixture. 


Stack venting—means, when used with reference to fixtures, an arrangement such that the 
connection of the drainage piping from the stack vented fixtures to the stack provides 
venting to the fixture traps so that no additional vent piping is required. 


Stack vent—means the extension of a soil stack or waste stack above the highest connection 
of a waste pipe to the stack. 


Standing waste—means a length of vertical pipe that is fitted into the waste opening of a 
sink so that the sink is stopped until the water level rises to the top of the pipe. 


Standing waste pipe—means a vertical waste pipe that terminates in an open end and that 
is designed to receive a discharge hose from an automatic clotheswasher. 


Structural change—means, when used to refer to a building, an alteration, defacement or 
removal of any permanent structural member or surface of the building. 


Storey—means the interval between two successive floor levels, or the floor level and the 
roof, beginning at the first floor above the building drain. 


Storm drainage piping—means all the connected piping that conveys storm water to a place 
of disposal and includes the building storm drain, building storm sewer, rain water 
leader, an area drain installed to collect surface water from the area of a building and 
the piping that drains water from a swimming pool or from water cooled air 
conditioning equipment but does not include, 


(a) a main storm sewer; 
(b) a sub-surface drain; 
(c) a foundation drain; or 
(d) a private sewer. 
. Storm water—means rain water, melted snow or ice and water that is in the subsoil. 


. Subdrain—means a drain that is at a level lower than the building drain and the building 
sewer. 


100. Sub-surface drain—means a drain, other than a foundation drain that is installed to 


collect water from subsoil. 


101. Sump—means a watertight tank or pit that is open to the atmosphere and, 


(a) that receives storm water or other liquid waste that does not require treatment 
as sanitary sewage; and 


(b) from which the storm water or liquid waste the tank or pit receives is 
discharged to a sewer or other point of disposal. 


102. Supply system—includes the service pipe, distributing pipe and all connecting pipes, 


fittings, control valves and devices that are used in the distribution of potable water. 


103. Trade size—means any size designation traditionally used by the trade that is restricted to

products or classes of products manufactured to a standard or specification so that the 
designated trade size may be referred to an industry accepted table or chart that 
provides the true dimensions of the item in question. 


4. Trap—means a fitting or device that provides a liquid seal to prevent the emission of 
sewer gases without materially affecting the flow of sewage or waste water through it. 


105. Trap seal—means the vertical depth of water between the crown of the trap and the trap 


dip. 


106. Trap standard—means a fixture trap that is part of the support of the fixture. 


107. Vacuum breaker—means a device that is used in a water supply pipe that will, when 


strategically located, prevent the reverse flow of water in the pipe by admitting air to the 
pipe and preclude any back siphonage from occurring. 
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Vent stack—means a continuous run of vent pipe that is connected to a soil stack, waste 
stack or building drain and that terminates in the open air. 


Venting system—means a system of piping that is installed to provide a flow of air to or 
from drainage piping, and that terminates in open air but does not include ventilation of 
air space in a room or building. 


Vertical—means departing from the true vertical plane by less than 45°. 
Vertical leg—means the vertical portion of a fixture drain. 


Waste pipe—means that part of drainage piping that runs from a fixture directly to a waste 
stack, soil stack, building drain, horizontal branch or sewage tank. 


Waste stack—means a stack that conducts liquid wastes from one or more plumbing 
fixtures that are not sanitary units. 


Water purveyor—means the owner or operator of a water works. 
Wet vent—means a waste pipe that also functions as a vent pipe. 


Yoke vent—means a pneumatic balance tube that connects a soil stack or waste stack toa 
vent stack.

Subsection 1.4. Reserved 


Subsection 1.5. Plumbing Facilities 


1.5.1. Where a private swimming pool is connected to a plumbing system, the potable water 
supply to the pool shall be protected by an air gap, vacuum, breaker or backflow preventor, and 
the drain of the pool shall be safeguarded against the backup of sewage into the pool. 


Subsection 1.6. Service Connections 


1.6.1. Every drainage system shall be connected to a sewage system referred to in Ontario 
Regulation 374/81, a public sanitary sewer, a public combined sewer or a private sewer. 


1.6.2. Storm drainage pipe connections shall be in accordance with Section 7. 


1.6.3.(1) Every water distributing system shall be connected by a service pipe to a public 


water main or other source of supply. 


(2) No non-potable water shall be supplied to any plumbing fixture where a supply of potable 


water is available. 
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(3) Notwithstanding Sentence (2), where a supply of potable water is unavailable or insuffi- 
cient to supply water to a plumbing system, non-potable water may be used for the flushing of 
sanitary units or the priming of traps, and the piping conducting the non-potable water shall be 
plainly and permanently marked as such. 


Subsection 1.7. Location of Fixtures 


1.7.1.(1) No plumbing fixtures shall be installed in a room that is not heated, lighted and 
ventilated in accordance with the appropriate requirements set out in Part 3, 6 or 9 of Ontario 
Regulation 583/83. 


(2) No plumbing fixture shall be installed in a public washroom unless all walls and flooring 
around and under every bath tub, shower bath, lavatory and every sanitary unit are of mate- 
rial that is impervious to water. 


Subsection 1.8. Inspection and Testing 


1.8.1.(1) Every municipality shall carry out or cause to be carried out such inspections of 
plumbing as will establish the compliance or non-compliance of plumbing with this Code. 


(2) No plumbing that has been constructed, repaired, renewed or altered shall be put into use 
until it is inspected and found to be in compliance with this Code. 


(3) Notwithstanding Sentence (2), no inspection is required where, 
(a) a valve, faucet, fixture or leak is repaired; 
(b) a stoppage is forced out; or 
(c) areplacement water heater is installed. 


(4) Provided that there are no stop work orders or notices of non-conformance outstanding 
against the plumbing, where a municipality is notified in writing that a construction, repair, re- 
newal or alteration of plumbing is ready for inspection, the municipality shall within seven days 
of the notification make or cause an inspection to be made. 


(5) An inspector may refuse to make an inspection of any plumbing where the plumbing is 
concealed until the plumbing is completely uncovered and made accessible to him. 


(6) Where a municipality makes or causes an inspection to be made, the person calling for 
the inspection shall conduct any tests required by the municipality under Subsection 3.6 or 3.7 
and the tests shall be observed by an inspector. 


(7) Where an inspector finds that the construction, repair, renewal or alteration of plumbing 
is not in compliance with this Code, he shall forward particulars in writing of the non-compli- 
ance to the permit holder and, where the permit holder is not the owner of the premises, the 
owner or other person having the right to possession of the premises shall be given a copy of the 
written particulars. 


(8) Where plumbing that has been constructed, repaired, renewed or altered is inspected and 
found not to comply with this Code and the plumbing is subsequently repaired to correct the 
non-compliance, the plumbing shall be re-inspected in accordance with Sentences (4), (5) and 
(6) and shall not be put into use unless it is found to be in compliance with this Code. 


(9) Where an inspector finds on an inspection that a repair, renewal or alteration complies 
with this Code, the inspector shall forthwith certify in writing that the construction, repair, re- 
newal or alteration is in compliance with this Code and he shall forward a copy of the certifi- 
cate to the holder of the permit and, where the permit holder is not the owner of the premises, 
the owner or other person having the right of possession of the premises shall be given a copy of 
the certificate. 


(10) Where a municipality at any time has reason to believe that the operation of any 
plumbing fixture or appliance connected to a plumbing system may, 


(a) contaminate or endanger a potable water supply; 


(b) leave or tend to leave any opening into a drainage or venting system within a building 
with less than one inch of water seal; or 
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(c) discharge waste from the plumbing system so that it becomes a nuisance or a source of 
water pollution, 


or that a service water heater fails to meet the installation requirements set out in this Code, the 
municipality shall inspect or cause an inspection to be made so as to ascertain whether or not 
there is compliance with this Code. 


SECTION 2—Materials and Equipment 


Subsection 2.1. General 


2.1.1.(1) All components of a plumbing system shall be installed so that the materials are 
compatible. 


(2) Where a minimum pipe size is prescribed in this Code as part of a plumbing system, a 
larger size may be used if the overall efficacy of the system will not be diminished by the in- 
creased size. 


2.1.2. No used, defective or damaged material shall be used in a plumbing system unless, 
when it is installed, it complies with the requirements for new materials in this Code. 


2.1.3. Materials and equipment that have been used for a purpose other than the distribu- 
tion of potable water shall not subsequently be used in a potable water system. 


2.1.4. Pipe, fittings and other equipment or components bearing standard symbols, logos or 
certification markings shall as far as possible be installed so as to leave the markings visible 
and legible after the installation is complete. 


2.1.5.(1) Where a component of a plumbing system is required by this Code to comply with a 
standard and the compliance is not certified by a testing agency accredited by the Standards 
Council of Canada for the testing of the component in question and, when an inspector re- 
quests proof of the compliance, proof of compliance shall be produced by the person proposing 
to install or have installed the component, and without such proof the component shall not be 
installed as a permanent part of any plumbing system. 


(2) The lack of certification markings on a product or plumbing component shall be regarded 
as prima facie evidence that no certification exists. 


2.1.6. Where a plumbing component is required to comply with or be certified to a standard, 
the limitations contained in the standard shall also limit what is permitted in this Code. 


Subsection 2.2. Fixtures 


2.2.1.(1) Every exposed area of fixture shall have a smooth, hard corrosion resistant surface, 
free from flaws and blemishes that may interfere with cleaning. 


(2) Sentence (1) does not apply to a surface designed to be slip-proof. 
2.2.2.(1) Every class 2 water closet shall, 
(a) be designed to be permanently mounted; 


(b) be equipped with a water supply that will dilute sanitary sewage to the point where it 
can be discharged through a nominally horizontal pipe by gravity flow; 


(c) be equipped with a piped discharge that discharges to a septic tank or as otherwise 
permitted by Ontario Regulation 374/81; 


(d) where it is designed to store sanitary sewage between periods of use, be ventilated di- 
rectly from the toilet to open air or be chemically treated so that the room in which it 
is located is free of objectionable odours. 


(2) No class 2 water closet shall connect to a public sewer or private sewer. 
2.2.3.(1) No concrete laundry tub shall be installed as part of a plumbing system. 


(2) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), a concrete laundry tub may be installed as part of a 
plumbing system in a single family dwelling when it is requested to be installed by the owner of 
the dwelling and the owner lives in the dwelling. 
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2.2.4.(1) Every shower receptor shall be so constructed and arranged that water cannot leak 
through the walls or floor. 


(2) Not more than six shower heads shall be served by a single waste opening. 


(3) Where two or more shower heads are served by one waste opening, the floor shall be 
sloped and the opening located so that water from one shower head cannot flow over the area 
that serves another head. 


(4) Where the floor in the shower area is part of a building, the cross-section of the floor shall 
contain a shower safe or water stop that is made of non-ferrous sheet metal or a rubber or plas- 
tic membrane, and where the protected floor area adjoins a perimeter wall, the water stop shall 
be turned up at least four inches above the waste opening. 


2.2.5. A water closet installed in a public washroom shall be of the blow out, siphon jet or 
reverse trap type and shall be provided with a seat having an open front. 


2.2.6.(1) Where a plumbing fixture is provided with an overflow, the plumbing fixture shall 
be so constructed that it is in compliance with the applicable standard for the fixture. 


(2) Where a plumbing fixture is provided with an overflow, and the applicable standard for 
the plumbing fixture does not contain a standard for an overflow, the fixture shall be so con- 
structed that, 


(a) the minimum cross-sectional area of the overflow pipe or passage is at least 2 of the 
cross-sectional area of the fixture outlet pipe or one square inch, whichever is the 
greater, 


(b) the overflow drains to the fixture outlet pipe on the inlet side of the trap; 


(c) the overflow can be readily and effectively cleaned; and 


(d) when the fixture is stopped, the water in the fixture does not rise in the overflow pas- 
sage and when the fixture is drained, all liquid drains from the overflow passage. 


(3) A lavatory, that does not have an overflow shall be equipped with a centre outlet waste 
fitting. 


(4) No sink used for dishwashing or food preparation shall have an overflow. 
(5) For the purposes of Sentence (4), an overflow does not include a standing waste. 


2.2.7. No trough urinal shall be used as part of a plumbing system. 


Subsection 2.3. Traps and Interceptors 
2.3.1.(1) Subject to Sentences (3), (4) and (5), every trap shall have, 
(a) a trap seal at least 1% inches in depth; 
(b) a water seal that does not depend on the action of moving parts; 
(c) no internal partitions except as permitted by Sentence (7); and 
(d) flow characteristics compatible with the wastes normally drained through the trap. 
(2) Every P trap that serves a lavatory, a sink or a laundry tub shall, 


(a) be provided with a cleanout plug that is corrosion resistant and that provides a water 
tight closure and that is of a diameter at least half the nominal trap size and located so 
that it will drain the trap dip when removed; or 


(b) be designed so that part of the trap, except for the fixture outlet pipe, can be com- 
pletely removed by screwed unions or compression connections for cleaning purposes. 


(3) No drum trap shall be used as a fixture trap unless it is also required to serve as an 
interceptor and is provided with cleanout access. 


(4) No bell trap or an S trap shall be used as a fixture trap. 


(5) Notwithstanding Sentence (4), an S trap standard may be used on a sink having a waste 
pipe of two inches or larger. 
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(6) No bottle trap shall be used in a plumbing system. 


(7) Notwithstanding Sentence (6), a bottle trap may be used on a laboratory sink or other fix- 
ture equipped with corrosion resistant pipe and fittings. 


(8) No running trap shall be installed in a plumbing system unless an accessible handhole is 
provided for cleaning of the trap, and where the trap is too small to accommodate a handhole, a 
cleanout shall be provided. 


2.3.2.(1) Every interceptor shall be so designed that it can be readily cleaned. 
(2) Every grease interceptor shall be so designed that it does not become air bound. 


(3) Where a grease interceptor is equipped with a cooling coil or a water jacket or both, the 
cooling coil or water jacket shall not be directly connected to a potable water supply. 


Subsection 2.4. Pipe Fittings (restricted in application) 
2.4.1.(1) No T fitting shall be used in drainage piping, except to connect a vent pipe. 
(2) No cross fitting shall be used in a drainage system. 


2.4.2.(1) No sanitary T fitting shall be used in a nominally horizontal drainage pipe, except 
to connect a vent pipe. 


(2) A bend, elbow, sanitary T or other eased branch connection used in drainage piping of 
four inch size or smaller shall have a centre line turning radius not less than the nominal diame- 
ter of the fitting. 


(3) Where the branch diameter on a branch fitting is less than the diameter of the run, the 
turning radius of the branch shall be determined from the diameter of the branch and tangency 
of the branch and the run shall be at the perimeter of the run. 


(4) A double TY fitting used to connect two horizontal waste pipes to a vertical section of a 
stack shall have a vertical run of not less than three in. diameter and shall have branch connec- 
tions of 1%, 1% or two inch trade size. 


(5) No double Y or double combination Y and %th bend shall be installed in a horizontal 
drainage pipe. 


(6) No pipe fitting, joint or connection that would tend to intercept solids or reduce the flow 
through a pipe by more than 10% shall be used in a plumbing system. 


(7) Where a run of drainage piping is increased to a larger diameter or reduced to a smaller 
diameter, the change in diameter shall be accomplished by the use of a fitting that connects the 
two diameters by a conical section and where the nominal diameter of one or both of the pipes 
is six inches or less, the angle between the centre line and the side of the cone shall not exceed 
45°. 


(8) Where a branch of a different material is to be connected to a lead pipe, a stub of lead 
branch of appropriate diameter to connect to the branch of the different material shall be wiped 
to the lead pipe. 


Subsection 2.5. Non-Metallic Pipe and Fittings 


2.5.1.(1) Asbestos-cement drainage pipe, couplings and fittings for a drain, waste or vent 
shall be certified by CSA to CSA Standard B127.1-M1977. 


(2) Asbestos-cement pipe and fittings used in a drainage system inside or under a building 
shall be at least three inch pipe size. 


2.5.2. Asbestos-cement pipe, couplings and fittings used in a drain and sewer shall be se- 
lected and installed to comply with the manufacturer’s recommendations for asbestos-cement 
pipe, couplings and fittings. 


2.5.3.(1) Vitrified clay pipe and fittings shall be certified by CSA to CSA Standard A60.1- 
M1967, Vitrified Clay Pipe. 


(2) Couplings and joints for vitrified clay pipe shall be certified by CSA to CSA Standard 
A60.3-M1976, Vitrified Clay Pipe Joints. 
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(3) No vitrified clay pipe and fittings shall be used in a plumbing system, except for an un- 
derground part of a drainage system. 


2.5.4. Reserved. 


2.5.5.(1) Polyethylene water pipe or tube shall be certified by CSA to CSA Standard B137.1- 
M1983, Polyethylene Pipe, tubing and fittings for cold water pressure services, and shall have 
a rated working pressure of 150 psi or more. 


(2) Polyethylene water pipe or tube shall only be used in underground installations in service 
pipe or distributing pipe. 


(3) Where polyethylene water pipe is used as described in Sentence (2), the end of the pipe in- 
side the building shall be brought above ground for a distance not greater than eighteen inches. 


(4) Polyethylene pipe or tube fittings and jointing materials shall be installed in accordance 
with the applicable sections of CSA Standard B137.1-M1983. 


2.5.6.(1) PVC water pipe and PVC fittings used with PVC water pipe shall be certified by 
CSA to CSA Standard B137.3-M1981, Rigid Poly (vinyl chloride) (PVC) Pipe for Pressure Ap- 
plications, and all joints and connections shall comply with section 4 of that standard. 


(2) PVC water pipe and fittings shall have a rated working pressure of 150 psi or greater and 
no PVC water pipe or fitting shall carry water of more than 100°F. 


(3) No plastic pipe shall be used where a water service pipe enters a building at a location 
where it will be subject to shear stresses between the foundation wall and the surrounding back 
fill, unless the plastic pipe is sleeved by a steel or ductile iron pipe embedded in or firmly at- 
tached to the foundation wall so as to remove any shear stresses. 


2.5.7.(1) CPVC pressure pipe and fittings shall be used as distributing pipe only where, 
(a) nominally horizontal piping is supported in accordance with Article 3.4.5.; and 


(b) the pipe and fittings are certified by CSA to CSA Standard B137.6-1971 and the 
working stresses including temperatures and pressures imposed on the p7pe or fittings 
are within the limits set by the said Standard and by the CSA publication 
B137.16M.1983 Recommended Practice. 


(2) Polybutylene pressure pipe or tube and fittings shall be used as distributing pipe only 
where, 


(a) the piping is supported so that it can be drained in above ground installations; 


(b) polybutylene distributing piping and fittings installed above ground and all polybuty- 
lene hot water piping and fittings installed below ground are certified by CSA to CSA 
Standard B137.8-M1977; and 


(c) polybutylene piping and fittings installed as service pipe or installed underground as 
cold water distributing pipe are certified by CSA to CSA Standard B137.7-M1983 or 
CSA Standard B137.8-M1977. 


(3) Where polybutylene pressure pipes or tube fittings are used in above ground installations, 
the pipe shall be supported with hangers so that sags of a magnitude to trap the line do not de- 
velop. 


2.5.8.(1) Plastic pipe, fittings and solvent cement used underground inside or outside a 
building in a drainage system shall be certified by CSA to, 


(a) CSA Standard B181.1-1973, Acrylonitrile-Butadiene-Styrene Drain, Waste and Vent 
(ABS-DWV) Pipe and Pipe Fittings; 


(b) CSA Standard B181.2-1973, Poly (vinyl chloride) Drain, Waste and Vent Pipe and 
Pipe Fittings; 


(c) CSA Standard B182.1-M1983, Plastic Drain and Sewer Pipe and Pipe Fittings; 


(d) CSA Standard B182.2-M1983, Large-Diameter, Type PSM PVC Sewer Pipe and Fit- 
tings; 


(e) CSA Standard B182.3-M1983, Large-Diameter, Type IPS PVC Sewer Pipe and Fit- 
tings; or 
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(f) CSA Standard B137.3-M1981, Rigid Poly (vinyl chloride) (PVC) Pipe for Pressure Ap- 
plications, 


as the case may be. 


(2) Plastic pipe used as described in Sentence (1) shall have a dimension ratio of thirty-five or 
less. 


(3) Pipe fittings made of polymeric plastic and used with asbestos cement sewer pipe shall be 
designed for the purpose and shall be certified to CSA Standard B127.1-M1977. 


2.5.9. Subject to Article 2.9.6, plastic pipe and fittings and solvent cement used with the 
pipe inside a building above the lowest floor in a drainage or venting system shall be certified 
by CSA to, 


(a) CSA Standard B181.1-1973, Acrylonitrile-Butadiene-Styrene Drain, Waste and Vent 
(ABS-DWV) Pipe and Pipe Fittings; or 


(b) CSA Standard B181.2-1973, Poly (vinyl chloride) Drain Waste and Vent Pipe and 
Pipe Fittings. 


Subsection 2.6. Ferrous Pipe and Fittings 


2.6.1.(1) Drainage piping, vent piping and fittings made of cast iron and any mechanical 
coupling equipment used therewith shall be certified by CSA to CSA Standard B70-M1978. 


(2) No cast iron soil pipe and fittings shall be used in a water supply system. 


2.6.2. Cast iron fittings designed for use with asbestos cement pipe for drainage purposes 
shall be certified by CSA to CSA Standard B127.1-M1977. 


2.6.3. Cast iron water pipe shall comply with, 
(a) ANSI/AWWA Standard C106/A21.6—1980; or 


(b) CSA Standard B131.13-1977, Ductile Iron Pipe, Centrifugally Cast in Metal Molds or 
Sand-Lined Molds for Water or other Liquids. 


2.6.4.(1) No welded and seamless steel pipe shall be used in a plumbing system except as pro- 
vided in Sentences (2) to (6). 


(2) Galvanized steel pipe may be used in a water service of 1% in. size or larger or a drainage 
or a venting system above ground inside a building . 


(3) Where galvanized steel pipe is used in a drainage system, it shall be used with drainage 
fittings. 


(4) No steel pipe shall be used in a potable water distributing system except in locations 
where the pipe remains accessible for maintenance and repair without structural changes to the 
building and all pipe and fittings of two inch size and smaller are zinc galvanized. 


(5) All steel piping shall comply with ASTM Standard A120 or AS53. 


(6) All steel pipe of four inch size and smaller shall be schedule 40 or heavier and fittings of 
less than two inch size shall be galvanized screw fittings. 


(7) Water distributing piping of two inch size or larger may be used with industrial type fit- 
tings where the industrial type fittings are used in accordance with the manufacturer’s recom- 
mendations. 


Subsection 2.7. Non-Ferrous Pipe and Fittings 


2.7.1.(1) Copper pipe shall comply with ASTM Standard B42-83, Seamless Copper Pipe, 
Standard Sizes. 


(2) Brass pipe shall comply with ASTM Standard B43-79, Seamless Red Brass Pipe, Stan- 
dard Sizes. 


2.7.2. Brass or bronze pipe flanges and flanged fittings shall comply with ANSI Standard 
B16.24-1971, Bronze Flanges and Flanged Fittings, 150 and 300 lb. 
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2.7.3.(1) Brass or bronze threaded pressure fittings shall comply with ANSI Standard 
B16.15-1978, Cast Bronze Threaded Fittings, Class 125 and 250. 


(2) No brass or bronze threaded pressure fittings shall be used in a drainage system. 
2.7.4.(1) Where copper tube is used in a plumbing system, it shall comply with, 

(a) ASTM Standard B88-83 Seamless Copper Water Tube; or 

(b) ASTM Standard B306-76 Copper Drainage Tube (DWV). 
(2) Copper tube shall be used in accordance with Table 2.7.A.

2.7.5.(1) Solder-joint fittings for drainage systems shall comply with, 


(a) CSA Standard B158.1-1976, Cast Brass Solder Joint Drainage, Waste and Vent Fit- 
tings; or 


(b) ANSI Standard B16.29-1973 Wrought Copper and Wrought Copper Alloy Solder 
Joint Drainage Fittings. 


(2) No solder-joint fittings for drainage shall be used in a water system. 
2.7.6.(1) Solder-joint fittings for a water system shall comply with, 
(a) ANSI Standard B16.18-1973 Cast Bronze Solder-joint Pressure Fittings; or 


(b) ANSI Standard B16.22-1973 Wrought Copper and Bronze Solder-joint Pressure Fit- 
tings. 


(2) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), solder-joint fittings for water systems not made by casting 
or the wrought process shall comply with the applicable requirements of ANSI Standard 
B16.18-1972, Cast Bronze Solder-joint Pressure Fittings. 


2.7.7.(1) Cast copper flared-joint fittings for copper tube water systems shall comply with 
ANSI Standard B16.26-1983, Cast Copper Alloy Fittings for Flared Copper Tubes. 


(2) Flared-joint fittings for copper tube water systems not made by casting shall comply with 
the applicable requirements of ANSI Standard B16.26-1983, Cast Copper Alloy Fittings for 
Flared Copper Tubes. 


(3) No compression fitting connecting to plain end pipe or tube shall be used in a plumbing 
system unless the pipe or tube and fittings are sufficiently stayed, clamped, anchored or but- 
tressed so as to prevent separation during normal service of the system allowing for surge pres- 
sures, 
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2.7.8.(1) Lead waste pipe and fittings shall comply with CSA Standard B67-1972, Lead Ser- 
vice Pipe, Waste Pipe, Traps, Bends and Accessories. 


(2) No lead pzpe or lead fittings shall be used in a potable water system. 


(3) Lead bends or lead stubs connected to pipe or fittings of material other than lead shall be 
wiped, swaged or spun on to the other material so as to make a permanently water-tight joint. 


Subsection 2.8. Jointing Materials 


2.8.1. Jointing materials shall be applied or installed as specified by the supplier or manu- 
facturer and, where materials are used that are not accompanied by application or installation 
specifications, the finished joints shall withstand all the applicable tests prescribed in Subsec- 
tions 3.6 and 3.7. 


Subsection 2.9. Miscellaneous Materials 
2.9.1. Flanges for the connection of fixtures having integral traps shall be made of, 
(a) brass; 
(b) acrylonitrile-butadiene-styrene; 
(c) poly (vinyl chloride); 
(d) copper; or 
(e) where used with cast iron pipe in concrete construction, cast iron. 


2.9.2. Every screw, bolt, nut and washer shall be of brass or equally corrosion resistant 
metal when used, 


(a) to connect a water closet to a water closet flange; 
(b) to anchor a flange; 
(c) to anchor a water closet; or 
(d) to hold cleanout covers or floor drain grates. 
2.9.3.(1) Every cleanout plug or cover shall be so manufactured that, 


(a) it will provide easy access to the interior of the piping for the life of the pipe in which it 
is installed; and 


(b) an airtight closure is maintained after each cleaning operation of the pipe to which it 
is connected. 


(2) No cleanout shall leak when the pipe in which it is installed is tested in accordance with 
this Code. 


2.9.4.(1) Groove and shoulder type mechanical pipe couplings shall comply with CSA Stan- 
dard B242-M1980, Groove and Shoulder Type Mechanical Pipe Couplings. 


(2) Groove and shoulder type mechanical pipe couplings shall be provided with an elastom- 
eric seal that shall be housed within a metal clamp that shall interlock with the groove or shoul- 
der on the pipe ends. 


2.9.5.(1) No saddle hub or saddle clamp shall be installed in a plumbing system. 


(2) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), a saddle hub or saddle clamp may be insta!led in a 
building drain or building sewer of nominal diameter not less than eight inches and that is in 
service provided that the connecting branch is at least two pipe sizes smaller than the run of the 
building drain or building sewer to which it is connected. 


2.9.6. No fixture trim or plumbing brass listed in Table 2.9.6.A. shall be installed in a 
plumbing system unless it is certified by CSA to CSA Standard B125-1975, or to the same 
drain, waste and vent standard as the drainage pipe. 
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2.9.7.(1) Every flushometer valve shall, 


(a) open fully and close positively under service pressure; 
(b) complete its cycle of operation automatically; 


(c) be provided with a means of regulating the volume of water that it discharges; and 
(d) be provided with a vacuum breaker or an integral air gap. 


(2) Every flushometer shall be equipped with a check valve or be so designed that loss of 
supply pressure will not automatically activate the valve when the supply is restored. 


2.9.8.(1) The orifice of every drinking fountain bubbler shall, 
(a) be shielded; and 


(b) direct the water upwards at an angle so that the water does not fall back on the orifice 
of the bubbler. 


(2) Every drinking fountain shall be equipped with a means of regulating the flow to the or- 
ifice of the drinking fountain bubbler. 


2.9.9. Back siphonage preventers and backflow preventers shall be certified by CSA to CSA 
Standard B64 Vacuum Breakers and Backflow Preventers, or certified by CSA to CSA Stan- 
dard B125 provided that they meet the applicable performance requirements of CSA Standard 
B64.1.1. 


2.9.10.(1) Every pressure relief valve, temperature relief valve or pressure and temperature 
relief valve shall comply with ANSI Standard Z21.22-1972 Relief Valves and Automatic Gas 
Shutoff Devices for Hot Water Supply Systems, or the C.G.A. Standard 4.4.-1976 “Tempera- 
ture, Pressure, Temperature and Pressure Relief Valves and Vacuum Relief Valves”. 


(2) Every relief valve shall be marked to show the service rating and to identify the manu- 
facturer and no relief valve shall be installed unless it releases before the water in the system 
reaches a temperature of 210° F or 150 psi. 


2.9.11. Flashing for piping penetrating the exterior of a building shall be certified by CSA to 
CSA Standard B272-M1978 or shall be fabricated from, 


(a) sheet lead weighing not less than five lbs/sq. ft.; 

(b) sheet copper weighing not less than ten oz./sq. ft. ; 

(c) sheet aluminum not less than 0.025 in. thick; or 

(d) galvanized sheet steel not less than twenty-eight gauge, provided that it can be re- 


placed without damage to roofing or cladding. 


SECTION 3—Piping 


Subsection 3.1. Application 


3.1.1.(1) This Section applies to the construction and use of joints and connections, and the 
arrangement, protection, support and testing of piping. 


(2) Pipe or tubing assembled to comprise a standard drain waste and venting system shall be 
connected with drain, waste and vent fittings in conformance with Table 3.1.1.A. 


(3) No double wye, double tee wye, double tee or double waste fittings shall be installed in a 
horizontal drainage pipe. 


Subsection 3.2. Construction and Use of Joints 


3.2.1.(1) Every caulked lead joint in drainage piping or vent piping shall be firmly packed 
| with oakum followed by a pour of lead not less than one inch in depth and tightly caulked to 
| form a water tight joint. 


(2) No paint, varnish or other coating shall be applied to the lead referred to in Sentence (1) 
until after the joint has been tested. 
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(3) No caulked lead joint shall be used in drainage piping or vent piping except to connect a 
pipe or fittings to a cast iron hub designed for the purpose. 


(4) Every hub, spigot pipe and pipe fitting installed in drainage piping shall be oriented with 
the hub at the upstream end. 
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3.2.2.(1) No wiped joint shall be used in a plumbing system. 


(2) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), a wiped joint may be used with lead sheet, lead pipe or be- 
tween lead pipe and copper pipe, tube or a ferrule. 


(3) Every wiped joint in straight pzpe shall, 
(a) be made of solder; 
(b) have an exposed surface on each side of the joint at least 34 in. wide; and 
(c) be at least % in. thick at the thickest part. 


(4) Every wiped flanged joint shall be reinforced with a lead flange that is at least 34 in. 
wide. 


3.2.3.(1) A screwed joint shall be made by reaming or filing out the ends of the pipe to the 
size of the bore and removing all chips and cuttings. 


(2) No thread lubricant or filler shall be allowed to get inside a pipe where the lubricant or 
filler is used in a joint. 


3.2.4.(1) A solder joint shall be made by cleaning, fluxing and soldering the surface to be sol- 
dered. i 


(2) A fused joint in copper tubing that is not socketted shall be silver soldered or brazed. 


3.2.5.(1) A flared joint in a pipe shall be made by expanding the pipe with a flaring tool de- 
signed for the purpose of flaring. 


(2) No tube in the immediate area of a flare on copper tubing shall be hard drawn or other- 
wise work hardened. 


3.2.6.(1) Hot-poured joints shall be yarned with oakum or other material and poured with 
hot asphalt or other material to make a water tight joint. 


(2) The hot asphalt or other material referred to in Sentence (1) shall be at least one inch in 
depth in the annular space and shall completely surround the spigot end of the pipe. 


(3) No hot-poured joint shall be used in connecting piping except on vitrified clay or concrete 
pipe or between ferrous pipe and concrete pipe or vitrified clay pipe. 


3.2.7.(1) A portland cement joint in pipe that has a size of six in. or less shall be made by 
completely filling the annular space between the bell and spigot with cement mortar. 


(2) Every portland cement joint in pipe that has a size of more than six in. shall be made by, 
(a) ramming a gasket into the annular space between bell and spigot; and 
(b) filling the annular space remaining between the bell and the spigot with mortar. 


(3) The exterior of every portland cement joint shall be carefully shaped from the outside of 
the bell to the pipe at an angle of not less than 30° and not greater than 60°. 


(4) No jointing residue or other material shall be left inside a pipe. 


(5) No portland cement joint shall be used in making a joint except to make a joint in pipe 
manufactured to be used with portland cement joints. 


3.2.8. Where lead sheet or pipes are joined by the burning of lead, the joint shall be of a size 
to make the joint as strong as the parent material. 


3.2.9. No pipe, fitting or jointing material used in a joint to connect pipe and fittings by the 


mechanical compression of elastomeric gaskets shall leak when tested in accordance with this 
Code. 


3.2.10. No cold applied caulking material shall be used in making a joint except to make a 
joint in piping with hubs or bells that are strong enough to withstand the caulking pressures 
and produce water tight joints. 
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Subsection 3.3. Joints and Connections 
3.3.1.(1) No water distributing pipe, drainage pipe or fittings shall be drilled or tapped. 
(2) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), a drainage pipe or fitting may be drilled or tapped, 


(a) to provide for the connection of a trap seal primer line; 


(b) to provide for the turning of a T in copper tubing of type L or heavier, where the re- 
sulting T limits the depth of insertion of the branch pipe or tube; 


(c) to connect a device designed to dispense germicidal or odour control chemicals or trap 
seal water to a floor drain downstream of a vacuum breaker or flush valve in a flush 
tube connected to a sanitary unit; 


(d) to provide a hole for a branch connection to a drainage pipe, where the branch con- 
nection is made with a saddle hub as permitted by Article 2.9.5., and where the hole 
is drilled to provide a smooth clean hole of the required size and orientation; or 


(e) to provide for the connection of pipe or fittings to metal or rigid plastic pipe and fit- 
tings where the pipe or fittings are thick enough to be threaded or are bossed for tap- 
ping. 


(2) No pipe adaption shall be made by the use of a bushing that leaves a square edge or 
shoulder on the inside of the pipe or fitting. 


3.3.2.(1) No cast-iron soil pipe or fitting shall be welded. 
(2) No galvanized steel pipe and fittings shall be welded. 


3.3.3.(1) No joints with sliding contacts shall be used in vent piping or in drainage piping 
downstream of a trap. 


(2) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), one sliding contact or slip joint may be used for each 
fixture installation, between the fixture trap and the vent, provided that the slip joint is smooth 
on the inside, remains air and water tight and remains accessible for inspection and mainten- 
ance. 


3.3.4. Every connection between two pipes of different size shall be made with an increaser 
or reducer fitting so installed that it will permit the system to be completely drained. 


3.3.5.(1) Every floor mounted fixture shall connect to a fixture outlet pipe by a means of a 
gasketed floor flange. 


(2) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), a cast iron trap standard may be caulked to a cast iron 
hub, or a long horned china fixture made to connect to a Multikwik or similar fitting may be 
used. 


(3) Every floor flange shall be of brass or copper. 


(4) Notwithstanding Sentence (3), a plastic floor flange may be used where plastic drainage 
pipe is used in a drainage system. 


(5) Notwithstanding Sentence (3), where a water closet or other sanitary unit is mounted on 
a concrete floor or wall and connected to a cast iron waste pipe, a cast iron flange may be used 
to connect the water closet or other sanitary unit to the cast iron waste pipe. 


(6) Every floor flange shall be securely set and fastened on a firm base and bolted to the 
flange face of the fixture. 


(7) The flanged joint referred to in Sentence (6) shall be gasketed to make it water tight. 


(8) Where a flange is connected to piping by a lead stub, the stub shall be at least three 
inches long. 


3.3.6. Every plumbing system shall be so compensated for thermal expansion and contrac- 
tion within the system that the resulting stresses and strains will not exceed the design limits of 
the materials being used. 


3.3.7.(1) No hard drawn copper tube shall be bent. 
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(2) Bends in copper tubing of soft or bending temper shall be made with tools manufactured 
and sized for the purpose. 


(3) No type M or type DWV copper tube shall be bent. 


3.3.8.(1) Where a fixture or device is connected to an indirect waste pipe, the connection 
shall be made by terminating the fixture drain above the flood level rim of a directly connected 
fixture to form an air break. 


(2) An air break referred to in Sentence (1) shall be at least one inch and in any event be not 
less than twice the size of the indirect waste pipe. 
Subsection 3.4. Support of Piping 


3.4.1. Piping shall be provided with support that keeps the pipe in alignment and that bears 
the weight of the pipe and its contents. 


3.4.2. Every pipe that is connected to a fixture, tank or device shall be supported indepen- 
dently of the fixture, tank or device and the fixture, tank or device shall be so supported as to 
impose no load on the piping. 


3.4.3. Where a hanger or support for copper or brass pipe or tubing is of metal other than 
brass or copper, the hanger or support shall be so separated that it is electrically insulated from 
the pipe or tube. 


3.4.4.(1) Vertical piping shall be supported at intervals that do not exceed twenty-five feet or 
two storeys whichever is the lesser. 


(2) Supports for vertical piping shall be anchor points or guides. 


(3) Completed piping shall be firmly held in place by anchors that allow for sufficient move- 
ment in the guides to minimize thermal expansion and contraction stresses. 


3.4.5.(1) Nominally horizontal piping that is inside a building shall be braced to prevent 
swaying and buckling and where the pipe is not self staying, it shall be tied with rods, braced or 
buttressed to compensate for forces of internal thrust. 


(2) Nominally horizontal piping shall be supported as follows: 
1. Iron or steel pipe shall be supported at intervals not exceeding those indicated in Ta- 
ble 3.4.5.A.

2. Lead pipe shall be supported throughout its length. 


3. Supports of cast iron pipe shall be placed at intervals not exceeding five ft. when the 
pipe length is ten ft. or less and not exceeding three ft. if the pipe has mechanical 
joints and the lengths of pipe between adjacent joints or fittings is twelve in. or less. 


4. Supports of asbestos-cement pipe shall be placed at intervals not exceeding 61% ft. 
when the pipe length is thirteen ft. or less, and not exceeding three ft. if the length of 
pipe between joints or fittings is twelve in. or less. 
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5. Supports of ABS or PVC plastic drain, waste and vent pipe shall be placed at inter- 
vals not exceeding four ft. 


6. Supports of CPVC plastic pipe shall be placed at intervals not exceeding three ft. for 
pipe sizes of 1% in. or less, and not exceeding four ft. for sizes larger than 114 in. 


7. Where joints in the piping are less rigid than the pipe, the support points shall be se- 
lected so as to minimize the shear and bending forces imposed on the joints. 


(3) Where PVC, CPVC or ABS plastic pipe is installed, 
(a) the pipe shall be so aligned that there is no strain on the piping, fittings or fixtures; 
(b) no pipe shall be forced into position after it is jointed; and 
(c) no hanger shall be installed that will compress, cut or abrade the pipe. 


(4) Every pipe hanger shall be of such a size and design that the factor of safety is not less 
than that normally used for similar material in structural members. 


(5) Where a hanger is attached to stone, brick, cement, concrete or other similar material, 
the attachment shall be made by means of permanent inserts or fasteners, 


(a) that are manufactured for the intended purpose; and 


(b) that can be installed without damage to the surrounding stone, bricks, cement, con- 
crete or other material, 


and, where the fastener is driven by impact, the load on the fastener shall be predominantly a 
shear load. 


(6) No buried piping supported by hangers cast in concrete shall be earth loaded so as to 
cause a failure in the pipe or the hangers. 


3.4.6. Nominally horizontal piping that is underground shall be supported on a prepared 
base that will maintain the desired grade and alignment of the pipe, throughout its service life. 


3.4.7.(1) Where underground piping that is part of a plumbing system traverses soil incapa- 
ble of maintaining it in position, the piping shall be supported by a layer of concrete. 


(2) The layer of concrete referred to in Sentence (1) shall be supported by piers where the soil 
is incapable of supporting the concrete. 


(3) The layer of concrete referred to in Sentence (1) shall be not less than four inches thick 
and shall extend at least six inches beyond each side of the pipe. 


(4) Steel rods of % inch diameter shall be embedded in the layer of concrete referred to in 
Sentence (1) parallel to the longitudinal axis of the concrete and, 


(a) the bottom of the rods shall not be less than 34 inch and not more than 1% inches 
above the bottom of the concrete; 


(b) the two rods on the outside shall not be more than two inches from the sides of the 
layer of concrete; 


(c) the rods, other than the outside rods, shall be equally spaced between the two outside 
rods at the same elevation and parallel to them; 


(d) no two adjacent rods shall be less than four inches apart nor farther apart than twice 
the thickness of the layer of concrete; and 


(e) where the rods are not continuous and the ends are not anchored in the layer of con- 
crete, the ends of the rods shall overlap at least two feet. 


(5) Where piers are used, they shall, 
(a) each have a cross-sectional area of not less than 110 square inches; 
(b) be not more than eight feet apart; and 


(c) extend down to solid foundation. 
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3.4.8. Where a vent pipe protrudes through a roof or wall so far as to become structurally 
unstable, it shall be braced or guyed to be stable. 


Subsection 3.5. Protection of Piping 
3.5.1. Where piping is installed underground, the back fill shall be such that, 
(a) it will not corrode the pipe; and 


(b) it will evenly distribute any pressure on the pipe. 


3.5.2. Where underground piping is traversed by pedestrian or vehicular traffic and the 
back fill over the pipe is not sufficient to provide protection from the traffic, the piping shall be 
protected by paving or bridging. 


3.5.3. Where piping passes through or under a wall, it shall be so installed that the wall does 
not bear on the pipe. 


3.5.4. All piping shall be so installed and protected that where the building in which it is in- 
stalled is left vacant for periods of up to forty-eight hours with an ambient temperature above 
43°F, the pipes will not freeze up. 


3.5.5. Piping and equipment exposed to mechanical hazards shall be so protected as to elim- 
inate the hazards. 


3.5.6.(1) Underground drainage piping of polymeric plastic shall, in addition to the other re- 
quirements of this subsection, be protected by the use of select pipe bedding as set out in Sen- 
tences (2), (3) and (4). 


(2) Select pipe bedding shall consist of a non-cohesive ballast material of which at least 50% 
will pass a % inch sieve and 100% will pass a % inch sieve, and that completely surrounds the 
pipe by a radial depth of at least four inches and that is sufficiently consolidated so that the in- 
tended earth loading will not produce further compaction. 


(3) Certified drain, waste and vent piping of polymeric plastic having schedule 40 dimen- 
sions shall be installed with select pipe bedding where the fill over the pipe will be subject to 
vehicular traffic or where the burial depth exceeds eight feet. 


(4) Sewer pipe of polymeric plastic certified to a standard that requires a minimum pi?e stiff- 
ness of 40 lbs/in/in (275 kPa) shall be installed with select pipe bedding where the fill over the 
pipe will be subject to vehicular traffic or where the burial depth measured from the top of the 
pipe exceeds 21% feet. 


Subsection 3.6. Testing of Drainage & Venting Systems 


3.6.1.(1) A water test to test whether or not a leak exists in the pipe, fittings or joints of a 
plumbing system shall be conducted as follows on all or any part of the piping system: 


1. The piping to be tested shall be sealed up with test plugs and filled with water, ensur- 
ing that all air is removed from the piping. 


2. Every part of the piping under test shall be under hydrostatic pressure of at least five 
feet static head. 


3. Notwithstanding paragraph 2, the upper five feet of a drainage or venting system 
shall be tested by filling the stack vent to overflowing outside the building where the 
piping is installed. 


4. The test shall be carried out for at least fifteen minutes during which time the piping 
shall be examined for any evidence of leakage. 


(2) An air test to test whether or not a leak exists in the pipe, fittings or joints of a plumbing 
system shall be used when lack of sufficient water to carry out the test, freezing temperatures 
or other limiting circumstances make a water test impracticable, and shall be conducted as fol- 
lows on all or any part of the piping system: 


1. When a drainage and venting system is completed except for the connection of fix- 
tures, the piping to be tested shall be sealed up with test plugs and pressured with air 
at a minimum pneumatic test pressure of at least five psi. 
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2. The test shall be carried out for at least fifteen minutes during which time the piping 
and the attached pressure gauge shall be examined for any evidence of leakage. 


(3) A ball test to test whether or not a pipe is unobstructed and to test that it is graded contin- 
uously in the direction of the intended flow may be carried out on any nominally horizontal run 
of pipe and shall be carried out on buried drainage piping and shall be conducted as follows: 


1. The test ball shall be of a size that will roll freely through the pipe to be tested and 
shall have a specific gravity greater than one. 


2. The test ball shall be placed in the high end of the pipe and allowed to roll, without 
any propulsive force other than that of gravity, to the low end of the pipe, where if 
there are no obstructions, it shall be caught and removed. 


(4) A smoke test to test whether or not the trap seals, trap connections, fixture connections 
and any other work performed has left the system air tight after the fixtures have been con- 
nected to the drainage system and after a water test or air test has been carried out shall be con- 
ducted as follows: 


1. Stack openings, sewer connections and any other untrapped openings shall be closed 
temporarily to withstand a pressure of at least one inch water gauge. 


2. Traps shall be filled with water. 


3. The system being tested shall be pressured up to one inch water gauge as indicated by 
a manometer, draft gauge or other pressure gauge and shall be sealed. 


4. The test shall be carried out for at least fifteen minutes and the attached manometer 
or gauge shall be examined for any evidence of leakage. 


Subsection 3.7. Testing of Potable Water Systems 


3.7.1.(1) Where a potable water system is to be tested, it shall be tested with a hydrostatic 
test of not less than 150 psig for at least one hour to determine whether or not there is evidence 
of leakage. 


(2) An air test may be used in lieu of a hydrostatic test referred to in Sentence (1) when the 
hydrostatic test is impracticable due to freezing temperatures, lack of a sufficient water supply 
to carry out the test or other limiting circumstances. 


(3) When an air test is used in lieu of a hydrostatic test, the test pressure shall not exceed 100 
psig and shall be carried out for at least two hours. 


(4) When a test is conducted hydrostatically the test medium shall be potable water. 


SECTION 4—Drainage Systems 


Subsection 4.1. Application 


4.1.1. This Section applies to a sanitary drainage system and connections thereto. 


Subsection 4.2. Connections to Drainage Systems 


4.2.1.(1) All drainage piping from plumbing fixtures and plumbing appliances shall drain to 
other drainage piping and shall terminate in the building sewer. 


(2) Laundry equipment, other than fixtures, shall be drained to a sanitary sewer but is not 
required to be directly connected to a sanitary sewer. 


(3) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), food handling, storage or processing equipment in which 
food is not in sealed containers shall not be directly connected to drainage or storm drainage 
piping. 

(4) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), no floor drain shall be connected to storm drainage pipe. 


(5) The waste pipe from any single fixture and of a diameter of not more than 1% inches may 
connect to, . 


(a) a yoke vent of two-inch size or greater; or 
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(b) a circuit vent, loop or relief vent of two-inch size or greater that serves fixtures on only 
one floor. 


(6) Where the lower end of a vent stack connects to a soil stack, waste stack or building drain 
in accordance with article 5.3.2., a waste pipe of a diameter of not more than 1! inches serving 
a single fixtwre may connect to the vent stack. 


(7) In Sentence (6) the location of the fixtwre and the connection of the waste pipe to the vent 
stack shall be on the same storey as the connection of the vent stack to the soil stack, waste 
stack or building drain, as the case may be. 


(8) Where a vertical soil or waste stack that has a connected load of twenty fixture units or 
more discharges to horizontal drainage piping that may or may not be an offset in the stack, no 
fixtures shall be connected to the horizontal drainage pipe for a distance of at least five feet 
downstream from the rising stack. 


4.2.2.(1) The waste from a drinking fountain may be directly or indirectly drained to a sani- 
tary or a storm drainage system and may be used to prime trap seals. 


(2) Where a drinking fountain waste is used to prime trap seal, the fountain trap does not re- 
quire a vent. 


4.2.3.(1) The fixture through which an indirect waste pipe is discharged shall be, 
(a) open; 


(b) served by a vented P trap having a minimum size of 1% inches or having one pipe size 
larger than the largest indirect waste pipe draining into it, whichever is the greater; 
and 


(c) located in an accessible, ventilated and frost-free place. 


(2) The air break between the indirect waste pipe and the rim of the fixture into which it dis- 
charges shall be at least twice the diameter of the indirect waste pipe or one inch whichever is 
the greater. 


(3) A vented trap not less than 1% inches trade size, installed specifically to receive only the 
discharge from one or more indirect waste pipes shall be deemed to be a fixture. 


(4) Every indirect waste pipe shall be trapped. 


(5) No vent is required on an indirect waste pipe unless the indirect collector system receives 
drainage on three or more floors. 


(6) Where indirect drainage piping is vented, the vent pipe shall go independently to open 


air. 
(7) Every indirect waste pipe carrying waste from food or beverage equipment shall, 
(a) if serving one single waste outlet, have a minimum inside diameter of 3% inch; 


(b) if serving more than one waste outlet, have a minimum inside diameter of 1% inches, 
and be calculated in accordance with Table 4.10.A.; 


(c) have a cleanout access at every change of direction of more than 45°; 


(d) have a sufficient number of line cleanouts so that no part of the waste pipe is more 
than twenty feet downstream from an access point; and 


(e) have one or more openings where the indirect waste pipe may receive water or clean- 
ing solution for the purpose of flushing the entire length of the indirect waste pipe. 


Subsection 4.3. Location of Fixtures 


4.3.1. Every fixture, appliance, interceptor, cleanout, valve, device or piece of equipment 
shall be so located that it is readily accessible for use, cleaning and maintenance. 


4.3.2. No fixture, funnel drain, hub drain or floor drain, receiving indirect drainage from a 
higher elevation, or that is subject to overflow, shall be located in a crawl space or other unfre- 
quented area. 
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4.3.3. No garbage grinder, potato peeler or other piece of food processing equipment shall 
be located upstream of a grease interceptor. 


4.3.4. Where gang trapped floor drains or fixtures are used, they shall be contained within 
one room. 
Subsection 4.4. Treatment of Sewage & Wastes 


4.4.1, The temperature of discharged sewage shall not exceed 170°F. 


Subsection 4.5. Traps 


Article 4.5.1. Floor Drains and Hub Drains 


4.5.1.(1) Floor drains and hub drains shall be deemed to be plumbing fixtures and shall be 
separately trapped and vented. 


(2) Where a drain is intended to serve as a hub drain and not a floor drain, the flood level of 
the drain shall be at least 1% inches above the surrounding floor area. 


(3) A trap serving a floor drain or hub drain shall have a supply of water flowing through it 
sufficient to maintain its trap seal. 


(4) Where water cannot be maintained in a trap referred to in Sentence (3), a mechanical de- 
vice shall be installed in the trap to maintain the necessary water level in the trap to maintain a 
trap seal. 


(5) Where a mechanical device is installed to furnish water to a trap, the pipe or tube con- 
veying water from the device to the trap shall be at least % inch inside diameter. 


(6) No trap serving a floor drain or hub drain shall be less than two inch trade size and if in- 
stalled in direct contact with the earth shall be not less than three inch trade size. 


(7) Every trap serving a floor drain or hub drain shall be vented. 


(8) Notwithstanding Sentences (1) and (7), a trap serving a floor drain or hub drain is not re- 
quired to be vented where, 


(a) the size of the trap is at least three inches; 
(b) the length of the fixture drain is at least thirty-six inches; 


(c) the fixture drain from the trap connects as a branch to a building drain or to a sub 
drain or horizontal branch of a building drain or a hub drain, none of which are 
smaller than four inch trade size; and 


(d) the total fall on the fixture drain between the trap and the connection to the building 
drain or other permitted pipe does not exceed the inside diameter of the fixture drain. 


(9) Where a fixture drain that is connected as set out in clause (8)(c) is less than five feet from 
the base of a stack, the connection shall be made above the horizontal centre line of the 
building drain. 


(10) The grate or strainer of every floor drain shall, 


(a) be removable and replaceable without the removal or replacement of any grout, mor- 
tar or adhesive; 


(b) be firmly held when in place so that a grate laid in a recess in the floor remains flush 
with the finished floor; and 


(c) where there is a tendency for the grate to dislodge it, be held in place with bolts or 
screws that comply with Sentence 2.9.2.(1). 


(11) A floor drain in a room or area where vehicular traffic occurs shall, 


(a) be made of metal or concrete with a perforated metal cover or metal strainer of suffi- 
cient strength to support the vehicular traffic; 


(b) be connected to a drainage pipe of at least three inch trade size; 
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(c) have a trap seal of at least six inches; 
(d) be equipped with a cleanout; and 


(e) where an elbow is installed in the sump, comply with the requirements of Sentence 
7.4.2.(2). 


(12) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), floor drains in a parking garage shall be, 


(a) individually trapped and connected directly to drainage piping; 


(b) gang trapped and connected directly to drainage piping; or 


(c) connected to an indirect waste system and shall be trapped where there are vapours or 
odours that may move from one floor drain to another floor drain. 


(13) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), floor drains installed for the sole purpose of draining off 
water spilled by a sprinkler system or other equally odour free and non-putrescible substances 
may be gang trapped if all the floor drains are in the same room and at the same floor level. 


(14) No floor drain in a room or area in which a furnace or boiler is located shall connect to 
any drainage pipe that might convey a flammable substance. 


Article 4.5.2. Fixture Traps Other Than Floor Drains & Hub Drains 


4.5.2.(1) Every fixture, funnel drain or other opening receiving indirect waste shall be di- 
rectly connected to drainage piping and shall be separately trapped and vented except as other- 
wise provided in Sentences 4.5.1.(8) and 5.1.1.(2). 


(2) Fixtures having more than one compartment or more than one drain from the same com- 
partment may have all drains connected to the same trap if the developed length of the waste 
pipe from the stopper of the most distant drain to the trap does not exceed thirty-six inches. 


(3) Two or more washing machines may be gang trapped where each machine is individually 
connected by hose manufactured for the purpose to a standing waste pipe provided that all the 
machines are in the same room and on the same floor level. 


(4) Two or more laboratory sinks draining only non-putrescible wastes may be gang trapped 
provided that no noxious or hazardous gases can escape from the untrapped piping and all 
sinks are in the same room on the same floor level. 


(5) An interceptor that is installed in a plumbing system and that fulfills all the requirements 
of a trap with respect to function and location shall be deemed to be a trap. 


(6) Where more than one fixture discharges through the same grease interceptor, each 
fixture shall be trapped and vented. 


Article 4.5.3. Traps Other Than Fixture Traps 


4.5.3.(1) Where storm drainage piping connects to drainage piping, a trap with an accessible 
cleanout shall be installed in the storm drainage piping. 


(2) Where a foundation drain or a subsurface drain is connected to a sanitary drainage 
system, the drain shall be protected against the back up of sewer gas and the sanitary drainage 
system shall be protected against the entry of grit and silt from the subsoil. 


(3) An interceptor for sand or other sediment shall have a trap seal of not less than six inches. 
(4) Where a building trap is installed it shall, 

(a) be provided with a cleanout on the upstream side of and directly over the trap; 

(b) be located upstream of the building sewer cleanout; 

(c) be located, 


(i) inside the building as close as practical to the place where the building drain 
leaves the building, or 


(ii) outside the building in a manhole; and 
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(d) be located not more than four feet downstream of a fresh air inlet that complies with 
article 5.4.3. 


(5S) Where a waste pipe from a drinking fountain connects to storm drainage piping, a 
backwater valve or a checkvalve shall be installed in the waste pipe between its trap and the 
connection. 


(6) No drainage pipe shall be double trapped. 


Subsection 4.6. Arrangements of Drainage Piping 
4.6.1.(1) No vertical drainage pipe shall conduct both sanitary sewage and storm water. 


(2) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), waste from a drinking fountain may be discharged into 
storm drainage. 


(3) Where drainage piping and storm drainage piping are joined, the junction shall be down- 
stream of the building drain. 


(4) Every drainage system, venting system and dead end shall be so graded that water will 
not collect in them and there are no unused open ends. 


(5) Branch drainage piping shall have the fittings installed so that the converging streams 
meet at an angle of less than 90°. 


4.6.2. No soil or waste pipe shall be located where leakage, condensate or other moisture 
dripping from the pipe can find its way into a potable water supply or food or beverage in 
process or storage. 


4.6.3.(1) Where drainage piping cannot be drained directly into a building sewer, it shall dis- 
charge into a tank that is water tight and air tight except for the pipe connections coming into 
and leaving the tank. 


(2) A sewage tank in or under a building shall be water tight and air tight, shall be vented to 
open air in accordance with article 5.6.5. and shall be separate from any other tank. 


(3) Where a tank is installed as set out in Sentence (1), pump or ejector equipment shall be 
installed to transport sanitary sewage from the tank to the building sewer or building drain. 


(4) Where the pump or ejector equipment referred to in Sentence (3) is not automatically 
controlled, the tank shall have sufficient capacity to accomodate at least a twenty-four-hour ac- 
cumulation of sanitary sewage. 


(5) Where a building trap is used in a plumbing system, the discharge from the sewage tank 
shall enter the building drain or building sewer downstream of the building trap unless a con- 
nection upstream of the trap will not cause the system to malfunction. 


(6) Every discharge pipe from a sewage tank or pump shall be equipped with a union, check 
valve and a shut-off valve installed in that sequence in the direction of discharge. 


4.6.4. Where a backwater device is installed in drainage piping, it shall be so designed and 
installed that when there is no back up of sewage, the device will not interfere with the normal 
operation of the system. 


4.6.5.(1) Where a main sewer is installed at an elevation below the elevation of the bottom of 
a wall of a building or other structure and the building drain connects to a stack through a 
floor, the drain shall retain its full size up through the floor and above the floor, but where pipe 
and fittings are used that are restricted to underground installation, they shall terminate at the 
lower side of the floor. 


(2) For the purposes of Sentence (1), a cleanout shall be the same size as the building drain. 


(3) Where a building drain enters a building above the elevation of the bottom of the wall of 
a building, the building drain shall be deemed to terminate at the first point that the drainage 
pipe changes direction from horizontal to vertical where a cleanout that is in compliance with 
Sentence 4.7.3.(1) is installed at that point.

Subsection 4.7. Cleanouts 


4.7.1.(1) In this subsection, “abrupt change of direction” means any deflection from a 
straight line course that exceeds 45° and that is not a smooth sweep having a turning radius of 
at least three pipe diameters. 


(2) Every sanitary drainage system shall be provided with cleanouts that will permit clean- 
ing of the entire system. 


(3) A cleanout shall be installed at the bottom of every soil or waste stack that connects to a 
horizontal drainage pipe. 


(4) Notwithstanding Sentence (2), a cleanout may be installed in a horizontal drainage pipe 
in the vicinity of the soil or waste stack, provided that the cleanout provides access to the 
horizontal drainage piping for a plumber standing near the bottom of the stack. 


(5) Every building drain shall be provided with a cleanout that is located as close as practi- 
cal to the place where the building drain leaves the building. 


(6) Where piping drains a kitchen sink or other food or beverage storage or processing equip- 
ment, the cleanout access openings to the piping shall be so located that all parts of the piping 
may be reached by working downstream of the fixture a distance of not more than twenty feet. 


(7) Every sanitary building sewer or combined building sewer that does not contain a man- 
hole shall be provided with a cleanout access at every abrupt change of direction in either the 
horizontal or the vertical plane. 


(8) Where an abrupt change of direction in piping is accomplished by a series of deflections 
of 45° or less, a length of pipe at least one foot long shall be installed between every adjacent 
pair of deflection points. 


(9) A cleanout shall be located immediately downstream of an oil interceptor. 


4.7.2.(1) A cleanout shall be provided on the upstream side and directly over every running 
trap. 


(2) Every waste pipe serving a wall hung urinal shall be provided with a cleanout that is ex- 
tended above the flood level of the fixture and to the face of a wall where it is readily accessible. 


4.7.3.(1) On drainage piping of four inch size and smaller, the minimum size cleanout open- 
ing shall be the same as the pipe, and on drainage piping larger than four inch size, the cleanout 
opening shall be four inch or larger such that the maximum spacing between cleanouts on 
horizontal pipe is, 


(a) in the case of a sink waste pipe, twenty ft.; 


(b) in the case of a horizontal sanitary drainage and waste pipe other than a sink, fifty ft.; 
and 


(c) in the case of a horizontal sanitary drainage pipe larger than four inch size, 100 ft. 


(2) All parts of drainage piping shall be accessible by rodding in a downstream direction not 
more than the distance allotted in clause (1)(a), (b) or (c), as the case may be. 


(3) Building sewers of six in. through twenty-one in. size and 100 ft. or more in length shall 
be provided with access through manholes spaced not more than 300 ft. apart and no manhole 
shall be more than eighty-five ft. downstream from a building drain. 


(4) Sewer piping of a size larger than twenty-one in. shall have manholes spaced at intervals 
of not more than 500 ft. and no manhole shall be more than eighty-five ft. downstream of a 
building drain. 


(5) Cleanouts that provide access for rodding in one direction only shall be installed so as to 
provide rodding in the downstream direction. 


4.7.4.(1) Cleanouts and access covers shall be so located that the openings are readily 
accessible for rodding and cleaning purposes. 


(2) No cleanout shall be located in a floor assembly so as to constitute a hazard to any person 
and no cleanout shall be used as a floor drain. 
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(3) Where a manhole is installed to provide access to underground drainage piping, the mini- 
mum in side clear dimension of the manhole shall be forty-eight inches and, when enclosed 
within a building, shall be air tight and vented to open air. 


Subsection 4.8. Minimum Slope & Lengths of Drainage Pipes 


4.8.1.(1) Every fixture drain and every drainage pipe of three in. size or less shall have a 
minimum grade of % in. per foot in the direction of flow. 


(2) Sentence (1) does not apply to a force main. 


(3) Where it is not possible to grade as set out in Sentence (1), a lesser grade may be used if it 
will produce a gravity flow rate of at least two ft. per second. 


4.8.2. No fixture outlet pipe shall exceed three ft. in developed length. 


Subsection 4.9. Minimum Size of Drainage Pipes 


4.9.1. No drainage pipe that is of minimum size required by this Code for the purpose for 
which it is installed shall be so connected as to drain to other drainage pipe of lesser capacity. 


4.9.2.(1) Every waste pipe, except for a force main, that serves a water closet shall be at least 
three inch size. 


(2) Every horizontal drainage pipe serving three or more water closets shall be at least four 
inch size. 


(3) Every soil stack that serves more than six water closets shall be at least four inch size. 
(4) Every building drain and every building sewer shall be at least four inch size. 


4.9.3. Plumbing fixtures listed in column 1 of Table 4.9.A. shall have the outlet pzpe size 
and the hydraulic load rating set opposite thereto in columns 2 and 3 respectively. 


4.9.4. No force main is required to meet the minimum size requirements of gravity drainage 
piping as set out in Table 4.9.A.

Subsection 4.10. Hydraulic Loads 
4.10.1. The hydraulic load on a pipe is the total load from, 
(a) every fixture that is connected to the system upstream of the pipe; 


(b) every fixture for which provision is made for future connections upstream of the pipe; 
and 


(c) all roofs and paved surfaces that drain into the system upstream of the pipe, including 
water deflected from vertical walls. 


4.10.2. Where the trap size is known, the hydraulic load of a plumbing fixture not listed in 
Table 4.9.A. shall be assigned a value in accordance with Table 4.10.A.

(2) No vertical drainage pipe that is a waste pipe, branch, waste stack or soil stack of three 
in. trade size conveying a waste load designated in fixture units shall have more than thirty 
fixture units connected to it.

SECTION 5—Venting System 


Subsection 5.1. Vent Pipes for Traps 


5.1.1.(1) Except as provided in Sentences (2), (3) and Article 5.2.1., every trap shall be vent- 
ed. 


(2) A trap that serves a floor drain, interceptor or sump, directly connected to a building 
drain is not required to be vented where, 


(a) the size of the trap is at least three inches; 
(b) the length of the fixture drain is at least thirty-six inches; 
(c) the total fall on the fixture drain does not exceed its inside diameter; and 


(d) the minimum slope on a three inch fixture drain is ¥% in/ft and on sizes larger than 
three inch is 4% in/ft. 


(3) A trap is not required to be vented where, 
(a) it vents a subsoil drainage pipe; 
(b) it vents a storm drainage system; or 


(c) it forms part of an indirect drainage system, less than three storeys high. 


Subsection 5.2. Stack Venting & Modified Stack Venting, Loop & Circuit Venting and 
Relief Venting 


5.2.1. A vertical soil or waste stack that is not less than three inch diameter that is extended 
as a stack vent is not required to be vented when the connection of the fixture drain meets the 
following requirements: 


1. The number of stack vented fixtures connected to one stack above the water closet is 
not greater than four. 


2. All fixtures of the stack vented group numbering four or less above the water closet 
are on the same floor level or storey and the stack receives no waste at a higher level. 


3. The number of stack vented water closets is not greater than two. 


4. Where two water closets are installed they are connected at the same level to a vertical 
part of the stack by means of a double Y fitting. 


5. Where there are two water closets in a stack vented group and they are installed as de- 
scribed in paragraph 4, the remaining fixtwres of the group are connected directly and 
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independently to the stack above the connection of the two water closets and the up- 
permost fixture is connected to the vertical stack. 


6. Where there is only one water closet in the stack vented group it is connected to the 
vertical stack or the horizontal continuation of the stack and the remaining fixtures 
upstream of the water closet are connected directly and independently to the stack and 
the uppermost fixture is connected to the vertical portion of the stack. 


7. The total number of fixture units connected above the water closet is not greater than 
SIX. 


8. No fixture drain connected above the water closet is of more than two inch trade size 
and is not serving a siphonic trap. 


5.2.2.(1) A horizontal branch off a stack or a building drain may be loop or circuit vented 
where, 


(a) the loop or circuit vented branch is of a size three inches or greater; 


(b) the number of loop or circuit vented fixtures is less than seven per cent and in any 
group of six or less circuit vented fixtures all but the last of the group are downstream 
of the point where the circuit or loop vent connects to the branch; 


(c) the loop or circuit vented fixture is a sanitary unit, floor drain, hub drain, shower 
drain or trap standard slop sink; 


(d) all fixtures connected to the loop or circuit vented branch are on the same floor level; 
(e) no soil or waste stack connects to the loop or circuit vented branch; 


(f) no loop or circuit vented trap has a horizontal run of waste pipe of more than five ft.; 
and 


(g) in a water closet installation, no loop or circuit vented trap has a horizontal run of 
waste pipe of more than five feet nor a vertical run of more than three feet. 


(2) Where a stack or a building drain has a loop or circuit vented branch connected to it and 
the Joop or branch carries more than six fixture units of drainage upstream of the connection or 
has connected to it a drainage pipe larger than two inch size or receives drainage from a higher 
floor level, the loop or circuit vented branch shall be relief vented. 


(3) A relief vent required by Sentence (2) may be a wet vent if it is of two in. size or greater 
and no more than one fixture having a maximum of 1! fixture units is drained into it. 


(4) Where no more than six loop or circuit vented fixture traps are connected to two or more 
horizontal branches that connect to the same horizontal branch, the horizontal branches may 
have a combined relief vent. 


Subsection 5.3. Vent Pipes for Soil or Waste Stacks 


5.3.1. The upper end of every soil or waste stack shall terminate in a stack vent and the 
stack vent shall terminate in open air outside the building or connect directly or through a 
header to another stack vent or vent stack that does terminate in open air outside the building. 


5.3.2.(1) Where back vents, relief vents, circuit vents or loop vents are installed in two or 
more storeys served by a soil stack or waste stack, a vent stack shall be installed in conjunction 
with the soil or waste stack. 


(2) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), a vent stack is not required to be installed in conjunction 
with the soil or waste stack in a residential building of three storeys or less. 


(3) A vent stack shall, 
(a) have its lower end connected to, 


(i) the waste stack or soil stack at or below the lowest horizontal drainage pipe 
connected to the waste stack or soil stack, or 


(ii) the building drain immediately downstream of the stack connection; 


(b) extend to the open air independently or through a header; and 
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(c) have a lower end, where it is connected to the soil stack, waste stack or building 
drain, that is large enough to vent half the fixture loading on the soil or waste stack as 
determined from Table 4.10.F., and in no event be less than 11 in. trade size. 


(4) Where a plumbing system is installed in a building, every storey in which plumbing is or 
may be installed, including the basement of a single family dwelling, shall have extended into it 
or passing through it a vent pipe that is at least 1% inch size. 


(5) Where a single family dwelling, built prior to the 7th day of April, 1976, has a vent pipe 
installed in the basement that is at least 1% inch trade size and there is no larger vent pipe in 
the area, the 1% inch pipe may be used to vent one water closet and one wash basin, where 
both fixtures are located in the basement and where the vent connecting the water closet or the 
wash basin and the water closet to the vent pipe, is at least 11% in. trade size. 


(6) Notwithstanding Sentence 5.5.5.(3), where a vent stack is required by Sentence (1) to be 
installed in conjunction with the sozl or waste stack, as a result of additions or alterations to a 
plumbing system in an existing building, the vent stack may be erected vertically outside the 
building provided that, 


(a) no single change of direction of the stack exceeds 45°; 
(b) all parts of the stack are vertical; and 


(c) the stack terminates above the roof of the building where the building is four storeys 
in height or less. 


5.3.3.(1) Where a soil stack or a waste stack receives the discharge from fixtures located on 
more than eleven storeys, a yoke vent shall be installed, 


(a) for each section of five storeys or part thereof counted from the top down; and 
(b) at or immediately above each offset or double offset. 


(2) The yoke vent shall be connected to the soil or waste stack by means of a drainage fitting 
at or immediately below the lowest soil or waste pipe from the lowest storey of the section de- 
scribed in Sentence (1). 


(3) The yoke vent shall connect to the vent stack at least three ft., three in. above the floor 
level of the lowest storey in the section described in Sentence (1). 


(4) Notwithstanding Sentence (1), a yoke vent is not required to be installed where the soil or 
waste stack is interconnected to the vent stack in each storey by means of a fixture or a group of 
vented fixtures installed in accordance with Subsection 5.2. 


Subsection 5.4. Miscellaneous Vent Pipes 


5.4.1. Every tank that receives sewage shall be provided with a vent pipe that is connected 
to the top of the tank and that is sized in accordance with Article 5.6.5. 


5.4.2.(1) Every oil interceptor shall be provided with two vent pipes that, 
(a) connect to the interceptor at opposite ends; 
(b) extend independently to open air; 
(c) terminate at least seven ft. above ground; and 
(d) do not connect to each other or any other vent pipe. 


(2) Adjacent compartments within an oil interceptor shall be connected to each other by a 
vent opening. 


(3) Every grease or oil interceptor shall have a vent pipe that is at least 1% inch size con- 
nected to the outlet pipe, except where it is protected against siphoning. 


5.4.3. Where a building trap is installed in a plumbing system, a fresh air inlet not less than 
four in. in size shall be connected upstream of the building trap and within four ft. of the 
building trap and downstream of any other connection. 
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Subsection 5.5. Arrangements for Vent Piping 
5.5.1.(1) Every waste pipe shall be installed and back vented at the same time. 
(2) Every vent pipe shall be installed without a sag or depression. 


5.5.2.(1) Every vent pipe in a plumbing system shall be installed so as to be direct as possible 
to a vent stack or open air, as the case may be, and so that any horizontal run below the flood 
level of the fixture to which the vent pipe is installed is eliminated where structurally possible. 


(2) Where a vent pipe is connected to a nominally horizontal soil or waste pipe, the connec- 
tion shall be above the horizontal centre line of the soil or waste pipe. 


(3) Notwithstanding Sentence (2), a wet vent is not required to be connected above the 
horizontal centre line of the soil or waste pipe. 


5.5.3.(1) Except as provided in Sentences (2) & (3), a vent pipe that protects a fixture trap 
shall be so located that, 


(a) the developed length of a fixture drain is, 
(i) not less than twice the size of fixture drain, and 
(ii) not more than five ft. ; 


(b) the total fall of the fixture drain from a “P” trap is not greater than the size of the 
fixture drain; and 


(c) no fixture drain has a cumulative change of direction of more than 135°. 


(2) No fixture drain of a water closet, S-trap standard or a fixture that depends on siphonic 
action for the proper functioning of the fixture and that discharges vertically shall have a cu- 
mulative change of direction of more than 225°. 


(3) No vertical leg of the waste from a water closet or other fixture that has an integral si- 
phonic flushing action shall exceed three ft. 


(4) The vent pipe from a water closet or other fixture that has an integral siphonic flushing 
action may be connected to the vent leg of a waste pipe. 


5.5.4.(1) The upper end of every vent pipe shall be above the flood level of the highest 
fixture it serves before connecting to another vent pipe. 


(2) No vent piping shall be so arranged that it will serve as a by-pass in the event of an ob- 
struction in the drainage pipe. 


5.5.5.(1) The upper end of every vent pipe that is not terminated in open air shall be con- 
nected to a venting system that is terminated in open air. 


(2) A vent pipe that serves an oil interceptor, a vent stack that is permitted by Sentence 
5.3.2.(6), a vent stack and a stack vent shall each terminate in open air as set out in Sentence 


(3). 
(3) The terminal of a vent pipe shall be located, 


(a) at least three ft. above or twelve ft. in any other direction from any air inlet, openable 
window or door in the building in which the vent pipe is installed; 


(b) at least six inches above the roof of the building where the vent is installed and, where 
storm water is intended to pond on the roof, at least six inches above the high water | 
level; and 


(c) at least seven ft. above the roof of the building that the vent is installed in, where the 
roof is intended for human occupancy. 


(4) Clause (3)(a) does not apply to a fresh air inlet pipe. 


(5) Where a vent pipe is located seven feet or more above a roof, it shall be so constructed as 
to be stable and secure. 
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(6) Where a stack or vent pipe passes through a roof or a wall, the stack or vent pipe shall be 
equipped with a flashing so installed that no storm water can pass between the structure and 
the flashing or between the flashing and the pipe or stack. 


(7) Flashing shall be of material specified in Article 2.9.11. and on a shingled roof shall have 
a minimum dimension of twenty inches by twenty inches. 


(8) Where a sleeve flashing is installed on a flat roof it shall extend at least six inches above 
the flood level and on a sloped roof shall be at least six inches high on the short side. 


(9) No bore of a vent stack or stack vent shall be reduced or obstructed by the installation of 
a flashing. 


Subsection 5.6. Minimum Size of Vent Pipes 


5.6.1.(1) Except as provided in Article 5.3.1 and 5.7.1, where a vent pipe vents one or more 
fixture traps, the pipe size of the vent pipe shall be in accordance with Table 5.6.A.

(2) Every relief vent, loop vent or circuit vent shall be at least two inch size. 


5.6.2.(1) Except as provided in Sentence 5.3.2.(5), no branch vent, stack vent, vent stack or 
header shall be a size less than the size of the largest vent pipe connected to it. 


(2) Every building drain, every branch of a building drain that is designated as part of the 
building drain and every connected drainage pipe that acts as a building drain shall terminate 
at its upstream end in a stack of at least three inch size. 


(3) A stack referred to in Sentence (2) shall be a soil stack if one is available and may be a 
vent stack or waste stack that provides at least three inch stack vent and that goes to open air 
above the roof, either directly or through a header. 


5.6.3. Reserved 


5.6.4. Where a yoke vent is required to be installed in accordance with Article 5.3.3., the 
yoke vent shall be at least two inch size. 


5.6.5. The vent pipe from a sewage tank shall be one size smaller than the size of the largest 
sewage inlet pipe to the sewage tank and shall be at least 1% in. size and not greater than four 
inch size. 


5.6.6.(1) Every vent pipe venting a manufactured oil or grease interceptor shall, where the 
manufacturer makes recommendations, be sized in accordance with the manufacturer’s recom- 
mendations. 


(2) Where vent pipes of 1%, 1% or two inch size are installed in one location and each vent 
pipe vents separately to open air, each vent pipe shall be increased to at least three inch size be- 
fore being vented through a roof or an exterior wall. 


(3) Where a manufacturer of a grease or oil interceptor makes no recommendation with re- 
spect to the size of the vent pipe venting an oil or grease interceptor, the interceptor shall be 
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vented at each end with a vent pipe that is not more than one size smaller than the largest con- 
nected drainage pipe and not less than 1% inch nominal pipe size. 


(4) Every vent pipe serving an oil or grease interceptor that is built in location shall be at 
least of three inch size throughout its length. 


Subsection 5.7. Sizing of Vent Pipes and Wet Vents 


5.7.1.(1) Where two or three fixtures are installed in a plumbing system any one of the 
fixtures may be wet vented by one or both of the other fixtures if, 


(a) all the fixtures are on the same floor level; 
(b) only the wet vented fixture is a water closet or other fixture using a siphonic trap; 


(c) where the wet vented trap is not a siphonic trap, it is a P-trap and the wet vent is con- 
nected to the horizontal waste pipe downstream from the P-trap at least eight inches 
and not more than five feet; 


(d) at least one of the wet venting fixtures is drained through a vertical continuous waste 
and vent and the continuous waste and vent is at least, 


(i) 1% inch size, where the wet vented trap is of 1% or 1% inch size, 
(ii) 1% inch size, where the wet vented trap is of two inch size, or 
(iii) two inch size, where the wet vented trap is of three, four or six inch size. 


(2) Where there are two wet venting fixtures in a plumbing system referred to in Sentence (1) 
and both connect to the same vertical continuous waste and vent, both wet venting fixtures 
shall, where they are connected at the same level, be vented by a double Y or double waste fit- 
ting or, where they are not connected at the same level, be separately vented. 


5.7.2.(1) No branch vent and its connecting branches shall be greater in diameter than the 
diameter calculated in accordance with Table 5.7.B. and, where Table 4.10.F. is not applic- 
able to the vent, the maximum length of the vent shall be calculated in accordance with Table 
leva e

(2) Where Table 4.10.F. is not applicable to a branch vent, header, loop or circuit vent, no 
vent, header or loop vent shall have branch connections in excess of the number that are per- 
mitted by the combinations in Table 5.7.B. and, where one vent pipe protects more than one 
trap, each trap shall be counted as one vent. 


(3) Reserved 


(4) For the purpose of Table 4.10.F. and Table 5.7.C., the length of a loop vent shall be the 
developed length from the soil or waste pipe to the stack vent. 


(5) For the purpose of Table 4.10.F. and Table 5.7.C., the length of a circuit vent shall be 
the developed length from the horizontal soil or waste pipe to the vent stack, stack vent, header 
or open air.

(7) For the purpose of Table 4.10.F. and Table 5.7.C., the length of a header shall be the 
developed length of vent piping from the vent stack or stack vent where the header terminates 
to the most distant vent or stack connected to it. 


5.7.3. For the purpose of Table 4.10.F. and Table 5.7.C., the length of a vent stack or stack 
vent shall be its developed length from its lower end where it connects to drainage piping to its 
upper end where it connects to a header or goes directly to open air. 


SECTION 6—Potable Water Systems 


Subsection 6.1. Arrangement of Piping 


6.1.1.(1) Every fixture supplied with separate hot and cold water controls shall have the hot 
water control on the left and the cold on the right. 


(2) Where hot and cold water is mixed and the temperature is regulated by a single, un- 
marked, manual control, a movement to the left shall increase the temperature and a move- 
ment to the right shall decrease the temperature. 


(3) A single control hot and cold water supply device that does not comply with Sentence (2) 
shall have sufficient markings to make the control pattern obvious to a person operating the 
control for the first time. 


6.1.2.(1) All water piping shall be so graded or pitched that all parts of the system can be 
drained. 


(2) Sentence (1) does not apply to a water service pipe or a distributing pipe buried in the 
earth. 


(3) Where a drain valve is installed in a plumbing system, it shall completely drain the piping 
that it serves. 
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6.1.3.(1) Every water service pipe shall be provided with a building control valve adjacent 
to the inner surface of the wall or floor through which the service pipe enters the building. 


(2) A drainport shall be provided downstream of the building control valve required by Sen- 
tence (1) and if there is a meter, the drainport shall be downstream of the meter. 


(3) Where the building control valve required by Sentence (1) is of one inch size or smaller, 
the valve and the drainport may be combined in the form of a stop and waste valve. 


(4) Notwithstanding Sentences (1), (2) and (3), where the water service pipe is greater than 
one inch trade size and where the water supply is to be metered, the installation of the meter, 
including the piping that is part of the meter installation and the valving arrangement for the 
meter installation, shall be according to the water purveyors requirements. 


6.1.4. Where a water service or a cold water distributing system contains pipe or fittings 
that may be damaged by water of 200°F or hotter, the supply pipe to the water heater shall be 
check valved to protect the cold water piping. 


6.1.5.(1) Every distributing pipe that extends through more than one storey shall be pro- 
vided with a shut-off valve at the source of supply to the riser. 


(2) Sentence (1) does not apply to a single family dwelling. 
6.1.6 The supply to every water closet shall be provided with a shut-off valve. 


6.1.7.(1) Every flushing device that serves a water closet or one or more urinals shall have 
sufficient capacity and be so adjusted as to deliver at each operation a volume of water that 
will thoroughly flush the fixture or fixtures that it serves. 


(2) Where a manually operated flushing device is installed in a plumbing system, it shall 
serve only one fixture. 


6.1.8. The water supply in each dwelling unit in a building of multiple dwelling units shall 
be controllable without interruption of the water supply in other dwelling units or the water 
supply to each fixture in each dwelling unit shall be separately valved. 


6.1.9. The water supply to each water closet in a public washroom shall be individually 
valved and other fixtures in the public washroom shall be valved so that all types may be shut 
off without, at any time, shutting off more than half of each type of fixture within one room 
where more than one fixture of a given type is installed. 


6.1.10. Every pipe in a plumbing system that is supplied with cold water from a water tank 
shall be provided with a shut-off valve located close to the tank. 


6.1.11 Every pipe in a plumbing system that supplies a hot water tank shall be provided with 
a shut-off valve located close to the hot water tank. 


6.1.12.(1) Every pipe in a plumbing system that passes through an exterior wall to supply 
water to an outside hose bib or other outside requirement shall, subject to Sentence (2), be fit- 
ted with a stop and waste valve adjacent to the inside of the exterior wall. 


(2) Where a hose bib referred to in Sentence (1) is a self draining wall hydrant, a stop valve 
may be used in lieu of a stop and waste. 


6.1.13.(1) Every pressure vessel that is part of a plumbing system or connected to a plumbing 
system shall be relief valved so that the internal pressure of the plumbing system will not rise 
beyond 150 p.s.i. or % the maximum test pressure sustained by the vessel whichever is the less- 
er. 


(2) Every storage-type water heater that is part of a plumbing system shall be protected as 
follows: 


1. A temperature relief valve that will spill sufficient hot water to hold the temperature 
in the hottest part of the tank below 210°F shall be installed and the part of the relief 
valve that is the sensing device shall be within the top six inches of the tank and, 
where the relief valve is CSA or CGA certified, installed in accordance with CSA 
Standard C22.2 No. 110 - M1981 Construction and Test of Electric Storage-Tank 
Water Heaters or CGA Standard CAN1-4.1-77, as the case may be. 
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2. An energy cut-off device that is independent of the normal thermostatic control and 
that will shut off the electrical energy or fuel supply before the water temperature ex- 
ceeds 210°F shall be installed and the part of the cut-off device that is the temperature 
sensing device shall be on or within the top six inches of the tank and, where the cut- 
off device is CSA certified, installed in accordance with the CSA Standard. 


(3) Every water heater equipped with an energy cut-off device shall have the location of the 
device clearly marked on the jacket of the heater. 


(4) A water heater that is equipped with a temperature relief valve may be equipped with a 
combined temperature and pressure relief valve. 


(S) Every pipe or tube that conveys water from a temperature relief, pressure relief or a com- 
bined temperature and pressure relief valve that is installed on a hot water tank shall, 


(a) be of a size at least equal to the size of the outlet of the valve; 


(b) terminate above a floor drain or sump, or if there is no floor drain or sump, at a dis- 
tance not less than six inches and not more than twelve inches from a floor and dis- 
charge vertically down; 


(c) if routed to or through an area where freezing temperatures may occur, have within 
the warm area adjacent to the tank an indirect connection that is not more than 
twelve inches above floor level; and 


(d) if there is no drain pipe connected to the relief valve and the water spills directly from 
the valve, terminate at a distance not less than six inches and not more than twelve 
inches from a floor and discharge vertically down. 


(6) No shut-off valve shall be installed on a pipe between a hot water tank and a relief valve 
or on a discharge pipe from such a relief valve. 


6.1.14. Every valve in a water distributing piping shall be readily accessible for mainten- 
ance. 


6.1.15. Every plumbing system shall be so designed as to eliminate water hammer. 


Subsection 6.2. Protection from Contamination 


6.2.1.(1) For the purpose of this subsection, “consumer”, when used to refer to a consumer 
of water, means the person actually using the water. 


(2) No potable water that is supplied to a consumer by a water purveyor shall be treated or 
adulterated before it reaches the consumer except where such process is administered under the 
complete control of, 


(a) the water purveyor; or 
(b) the consumer with the consent of the water purveyor. 


(3) No person shall interfere with a potable water system in any manner that will cause the 
water to become non-potable. 


(4) No connection shall be made between a potable water system supplied with water from a 
water works approved under the Ontario Water Resources Act and any other potable water 
system without the consent of the water purveyor. 


(5) Where, on or after the 1st day of January, 1986, a hose bib is installed in a potable water 
system to supply a 2 in. or 3% in. garden hose, the hose bib shall contain an integrated back si- 
phonage preventer. 


6.2.2. Every newly installed part of a potable water system shall be clean and free of any 
matter that may affect the health of a person before being put into service. 


6.2.3.(1) Every potable water system that supplies a vessel or chamber that is not subject to 
pressures above atmospheric shall be protected against backflow by, 


(a) an air gap above the flood level of the vessel or chamber; or 
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(b) a vacuum breaker that is located at a distance above the flood level of the vessel or 
chamber so as to prevent backflow or by a backflow preventer that is certified by CSA 
to CSA Standard B64 Series 1976 Vacuum Breakers and Backflow Preventers. 


(2) Where the water level in a vessel or chamber is controlled by an overflow arrangement, 
the highest water level permitted by the overflow shall for the purpose of preventing backflow, 
be considered to be the flood level. 


6.2.4. The height of an air gap required by clause 6.2.3(1)(a) shall be at least three times the 
diameter of the water supply pipe to the vessel or chamber. 


6.2.5.(1) No vacuum breaker or other back-siphonage preventer shall be installed with its 
critical level lower than a level that will cause water to backflow or two inches above the 
downstream flood level, whichever is the highest. 


(2) Where the critical level is not marked on a vacuum breaker, the lowest part of the 
vacuum breaker shall be deemed to be its critical level. 


(3) Where no performance test is conducted on a vacuum breaker, the critical level of the 
vacuum breaker shall be installed not less than four pipe diameters above the highest level of 
any potential contaminating source. 


6.2.6. A vacuum breaker, that is not of the pressure type and that is installed to serve as a 
back-siphonage preventer, shall be so installed that when the flow of water through it is 
stopped, the pressure of the water in it will automatically drop to atmospheric pressure or less. 


6.2.7. Where a potable water supply is connected to a boiler, cooling jacket or other device 
where a non-potable fluid may be under pressure that is above atmospheric or the water outlet 
may be submerged in the non-potable fluid, the water supply shall be fitted with a backflow 
preventer that is certified by CSA to the applicable CSA standard of the B64 series. 


6.2.8. Reserved 


Subsection 6.3. Tanks 


6.3.1. Every tank that is installed in a plumbing system shall be supported independently of 
the piping that is connected to it. 


6.3.2.(1) Every open tank shall be equipped with an overflow pipe that drains to a fixture. 


(2) Where a tank is connected to a potable water system, the tank shall have a valved drain 
line connected to it at the lowest part of the tank. 


(3) Where a drain line referred to in Sentence (2) discharges into a fixture or receptacle, an 
air break equal to at least three drain line diameters shall be installed in the drain line. 


Subsection 6.4. Reserved 


Subsection 6.5. Size and Capacity of Pipes 


6.5.1.(1) Except as provided in Sentence (2), the size of a pipe that supplies water to a fixture 
or device shall comply with Table 6.5.A. 


(2) Where a water distributing pipe is not directly connected to a fixture or a fixture faucet 
but is connected with a flexible tube of a diameter smaller than that specified by Table 6.5.A., 
the developed length of the connector shall not be more than fourteen inches and, where % inch 
pipe of iron pipe size is used, the maximum length shall not exceed thirty-six inches.

6.5.2.(1) No service pipe shall have a capacity that is less than the peak demand flow. 


(2) No service pipe, and no distributing pipe between the point of connection with the 
service pipe or the meter and the first branch that supplies a water heater, shall have an inside 
diameter of less than 3% inch. 


(3) Every pipe that supplies a fixture shall have a capacity that will produce a flow in the 


fixture that will flush the fixture and keep it in a sanitary condition. 


SECTION 7—Storm Drainage Systems 


Subsection 7.1. Application 


7.1.1. This section applies to all rainwater leaders conducting water from a roof through the 
interior of the building, to the building storm drain within or under the building, to the 
building storm sewer and to other storm water conductors connected directly to a building 
storm drain or a building storm sewer. 


Subsection 7.2. Materials for Storm Water Drainage 


7.2.1.(1) Subject to Sentence 7.3.2.(4), storm drainage piping that is installed above ground 
inside a building shall be, 


(a) cast iron soil pipe certified by CSA to CSA Standard B70-M1978; 
(b) cast iron water pipe certified by CSA to CSA Standard B131. 13-1977; 


(c) galvanized steel or wrought iron pipe of schedule 40 dimension and manufactured to 
ASTM Standard A353 or A120; 


(d) hard drawn copper tube manufactured to ASTM Standard B306-76 Copper Drainage 
Tube; 


(e) asbestos cement certified by CSA to CSA Standard B127.1-M1977; 
(f) acrylonitrile-butadiene-styrene certified by CSA to CSA Standard B181.1-1973; or 


(g) poly(vinyl chloride) certified by CSA to CSA Standard B181.2-1973 or B137.3-M1981 
that has a dimension ratio of thirty-five or less, 


as the case may be. 
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(2) Storm drainage piping that is installed below ground within the perimeter of the building 
or not more than three feet beyond the building shall be, 


(a) cast iron pipe certified by CSA to CSA Standard B70-M1978; 


(b) asbestos cement sewer pipe manufactured to CGSB Standard 34-GP-23M or 34-GP- 
9dM; 


(c) vitrified clay pipe certified by CSA to CSA Standard A60.1 or A60. 1-M1976; 
(d) copper tube of type “L” or “K”; 


(e) acrylonitrile-butadiene-styrene certified by CSA to CSA Standard B181.1-1973 or 
B182.1-M1983 that has a dimension ratio of thirty-five or less; 


(f) poly(vinyl chloride) certified by CSA to, 
(i) CSA Standard B181.2-1973, 
(ii) CSA Standard B182.1-M1983 that has a dimension ratio of thirty-five or less, 
(iii) CSA Standard B182.2-M1983 that has a dimension ratio of thirty-five or less, 


(iv) CSA Standard B182.3-M1983 that has a dimension ratio of thirty-five or less, 
or 


(v) CSA Standard B137.3-M1981 having a dimension ratio of thirty-five or less; 
or 


(g) concrete pipe that complies with the applicable CSA standard of the A257-1974 series, 


as the case may be. 


(3) Piping that is installed in a building storm sewer from the building storm drain to the 
street line or a point of disposal on the property shall be, 


(a) cast iron soil pipe certified by CSA to CSA Standard B70-M1978; 
(b) asbestos cement sewer pipe manufactured to CGSB Standard 34-GP-23M or 34GP; 
(c) vitrified clay pipe certified by CSA to CSA Standard A60. 1-1969 or A.60.1-M1976; 


(d) acrylonitrile-butadiene-styrene certified by CSA to CSA Standard B181.1-1973 or 
B182.1-M1983 that has a dimension ratio of thirty-five or less; 


(e) poly(vinyl chloride) certified to, 
(i) CSA Standard B181.2-1973, 
(ii) CSA Standard B182.1-M1983 that has a dimension ratio of thirty-five or less, 
(iii) CSA Standard B182.2-M1983 that has a dimension ratio of thirty-five or less, 


(iv) CSA Standard B182.3-M1983 that has a dimension ratio of thirty-five or less, 
or 


(v) CSA Standard B137.3-M1981 that has a dimension ratio of thirty-five or less; 


(f) concrete pipe that complies with the applicable CSA standard of the A257-1974 series; 
or 


(g) where disposal is to surface waters, corrugated galvanized steel, 
as the case may be. 


Subsection 7.3. Installation 


7.3.1. Where a building is provided with roof hoppers, the installation of storm drainage 
piping shall include the connection to the roof hoppers. 


7.3.2.(1) Rainwater leaders and other storm drainage piping installed above ground shall be 
securely hung, braced and buttressed so that the weight of the pipe full of water and the maxi-

mum hydrostatic head produced by such a condition will not overload the pipe, fittings, joints 
or hangers or other supports. 


(2) Pipe hangers shall be spaced sufficiently close so that piping referred to in Sentence (1) 
will remain in alignment and free from visible sags under maximum load conditions. 


(3) Pipe referred to in Sentence (1) shall be attached by using manufactured expansion joints 
or be laid out so that the pipe is self compensating during periods of expansion or contraction. 


(4) Where anchor points are used to attach vertical rainwater leaders, the anchor points shall 
be tightly clamped. 


(5) Notwithstanding Sentence (4), where rainwater leaders are exposed throughout their 
length in industrial buildings, they may be of black iron or steel and the anchor brackets may 
be welded to the pipe rather than clamped. 


(6) Subsection 3.5 applies with necessary modifications to the installation of underground 
storm drainage piping. 


7.3.3. A roof hopper shall be of such a design that it, 
(a) can be securely and easily attached to the storm drainage piping; 
(b) can be disassembled without any specialized tools; and 


(c) produces a waterproof joint between the roof hopper and the storm drainage piping. 


Subsection 7.4. Cleaning Considerations 


7.4.1.(1) In this subsection, “abrupt change of direction” means any deflection from a 
straight line course that exceeds 45° and that is not a smooth sweep having a turning radius of 
at least three pipe diameters. 


(2) A storm drainage system shall be so designed that the flow velocity in all pipes in the sys- 
tem will be greater than two feet per second when flowing half full. 


(3) Where there is an abrupt change of direction in an underground storm drainage pipe, a 
manhole shall be installed at the abrupt change. 


(4) Where a storm drainage pipe has a branch of a smaller diameter than the run, the change 
in size shall be made at the junction of the branch and the run or as close to it as is possible in 
the circumstances. 


(5) Horizontal storm drainage piping of four inch diameter or less shall have all parts of the 
pipe interior accessible to a cleaning swab or scraper by rodding downstream of the cleanout a 
distance of not more than fifty feet. 


(6) The maximum rodding distance in a downstream direction in a horizontal storm drainage 
pipe of six inch diameter shall be 100 feet. 


(7) Where it is not possible to rod the entire 100 feet referred to in Sentence (6) in the building 
in which the pipe is installed, access outside the building shall be provided by a manhole or a 
cleanout opening extended to ground grade. 


(8) Where a horizontal storm drainage pipe that is greater than six inch in diameter and is 
not greater than twenty-four inches in diameter is installed in a building, no cleanout openings 
shall be more than 150 feet apart. 


(9) Where a horizontal storm drainage pipe of a type described in Sentence (8) is installed 
outside a building, underground cleanout access shall be provided by manholes spaced not 
more than 300 feet apart and the one nearest to the building shall be not more than eighty-five 
feet from the face of the building. 


(10) Storm drainage piping that is greater than twenty-four inches in diameter shall be pro- 
vided with access manholes that are not more than 500 feet apart. 


7.4.2.(1) A manhole required by subsection 7.4 on a horizontal storm drainage pipe shall 
have a minimum clear diameter of forty-eight inches if it is of a circular cross section and shall 
have a minimum interior side dimension of forty-eight inches if it is of rectangular cross sec- 
tion. 
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(2) Where an area drain or catch basin is trapped by a downturned elbow on the pipe end in 
a sump, there shall be at least twelve inches of clear space between the elbow and the opposite 
wall of the sump. 


SECTION 8—Proprietary Plumbing 


Subsection 8.1. Definition of a Proprietary Plumbing System 
8.1.1. In this section, 


(a) “architect” means the holder of a licence, a certificate of practice or a temporary li- 
cence under the Architects Act, 1984; 


(b) “professional engineer” means a person who holds a licence or a temporary licence un- 
der the Professional Engineers Act, 1984; 


(c) “Proprietary Plumbing System” means a plumbing system or part thereof, the design 
and all components of which are the exclusive property or are under the exclusive con- 
trol of the same person. 


Subsection 8.2. Control of Proprietary Plumbing System 


8.2.2. Sections 2, 3, 4 and 5 of this Code do not apply to a proprietary plumbing system de- 
signed on the vacuum or single pipe principle where, 


(a) the system is designed by a professional engineer or architect; 


(b) all component parts of the system including pipes, fittings, fixtures, pumps, valves 
and appurtenances are specified as to size, type and quality on the drawings and spec- 
ifications accompanying the application for a permit; and 


(c) the actual layout and installation of the system including the hanging and jointing of 
pipes and fittings and the mounting of fixtures and appurtenances are subject to su- 
pervision and review during installation by a professional engineer or architect and 
conform to the drawings and specifications submitted with the application for a per- 
mit. 


SECTION 9—Regulation 736 of Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980, Ontario 
Regulations 567/81 and 58/83 are revoked.

(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied.
